7he only fhtft & exception that any Aduerfary canfind 
again ft this Hiflory, is to put on a bould face, and by gluing 
deny all to all antiquity (for all other ancient Wry ters doe 
giue as cleeret eft monies to the Roman Religion . as this of 
Theodoret ) toaccufe the ancient fathers of fa/jhod and 
corruption, as though the tohole toorld bad conffiredto - 
geather againft the Proteftants fo longagoe . And to (ay 
the truth,it is hard to find any Booke, Commentary , or Hi - 
ftory of the primitiue Church , tohich giueth not as clecre te¬ 
stimony of the faith of Catholiks as this doth. But yet I haue 
made choyce of this, amongfl diuers others, both for the au¬ 
thority of the JVrytertoho to as an excellent learned Rather , 
and Bifljop of eight hundred Churches (as toryteth Sixtus 
Senenfis ) and alfo for the matter or argumenttohich he blioth, 
handleth, being an Hifory of the Church, very agreeable in 
my opinion to the (late of this prefent time: toherin be fide s 
?nany pleafant difeourfes offee ular affaires , and alterations 
of the Efnpire, he treatedfpectally of fuck principal! Bijhops 
asgouerned the more famous Churches ofehriftendome : of 
the Perfection alfo ray fed by He re tikes and otherTyrants ; 
of the conftancy and refolution of Cat b alikes; to hat Hcntiks 
impugned the Church • andtohat CM artyrs fhed their blond 
to defend it; tobat C onfe(fors ey derby toritten Bookes, or by 
myracles didconfirme it-(to hat famous Monkes and Frewtes 
t hen flour ifhed either in TotonesorDeferts. He alfo repor¬ 
ted toith tohat liberty of (peach the Saints of thofc times 
rebuked the Tyranny of Princes & Potentates , tohenfocuer 
they intruded themfelues into caufes EccleftafticafL Thus 
much concerning the manners and godly Male of the Primt- 
tiue Chriflians .

jBut & touching fait hand religion So hich it me ft to out 
purpofc , this Author, as occafion fortieth^ giueth fuck cleere 
and eu 'tdent teftimony to the faith of Catholikes in euery 
Booh, and almofl in euery Chapter of this Hiflory, that if 
he nofr liued, there ts no doubt but that the frhole Schoole of 
cur Vr.oteflant Adnerfaryes frould. cefure him for a very fu- 
perftitious Papifl . Ther fore (as I faid) this Hiflory is fuffi- 
tii nt to prove, that fuch Chriflians as nofr comunicatefrith 
the ( hurch of Rome, do hould the ancient Catholike faith 
of the Primitive Church, and t her fore are Catholikes : and 
confequcntly it proueih, that they fr ho haueforfaken the o- 
bedienceofthe Roman Church Jo profeffe a Religion quite 
contrary to the ancient Catholike faith, frherofthey have no 
groild nor Peanut in all Antiquity t her fore are Heretiks. 

As for example , let vs compare the Church of Chrifl a 
as it is hetredeferibed by Theodoret , 'frith the Church of 
the Proteflants in England ,fre flail find, that it hath 
no affinity frith this at all: and that, if the one be true , the 
ether mu ft needs lefalfe. Againe,compare it frith the Church 
of the C at holtkes , ey ther in England, or beyond the (cas> 
andy ou fall find fuch fronderfullconfent and agreement be- 
tfrccne them, that the Primitiuc Chriflians may frorthily 
challenge vs for their fe/lofrcs in faith, and members of the 
fimebody frith them .

For Conjlantwe a man mold fa¬ 
mous and worthy of etcrnall praife, was the Author 
of the Churches peace; as being called to the eouern- 
ment of the Empire, not by men, but by God him-

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He enacted lawes w her by he ftraitly forbad Sa¬ 
crifice to be offered vnto Idols-, and gaue commande- 
jnent for the building of Churches. Moreouer fuch of 
The ho- his Presidents as addled their minds to unbrace the 
n r -ur of Chriltian faith, thofe he preferred to be Gouernours 
r ic V" 1 of Nations andProuinces, and gaue then, m fpcciall 
SnT charge to honour the Pricffs, threading death and 
! ‘ to deft niff ion to wholocuer ihould abufe 01 dishonour 
them. At which time, fome rryfed vp againe fuch 

Churches, as had bene ouerthrownc ;and lorne bull- ■ 

tied others anew, farre more large and bcautifull then 

the former. . _ v 

When things were (etled in this eftate, then vv ei e 

our mindcs filled with icy and pleafure and out 
Aducrfarics , on the contrary fide, opprefied win 
furrow and heauines to fee the Temples of their Idols 
fhutvp, and fo many folcmnc fealis and afiemblier 
to be kept in Chriltian Churches . But theaccuii.ed 
and malicious Diucll, who is the bane of m or tali 
men Teeing the Church of God to faylewith fuch a 
profncrousVale of wind , could by no mcanes endure 
it • but bemin to deuife mifehieuous and crafty coun¬ 
fell , and to affay by all mcanes pofftble , how to vn- 
dermine and ouerthrow this Church, which the Ma¬ 
ker and Ruler of the world did goucrneinio good 
order. For asfoone as he pcrceaucd the errour of the 
Pagans to be once dilcotiered , and his manifoldd 
crafty fcates to be found out, and cfpied; feingal- 
fo that now the moft part of men did no longer w oi- 
Ihip the Creature, but infixed therof gaue all praife 
and adoration to the Creatour therefore he deter¬ 
mined from thence forth, nor to make open wane 

n ciiinir 
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kainft God and our Sauiour Chuff but finding out 
lei taine men that bare the names of Chnfttans ( but 
jL very deed inch as were flauesvmo vaine glory ,& 
faned for promotion) he vied them as fit inftrumets 
Jhecutchis wily deuifes, and therby brought di- 
fers jnto that old errour .

tention . And although for all his prying into Ale- ; 
zanders actions 6c order of life, he could find nothing 
wherupon to ground any faife crime or accufation* j 
yet the heat of enuy would not fufter him to be in j 
quiet. Now when the Diuell, the enemy of truth , 
had Indued ypon this good fellow ,-he determined by . 
his deuifes, to turmoyle and difquiet the Church of 
•God* for he fuggeiled and perfwaded him to impugne ' 
openly the Apolfolike doctrine of Alexander . And as 
^Alexander, according as he had learned out of the 
holy Scriptures, taught the Sonne to be of equall ho¬ 
nour with the Father, and to haue the fame fu bit a nee 
■with him : So Arms fighting dire&ly againft the 
1 ruth, affirmed the Sonne to be a Creature, adding 
further that there was once a time , when the Sonne 
was not: and certaine other things belides, which by 
reading his Bookes may be more plainly vnderftood. 
And of thefc matters he would argue and difpute , 
not only m the Church, but alfo abroad at comon 
games and afiembhes.of men. Fie was wont alfo to 
range abroad from houfe- to houfe, therby to intangle 
as many as he might, in the fnarcs of his erroneous 
doctrine .Therefore Ak'Xander the Patron 6c Defen¬ 
der of the Apofiohke Verity , firft endeauoured by 
counfaile and perfwafion to reforme the mans opini¬ 
on ; buticmg him enraged , as a man poflefled , and 
openly to preach his wicked do&rine, he remoued 
•him from the office of Priefthood, thcrin following 

the 
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thecommandement of the Ghofpell, if thy right eye: 
do Jcandaliu thee > full it out. > and caft it from thee.

CHAP. III. 


A T that time Sylucflcr gouerned. the Church 
of Rome: he was the fucceflour of Cfttiltjades, 
which j Miltiadcs was chofen Bilhop of that 
Church , after the death of Marcel/inm , who for his 
patient buffering in the time of persecution , de- 
f erlied great renowne. When Tyrannus Bilhop of An¬ 
tioch was dead, and the Churches began to line in 
peace ,one Vitalimz nioyed his roome, who budded vp 
in the old Citty , a Church which the Tyrants had 
throwne downe . Vnto him fucceedcd Rhilogenius , 
who in the time of Licinim the Tyrant, ffiewed him - 
felfe a man of fingularforwardn.es, in the defence of 
the true Religio, &; what was wanting to the finiflvng 
of that Church ,he fupplied . The Biffiopricke of Hie- 
rufalem&fccv the death of Hcrmonas , was committed to 
CMacarim , who for his manifold vertues, and blefled Macarius, 
order of life, worthily defeated the name he bare . Iftkkffid. 
the fame time Alexander a man endued with Apoftoli- 
call gifts, enioy ed the Biffiopricke of Conflantinople . In 
thofe dayes AlexanderBUhoy of Alexandria when he faw 
that Arm being enkindled through the heate of ambi¬ 
tion , began to rage, and to aflemble togeather all fuch ; 
as he had enfnared in that peftilentblafphemy of his 5 as 
; alfo to keep their feuerall meetings & Conuenticles by 
i thesxu 
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themfelucs, could forbearc no longer., but fent letters to | 
Bilhopsof diners Cburches,to giuethem mticeof Arm 

Ins blalphemy .Tint which he wrote to one of his owns 
name, I will heere fuff fee downc in my Hiftory, to the 
end that no man may fufpe&meto haue forged of my 
owne brayne fuch things, as 1 write concerning A vim: 
For therm is plaincly fee forth all his malicious plots and 
dcuifes, Next vnto that, I will lay downc theEpiftleol 
Arm himlelfe, and fome other F.piftlcs befides, which 
are very neceilary to this Hiftory that I haue in hand*, 
both to confirms the truth therof, and alfo that luchj 
things as came to pafl'e,may be more plainly decla-

CHAP. HI I" 

M O s T Rcuerend Brother , Health in our 
Lord. This hath euer bene the fcope & pur- 

pofe of vngracions-men , whofe minds haue 
bene poffeft'ed with a greedy defire of honour 8c game, 
tointiem fomefccret nnlch.efe againft the moft prin- 
cipall Churches, ncuer ceafing by diners and lundry 
wayes to affault the found & iinccre faith of the Church. 
For by the fuegeftion of the Drue!I, who raigneth in 
their harts, \iiey firft fall into a kind of madnes, & 
fo are carried headlong into all pleafures that offer the- 
f'clues vnto them. And at length fly ding away from all 
deuotion they tread the feareor Gods judgments vn- 
3 der 
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er their feeto. I therfore, who haue receaued nofmall 
arme by fuch manner of men , haue thought it nece- 
ary to li^nify vnto your Reuerence, to take diligent 
iced of luch fellowes, leaft any vnder your lurifdiai- 
,n, either encouraged by them , or by his owne autho- 
■ity (for fuch kind of men can al wayes deeply diilemble 
aw hen they meane to deceaue) or els by letteis fairely 
'interlaced with fine and cuning words, be (educed or 
Idrawneaway from their plaine and fincere beliefe.For 
Urifu and Achillas lately confpiring togeacher, while 
Jthey itudied to follow the proud and ambitious mind of 
\coluthm , they left him farre behind them in that kind 
of lewdnes. 

\ This Cola thus, although he found fault with luch 

•jthings as thefe men do yet for all that, he feemed to 
'fiaue at the leaft,fome colourable pretence of his naugh- 
|ty enterprize. But thefe fellowes perceauing what mart 
‘cduthut had made, in fetting Chrift to fale; they would 
longer abide to befubied to thelawes of the Church* 
jbut made to chemfelues dennes of theeues, wherin they 

! :eep their continuall meetings, by night and day, vt~ 
eringflanderous fpeaches againft Chrift, and vs . They

^ypocrify ; they deny the Godhead of our Sauiour: they 
Jbreach that he was no better then other men : they cull

pike, and with thofe they labour to eftablilh their wic- 
# |ced do&rine . And fuch words as wherby the Eternal! 
|Godhead, and vnfpeakable glory of Chrift with the 
^Father is confirmed, thofe they refufc and abhorre. For 
, ! 3 the/ 
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they defending the wicked opinion of the Iewes and 
Gentiles* concerning Ghrift* do hunt after their owns 
prayfes, with might and mayne; and if there be any 
thing wherin they may fcoffeand carpeatvs*thatthey 
fet out with all poffible diligence. Befides this^they raylc 
feditions againft vs euery day ; they ftirre vp fore perfe- 
cutionmany times; they picke quarrels againft vs vpo 
the tales of certayne dilhoneft & light hufwiues* which 
they themfelues haue craftily feduced . Sometimes they, 
ihamelefly leade their harlots oner all the ftreets* and 
with foule reproaches defame the Chriftian Religion . 
Yea more then that, thefe Companions fpare not to rent 
a funder that found & feam-lelfe coate of Chrift^ which 
the very tormentours would not deuide . Therfore, ac¬ 
cording to their bad life * and wicked endeauours.* we 
hauenow by common confent (though fomewhat late* 
byreafon that we were not fully informed of the mat¬ 
ter ) caft them out of that Church* which doth deuoutly. 
Worlhip Chrift his Diuini.y. 

Now therfore they wader vp & downe* from place 
to place * rayfing flaunders againft vs: they refort vnto 
diners of our fellowes in faith andfun<ftio.u. making 
ihew* as though ihey craued pardon* vnder center- 
fade colour of peace arid vnity.* but in very deedmin^ 
ding nothing cls*but by fweet fpeaches and allurement's

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his beginning of nothing. And (fuch is their madnes) 
they fay, that of neceflity we muii hold one of thefe two 
things, either that he is created of nothing, or els that 
there nuift be t^oovnbegottens\ for they be fo dolcifti,thafc j 
they know not what difference there is betweene the 
Father, who is vnbegotten , and the things that by him 
are made of nothing, whether they be realonable or void 
of reafon: betweene which two , the nature of the only 
begotten Sonne is placed in the midft: by whom the Fa-! 
ther of God the Word , hath made the world of nothing: j 
and whoalfo was begotten of him : as our Lord himfelf 
in one place doth witnefle in thefe words: He that loncth 
the Father, lottcth alfothe Sonne, Ivho is begotten of him. 
Of which things fo we do belieue as it pleafech the Apo- 
ftolike Church^ that is to fay, in one Father vnbegot- 
ten, who hath no caufe or Authour of his being; who; 
can neither be altered nor changed; who is alwayes one; 
to whom nothing can be added; and who can neuer be 
Jeffened;who gauevs the Lawes, the Prophets ,and the 
Ghofpels; andlaftly is Lord ofPatriarkes, Apoftles,and 
of all the Saints. 

And we belieue in one Lord Iefus Ghrift, the only 
begotten Sonne of God , begotten , notofnothing^ but 
of the Father himfelfe , and that after a corporall or bo¬ 
dily manner;nor by mangling or deluding afunder, as it 
pleafeth Sabellins 6c Valentine to imagine , but in fuch a 
manner as no tongue can expretTe , according to that 
fentence of the Prophet before alleadged,//# generation 
fyhoJl)a/ldeclare ? when as hisfuhftance Scnature is fuch, 
that no morrall mans vndcrftanding can pearce into it: 
euen as the Father canot be comprehended by any mans 
wit, becaufe that mans, nature, which is endued with 

reafon 
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reafon, cannot poflibly conceaue the knowledge of the 
Fathers diuine generation .Which things, it is not meet 
that fuch men as you, who are quickened by the fpiric 
of Truth, fhould learneof me, efpecially when as the 
voice of Chrift in this behalfe doth found in your eares , 
and doth teach you as followeth : That no man kno^eeth 
the Father but the Sonne , and no man knolveth the Sonne 
but the Father. 

Furthermore we acknowledge 6c confeiTe,that the 
Sonne as well as the Father, can neither be changed nor 
altered ; that he fuffereth no defed ; that he is a perfed 
Sonne like vnto his Father; and differing from him only 
in this, that the Father is vnbegotten: for he is the line— 
ly and perfed image of his Father. And it is manifft 
that the image ought fully to contayne all fuch things, 
as do ferue for the perfed letting forth of the firft (am¬ 
pler, which is greater then it 5 as our Lord hindelfe hath 
taught, faying: The Father is greater thin I : and for this 
reafon we belieue that the Sonne had ( alwayes.) his be¬ 
ing from the Father, for he is the bright net of his Glory , 
and the Figure of his Fathers (ubHance. But let no man fa 
vnderftand this word ( alwayes) that by reafon therof 
he rhinke the Sonne to be vnbegotten, as thofegood fel- 
lowes imagine,whofe fenfe and mind is vtterly blinded*. 
For when it is (aid, He ^oas ahe ayes.,,and before the 'fror/d* 
it is not fo to be vnderftood, that he is vnbegotten. Nay 
rather , there is no voyce to be framed by the mind of 
man , that canexprefle that vnbegotten. In lorn uchthat 
I, trufting vponyour fincere and vpright judgment iii 
nil things, do not doubt, but you for your partes do fo 
take the word , becaufe thefe words do nothing ex- 
P relic the force of the word vnbegotte. For though thefe 

do 
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do, after a fort, contaynein chemfelues the firft begin¬ 
ning of times: yet for all that, they cannot fufficiently 
expreffe the Dminity 3 and (if a man may fo fay ) the an¬ 


tiquity of the only Sonne of God, 

Hereby it commcth to pafie 3 that holy men ftudi-* 
oufly endeauoring according to their feuerall abilities, 
to vtter and vnfonld this myitery , do crane pardon of 
the hearers, and not without caufe, do excufe them- 
feluesin thefe or like words: Sofarre toerefolueofthefi 
matters, as the capacity of our mind can reach vnto . If there 
beany that dolooke > that the mouth of man ihould vt¬ 
ter any perfe&er word, then the capacity of man can at- 
taine vnto: and if they fay that fuch things as were part¬ 
ly knowne, are now growne darke, and out of know¬ 
ledge : to that I anfwere, that it is euident, that thefe 
words ( he fyas altyayes and before the tyorld) do come far 
toftiortofthat which they defire: which words, I fay, 
what meaning foeuer they hatie, yet they are not all one 
with vnbegoUen . And therfore fuch dignity as doth pro¬ 
perly belong to the vnbegottenya lift be referued for him. 
And we ought to fay, that he hath had no caufe of his 
efience or being, and that fuch honour as is due.to the 
Sonne, is to be attributed vntohim^ and withallthat he 
was borne of the Father, without beginning . And whe 
as we giue vnto him ( as farre as lieth in vs) this honour 
wheror I fpeak,when we talke of him$ we do vtter with 
all reuerence and deuotion thefe words ( He toasafaayeS) 
<& before the tyorld:) not in that fort that we diminifti any 
part of his Godhead , but rather meaning to attribute a 
perfe& fimilitude to the image and figure of his Father: 
and we iudge the word ( vnbegotten ) to be referred to 
the Father, as being only proper to him, becaufeour 

Saui- 
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wcvvil not loofe the hope which is fetled in our minds. 
Again ft this godly doctrine, becaufe Arm, Achillas, 
and thefo other enemies of the truth , do fpurne and 
red ay me , they are therfore caft out of the Church. 
And herein we haue followed that godly fentenceof 
Saint Paul: Ifany jha/lpreach any Ghojfell nvnto you, other- 
alt 1 • ypife then that ye haue reccaued, let him be accurfed : yea al¬ 
though he fayne himfelfe to be an eAngell fentfrom heauen . 

. furthermore, If any man teacheth other^oife , anddoth not 

tm ' 6 * yield vnto the found Coords of our Lordlefm Christ, andtfr 
that doctrine , lohich is according to piety ,fuch a one is puf¬ 
fed vp > knowing nothing &c. 

Wherforelet none among you receauc thcfefel- 
Jowes , whom we your Brethren haue pronounced 
accurfed. Let no man abide to heare their words or 
writings: for like vnto Iugling forcerers, as they are, 
they bely and fallrfy all things,and will neuer vtter 
truth . They range vp Sc downefrom Citty to Citty, 
for no other pnrpofe, but by flattery and feigning to 
giueand receauc letters, vndcr pretence of peace and 
fricndlhip , that therby they may bring intoerrour 
fomc few yong women loaden with finnc,whoni they 
haue craftily beguiled . And wheras they fearenot to 
commit fuch wickednes againft Chrift, to defame the 
Chnflian Religion, either by open (launders, or by 
vaunting , and outfacing it before Iudgcs, to rayfe 
perfecution againft vs, in this time of peace, as much 
as lyeth in them, and therby alfo labour with might 
& mayne, how to deface the myftery of Chrifts gene¬ 
ration : wheras I fay,they fearenot to do thefo tilings, 
iris therfore conuemeiit (my dears Brethren and fel¬ 
low e;> in faith ) chit you deteft them, and ioyne with 
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vs in giuing lentence againft their furious & rafli at¬ 
tempts , as the reft of our fellow-Bilhops haue done 
before you, who haue taken the matter very heainly 
& writing their Epiftles againft thefe men , haue fern 
them to me, and fubfenbed to the forme of faith that 
We haue publilhed againft them : all which I haue font 
vnto you by mySone^the Deacon- firft of all the Dearont. 
Epiftles of our tello w-Billiops in Egipt and Thebais as 
alio the Epiftles of the Bifhops inhabiting Libia, Pen - 
tapolis y Syria , Licidy P amp h ilia , Aft a, Cappadocia , and the 
other Regions adioymng, whole examples I perfwade 
my felfe that you will follow, and dired your letters 
" vnto vs, as they haue done . For hauingmany other 
remedies to cure the difeafe of them that were wofided 
With this ei 10111 ,1 made choice of this, as a foucramne 
medicine for the people by them deccaueduffo be that 
they wilbe obedient,and as fooneas they be informed 
of the confent of our fellow-Bnhops , follow their 
counfaile,and returne to pennance. 

Salute yee one another, togeather with the Brethre 
that arc with you, my louing Brethren , I wifh vnto 
you health in our Lord, and to my felfe fome fpiritu- 
all fruiteofyour good cndcauours Sc zeale in Chrift.

done in the famous Councell of Nice. 

CHAP. VII. 

W Hen thefe things were blowne abroad * 
the E mperour for his lingular wifedome, 
firft laboured to flop the fountaine of all 
tlicie ends. And for this caufe, he lent a man of excel¬ 
lent wit and vnderftanding, with letters to A/exan- 
dria , intending by that meanes to quench the flame 
of contention, and alfo hoping to reconcile and bring 
vnto vnity, fuch of the brethren as were e.tiflamed 
with rancour 6c (edition . But feing himfelfe defeated 
of his purpofe, he * aflembled the famous Nice ns 
Councell 5 prouiding to this purpofe, Affes, Mules, 
and HorfeSjfor the Bifliops and their traine to trauaile 
wuhall. Therfore as (oone as they were gathered to- 
geather , fo many as were able to'endure the toyle of 
the iourney,thc Emperour alfo came himfelf to Tike ^ 
both for that he deflred tofec fuch a multitude of Bi- 
lliops 3 as alfo for that he earneftly longed to eftablifh 
peace and concord among them .And prefently vpon 
his comming, he commaunded all neceflary prouiffon 
to be distributed ynto them. Three hundred 8c eigh- 
tecne Bifhops met there at once: but the Bifliop of 
Rome was abfent, by realon of his weake and old age: 
yet he font two of his Pnefts with authority to fupply 
his place, & to be prefen t at the A a s of that CoucelE 
Tliere were prefent at this aflembly , diners men 
Yery famous,in refped of the Apoftolical gifts which 
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were in them: and there were many alfo, who as the 
A poftle faith,carried in their flefli the marks 6c fcarres 
of our Lord Ie(us. Amongft which number was lamet 
Bifliop of Antioch (a Citty of CMygdonia , which the 
Syrians & Afyriam do call Nifihis, ) who had rayfed 
the dead, and reftored themagaineto the number of 
the liumg,befides many other ftrangemyracles which 
he had wrought, which I thinketeedlefle here to re* 
count, efpecially hauing declared them heretofore in 
my Hiftory called Fhylotheus . 

There was alfo prefent Faults* Bifliop of Tieocafarea 
(a little Caftle itcuated vpon the banke of the ryuer 
Euphrates ) a man that had bene fore tormented by the 
furious rage of the Tyrant Licinius, whofe hands-wfcre 
both fo beniimed, hauing byn feared with a hoat iron, 
that the linewes which moued the ioynts werefhrunk 
togeatherand dead.There were fome whoferight eyes 
were pulled out: 8c others whofe ankles of their right 
feete werebruifcd 6c broken: of which number was 
Faphnutius the Egyptian . To conclude there a man 
might hauefeene a great multitude of Martyrs aflem- 
bled at that meeting. Neither did this graue and re- 
uerend Court want alfo the enemies of God,but there 
werefomeof them alio prefent, and thofe very wyly 
foxes, that like vnto the ihallowes in the fea , cloaked 
and diflembled their crafty meaning: who though not 
plainly and with open face, yet vnderhand they flip., 
ported the blafphcmous dodirineof Arius . 

When they were all gathered togeather at Nice , 
the Emperour prouided for them in a faire place, a 
great 6c large Hall, of his Pallacq, commaunding fo 
many chayres and feates to be there placed^ as were 
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I futiicicnrfor the number-ofJJiihpps ThI.nl l •

I Thefe and fuch other things tending to vnity in the 
.jjApoftolike docftrine, did the Emperour as a moft louing 
■ Sonne propofe vnto the Bilhops and Priefts, as to his Fa¬ 
ll thers. And although the greater part of the Councell o * 
beyed his words,imbracing mutuall peace, 6c found do-

Thus when a great tumult was rayfed againft them. Sc 
all men began to accule them as traytours to true Reli¬ 
gion, they were ftroken w ; ithfo terrible a feare,that they 
rofe vp : and they themfelues w'ere the firft that all with 
one confent ( only Secttndus 6c < Tbeona$ excepted ) pro¬ 
nounced tbefenrenceof Excotnunication againft Ari- 
us • Whet fore that wicked and graceles man being ba- 
nilhed the Church 9 the fame forme of faith which con-

Andal- 
hough the wicked art o tEufebius was now difclofed 
ind his accurfed letters rent in euery mans fioJ,t-

The couterfait colour of peace, comancied all the moft 
famous preachers tofllence. Butfuch as opelymain, 
jtayned the mad opinions of Anus, being fore afraid 
lead by the authority offo great a Cohcel,they Ihould- 
|be can: intobanilliment, Hepped forth into the mid- 
!<de(l,and t ^ ie y thcmfelues began toaccurfe the damna- 
pie doftrine of Arias , and fubfenbed with their owne 
Jhands to the Creed published by common confent. 

I At length hauing gotten B.fliopnckes bycarneft 

ilute, and much trudging vp and downc from place to 
place ,• when they Ihould haue done bitter penance 8c Worfejof 
| call themfclues flat vpon the ground, for their former P enance * 
jerrour; they,quit: contrary, flrft couertly, then opc'- 

ly defended the fame opinions which before they had 
| j renounced, 8c began fubtilly to maintayne them with 
Auers arguments. And though they determined fo to- 
• low their tare-feeds, that they Ihould take deep roote 
m the minds of men: yet they Hood in feare, leall any 
i' Ihould cfpy the feate, and carefully auoyded allfuch 
as they thought able to defery their errour . This was 
the caufe that moued them to labour how they might 
opprefle the preachers of Truth.

The Bilhops meeting in Con- 
cell the fecond time, publifhed in writing twenty Ca¬ 
nons concerning the gouernment of the Church. And 
wheras c JWelctiu* y who hauing bene chofen BiHiop a 
little before the beginning of Arm his hereby, and was 
now for his lewd opinions depriued of-his Bilhopricke 
by the moft holy Martyr Peter Bilhop of Alexandria ; 
would not yield to the fentencc of his depoficio, but dif. 
quieted Thebais and Egypt therunto adioyning, with 
/formes of tumult and contention, oppofing himlelfeas 
a Tyrant aganft the Primate of Alexandria : the Bilhops 
therfore wrote their Eptflle to the Church ofu/a.w- 
dria , wherin they plainly declared , what they had de¬ 
termined about that factious and bufy fellow c Sttelcti- 
us.

t creature, and that he ^as made. To euery ofthefe the 
loly Conned] giueth the curfe of Anathema*, nay rather 
t cannot abide that either his damnable opinion-,or ar- 
ogant madnes, or thefe blafphemous words of bis , 
Ihould come vnto any mans cares. And as concerning 
his affaires,you haueheard what end they had,or at leaft 
|you heare by vs hereafter: leaft we may feeme raih- 
fly,and without caufe to perfecute him, who indeed hath 
reccaued a iuft pay and punilhment for his deferts. 

The man brake forth into fuch defperate malice,- 
that he drew with him Theonas Bilhop of c JMarmarita 9 
& Secundtts Bilhop of Ptolemais into fuch mifehiefe as 
! j befell into himlelfe : for looke what punnilhnient he 
! fibred , the fame did they. But when as Egypt by Gods 
■ fpeciall grace, was throughly purged both of that per- 
uerfe and blafphemousopinion, 6c alfo of certaine men 
i that wers n ^t afraid to fow fedition and difeord among 
that people,that before had liued in peace and vnity: yet 
: notwithftandmg there remained the obftinare blind- 
I nesof Mdetius himlelfe, and fuch others as were pre- 
i furred by him to* .Ecclefiafticall dignityes. Of which 
matter, what the Councell hath determined, heere(our 
wclbeloued Brethren) you fhall plainly fee . 

The Councell being fauourably inclined towards 
Mdetius (for if his caufe had bene examined with feue- 
my,he had deferued no fauour at all) doth prefently 
Decree^hat he fhall remaine and abide in his owne Cit- 
ty 5 that he fhall haue no authority to giue Impolition of 
hands, or to aduance any man to any Ecclefiafticall fft- 
£tion 5 and that it fhali not be lawfull for him tobepre** 
feat in any other Citty, or Countrey for any fuch pur- 

f l pofe 
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pofe-butonlyto retaynethe bare name of his office 
and dignity. 

It IS alfo decreed touching fuch as be ordayned 
Priefts by him, that after they fhalbe confirmed by a 
more (acred Sc myflicall impolitio of hands, with this 
codition they Ilia 1 be receaued into the comunioof the 
C lmrc ' 1 i, thac they (hall enioy their degree of Clero v 
& Ecclebafticall dignity; yet fo, chat they fhalbe inC 
nour to all the PrieJts in euery Church Sc Prouince 

which the mo ft Venerable man & our fellow-Biihop 

■Alexander hath ordayned. Moreouer they Avail haue 
no authority to prefer vnto the feruice Sc miniftery 
otthe Church/uch as itpleafeth themfelues;neither 
fhaJl it lye in their power, to giue the names of fuch as 
lhalbe chofe to execute any Ecclefiafticall office. And 
finally they fhall not intermeddle with any 'thin* 
Without the cofen t of the Bifhops of the Catholike & 
Apoftohke Church,which are fubieft to Alexander, 
And as concerning fuch, who by the grace of God, 
and help of your good prayers, haue neuer fallen into 
raftion or fchifme, but kept themfelues free from all 
Ipotofcrrour within the bounds of the Catholike & 
Apofto ike Church; let them haue authority, both to 
f Ule h ° J y °, rciers , and alfo to nominate fuch as are to 
be preferred to the Clergy; and withall to execute 
i-cdy all f uc h things as the law and cuftomeof the 
y hutch requireth. If in cafe, that any of thofe that 
prdently en.oy any dignity in the Church, fhall fimfh 
the courfe of this life; then fhall one of thofe who haue 
bone thus newly admitted in to the Churclvfupply his 
loome, if he be a man fufficient ,and chofen by the 
people: and the Bilhop of Alexandria fhall confirms the 

peoples 
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,eoples choyce. It is alfo our pleafure, thatthelike 
|iberty be granted to all others . 

But as for Chicle tius , other exprefle order is taken 
lor him,that both in refpeft of his prefumptuous bold- 
ics, whereby he brake the well ordered array of the 
Church , and alfo for his wilfull ignorance, which he 
ppenly {hewed : he is therfore to ioofe all power and 
Authority, forfomuch as he is a man of that nature 8c 
quality, as is like to moleft the Church againe, with 
i he fame diforder. And thefe Decrees do properly and 
Specially concerne Egypt* and the moft holy Church 
of- Alexandria. But if any thing els fhalbe eftablilhed 8c 
tgreed vpon,whileft our moft Venerable Brother and 
vcllowinoffice ^Alexander lhalbe prefent ,hehimfelf 
j is a principall apent and partener in the matter, fhall 
y make relation or all at large. 

Touching our confent for the celebration of the 
fnoft holy feaft of Eafter ; we let you to vndesfhnd, 
that the controuerfy ray fed about that matter, was by 
meanes of your,good prayers well and difcreetly qua¬ 
lified, fo that all the Brethren which inhabite the Eafl^ 
who in times part followed the obferuation of the 
Jctyes ,.in keeping this feaft of Eafter, are now deter¬ 
mined , for the time to come, to follow the Romans * 
who euer from the beginning haue kept it as we haue 
done. Now therfore feing that thefe matters are 
brought to an happy end, and that a general] peace 8c 
concord is eftahhftied (the very rootes of Se<fts and 
Herefies being pulled vp ) it is your partes toreioyce, 
and to receaue with greater honour, and inward affe- 
&ion the moft Reuerend Alexander our fellow in of¬ 
fice, and your Bifhop, who being here prefent, was a, 

caufe; 
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caufe of great ioy vnto vs,and tooke great paynes (f 0 f 
a man of his age ) to bring the troubled eftateofyour 
Church vnto a quiet calme. We bsfeechyouto pray 
vnto God for vs all > that fuch things as the Councell 
hath well decreed , may euer remaine found & inui. 
olable , by the affiftance of Almighty God the Eather, 
and of our Lord lefus Chrift , togeather with the 
Grace of the holy Gheft , to whom be glory for cucr 
and euer. Amen.

But notwithftanding that this heatienly AfTem.' 
bly of Bilhops, applyed vnto Melettut his difeafe, the 
medicine that I haiie fayd: yet euen to this prefent day 
there do remaine certainereliques or remnants of his ,, 
mad opinion. And there are in thofe places certame • 
Companies of Mbnkes whofe do&rine is not found, 
following in their order & conuerfation of life, many 
foolifli and vaine obferuations, and addiding them, 
(elues wholy to the frantike madnes of the 1 fives and 
Samaritans. 

Moreouer the mighty Emperor Conjlamine wrote 
an Epiitle, wherin he certifieth the Bilhops that were 
notable to come to the Councell, of fuch things as 
were there decreed: which Epiftle I haue thought 
expedient tolay downein this Hiftory, becaufe there, 
in is plainely feene the godly mind of him that wrote 
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Tff B E PIS TL £ OF CO N.ST AN- 
tine > to the Bifoops that^vereahjent } touching 
Jttch things as lee re decreed in the Counted. 

CHAP. X. 

C Onstantine the Emperour vnto the 
Churches greeting. Wheras the floiirilhjng 
& profperous ftate of the Comon-Wealth , is 
a manifeft proofe vnto vs, of thefpcciall grace & fa¬ 
vour of God : therfore this hath bene alwayes our 
chiefeft care, to haue one faith ,vnfayned charity, & 
a generall cofent in Religion, & worlhip of God pre- 
ferued among all the people of the Catholike Church. 
But becaufe that thing could not be well accoplilhed, 
vnlefle all,or the moft part pf Bilhops wereaflembled 
togeather,8c euery onefeuerally Ihpuld giue his iudg- 
jnent in caufes of Religion; therfore after that fo many 
as poffibly might, met togeather, I my felfe as one of 
your number was alfo prefent. For I did not refufe 
(wherofl am exceeding glad ) toioyne my felf in that 
feruice with you. And fo long was euery thing exact¬ 
ly dilculfed, vntill at length fuch lentencewas pro¬ 
nounced , as God the behoulder of all things ( by rea- 
fon of the vnity and conlent of minds) did like % al¬ 
low : mtomucb that there was nothing left, which it* 
ny wayes conceme either difeord of minds.,or con- 
troueriie of Religioji. 

When deputation was moued about the moft ho¬ 
ly feaft of Eafter , it was agreed by common confent of 
all, that all men wherfoeuer, Ihould keep it on the felf 

G fame 
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(am® day. For what could be better or more honora- 
-ble/thftn tKat'lus feaft, wherby th6 hbpb ofirninoV- 
tall life is offered vnto Vs, fhould be euer obferued by 
all men after oneroid the felfelame mannet'and obfer- 
uation ? And fir ft it Teemed to be great ffiame and di. 
Hi on our vnto vs f if wefKoiild follow thecuftomeof 
the Jews, in keeping of that lacred feaft, who for that 
they bane defiled their hands with ’that great andli'or - 
riBiy vVitked'hes'ofiheddingour SAiiiotirsBIoud, they 
drcToftly blinded vVitherrour And'ignorance .- 
jeftat our owne liberty , to refute their cuftome, & to 
delnier t&'all pofterliya mote true niarierofobferuino- 
this feaft , which we lvaueeuerretayned from the fir ft 
clay of qiifiSAuiouts pafii 6, to this prefent time^T%i*- 
fot'c let vs haue nd fellowlMp, nor communion with 
that curfed copany ofthelewes: for our Sauiour hath 
taught vs to tread another trace, then they haue done. 
And that eburfe which is intended by the Profeflours 
of our holy Religion, is both lawfull And decent. 

Let vs therfbre all ioyne togeather,and with con¬ 
sent ofhart and mind ,'fticke vnto that ( moftVerie- 
rable Brethren) and feparate our fellies from thede- 
teltable opinion of the leaves: for indeed it is too ab- 
furd that they fhould proudly vaiint againft vs, that 
without the help of their religion we cannot obferue 
this feaft aright. How can it be poffible, that they 
fh ou Id in any tbin g : beliefie aright, w ho after tha t they 
haue flay fife okir f.ortfpard fallen intb a'lrirfd of frenzy, 
and are not led by rcaion , but are carryed 'headlong 
with a violent paffion of mind ;'lvhitlierfoeucr that 
natural! madnesof theirs doth dryue them ? Hence it

or our liberty, town , the day of his raoft holy Pafli- 
on , and his pleafure is that therebebut one Catholike 
Church, the members wherof thoughdifperfed’into 
diueis prices,yet. are they knit togeather in onefpirir, 
that is,in the will and pleafure of God. Let youiWif- 
dornes therfbre diligently confidcr how lamentable

and abftinence. \\ herfore then, this matter requireth 
due reformatio, as alfo to be brought info one order, 
aiuUn all places obferued alike-for fo is the pleafure

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all. And wheras it was our parts fo to handle this que* 
ftion, that we may haue nothing to do with the cu« 
ftome of the Iewes, who haue bene acceffary to their 
Lord 6c Maifters death: 8c withall to hould that lauda¬ 
ble and decent cuftotiae which all the Churches in the 
world, either in the Weft * or the South,or the North* 
and diuers alfo in the Eaft do obferue: therfore thus it 
was decreed by the generall cofent of vs all. And I aU 
fo haue vndertaken for you, that your Wifdomes will 
oalily giueconfent, and approue with ioyfull minds, 
whatloeuer is vniformely obferued in theCittyof 
Rome, in Italy , in all Afrike, in Egypt , Spaine, Prance, 6c 
Britany , in Lybia , 8c in all Greece , in the iurifdfcftion, 
of Afia, 6c Pontm, and in Cilicia : and that you will di¬ 
ligently confider that in the places aboue mentioned, 
there are nor only a greater number of Churches , but 
alfo that their manner is by common confent to ratify 
that which is moft agreeable to reafon,and furtheft 
of from the faife opinions of the per hired levees. 

And to conclude, it pleafed vs all by comon con* 
lent, that the moft hoiy feaft of Eajler (hould beal- 
wayes obferued vpon one and the felfe fame day.

CHAP. XI. 

T Hhse things wrote the Emperour vnto fuch 
as werenot prefent at the Councell. And as co- 
cerning the Bilhops that met in the Councell , 
(they were as I fayd to the number of three hundred 5c 
eighceene ) thofe he entertained with curteous fpeaches 
and rich prefents ,commaunding feates to be prouided 
foi them, that he might feaft them all before they went. 
Such as were more famous among the reft , thofe he 
placed at his owne table: others he fent vnto other ta¬ 
bles. And feing that the right eyesoffomeof them 
▼yeie pulled out of their h$Ad$,aftoone as he knew that

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this, the mod hoiy Emperourhimfelfe firftof all gaue 
teftimony, that this our faith contayned nothing but 
the truth , and conftantly auouched that hitnfelfe was 
of the fame opinion, and he gaue comandement that all 
Ihoultl gius their confents to the fame, 8c that they 
ihould (ubfcribe and agree to the wordes of the fame, 
iffobe that the word Cowfitljfantiall were added vn- 
to it: which word he expounded after this manner: 
This word ConjubHantiatlx s not meant of any bodily af- 
fcTion , neither hath the Sone hiseffenceof the Father, 
either by meanes of any diiufion or parting afunder 
(if it be lawfull fo to fay) for it is impofliblc that a nature 
which is onely concerned by vnderftanding , that hath 
neither matter nor body , ihould be capableofany bo¬ 
dily affection, but thefe matters befuch as are to be ex- 
prefled in diuine Sc fecret wordes . The wife 8c godly 
Emperour difeourfed of thefe matters thus, like a Philo* 
iopher.But the Bifhops by reafon of the word Confabfla* 
*/<i//piiblilhed this forme of faith as followeth .

Webelietiein one God, the Father Almighty, the

Who- 
loeuer therfore do fay, that there was a tyme when he 
was not that lie was not before he was borne, that he 
hat. his begy nmng of noclimg, that he was begotten of 
any other fubftance then of the Fathers: and laftly who- 
toe tier do fay, that lie can be altered or changed; to thofe 
the Catholike and Apoftolike Church of God doth 
denounce Anathema. 

When the Fathers had preferred this forme of faith 
we began diligently to afke of them what was then 
meaning in thefe wordes. The Sonne is of the Fathers 
fubftance , and confab t (i ant tail to his Father. Then beean 
to be moued certame cjueltions and anfweres and it 
was very exa&ly dilputed what (liould be the true vn¬ 
derftanding of thofe wordes. They confefted,that to be 
of the Fathers fubftance, is as much to fay,as to be of the 
Father, and yet not to be any part of the Father. It fee-

s ™ Ccf molt conuement vnto vs,to confent vnto that m>d- 
ly opinion, which teacheth that the Sonne is of ^Fa¬ 
ther, 8c yet not any part of his Fathers fubftance . Ther- 
™ re we a,fo condt Fended to this ft me,-ice, not refu- 
K ling the word Confithflantiall, becaufe that peace and 
■ vnity was the mark whereat we Icuelled , and we had 
giuen our fthies a Caucat before hand not to dimeiTe 
I from the ripht faith. °

In ike manner we approued theft wordes. Begotten 
not made. For they ftyd,thai to be made, is a word which 
is comon alfo toother creatures that the Sonne made: 
and that the Sfmc is not a creature like vnto thofe crea¬ 
tures whom himftlfe hath made , bur of a farre more cx- 
. cellent fubftance then any creature is endued withal], 
? * 2 which 
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which fubftance the holy Scriptures do teach to hau« 
bene begotten of the Father , forfomuch as nomortall 
creature can eyther in words expreffie, or in mind con- 
ceauc die manner of his generation. 

In the fame manner the words, the Sonne is confab - 
JIantiall to his Father , were by reafon difeufled. And it 
was proued , that they fhotild not be vnderftood after 
any co pora!! manner, nor haue any affinity with 
M'or tall creatures. For it cannot ftand with any diuifion 
'oivfubltance, nor cutting away, nor perturbation or 
change of the Fathers elfence and power, becaufe that 
the vnbegotten nature of the Father is far of from any 
inch thing. A game that thefe words Confuhfl ant tall to 
the Father > do fignify nothing els, but that the Sonne 
hath no ffirulitude with other creatures,but is only like 
to the Father that begat him, and is not begotten of any 
other fubftance or eflence, but of the Fathers. 

After that the matter was thus expounded, it fee^ 
med good to approue it with confent: for fo much as we 
knew that diuers ancient Bifhops and Writers very 
famous and eloquent, haue vfed the word ( Conjubjtan - 
It all) to declare the Godhead of the Father 6c the Sone. 
Thus farreof the faith expounded and publifhed in 
the IV/c^ Conn cell, vntothe which ail of vs from 
the higheft to thelowcft gaueour confents,notralhly 
& vnaduifedly,but according to thequeftions moued 
& difeufled in the prefence of the moft holy Empe* 
f our, and approued by the common confent of all, for 
the caufes before alleadged • 

Moreouer we thought it neceflary to approue the 
forme of Exeomunication, which was proposed by the 
after the faith was expounded: becaufe therin it was 

forbid- 
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forbidden that no man fhotild vfeany termes which the 
cuftome of the Scriptures do not allow ; by which 
termes haue happened all thefe reuels & diforders wher- 
tvith the Church is thus differed. For when there is 
no Scripture giuen by mfpiration from God. which v- 
leth thele words (that the Seme of Godtookehisbc?in- 
nwg of nothing ; that there once a tyme When he\«s 
not, & othtr^eordsalioj one(fiti) ufeemed therforeno- 
thing conuement either to teach fuch words or vttcr 
tiicm • To which Decree of the Councell in this conue- 
inun older eftablilhed. we for our partsgaueconfent- 
forfomuch as before tins time we were ncucr accufto- 
meu to vfc fuch termes „ 

Thefe things (my louing Brethren ) we were forced 

f flCCC ' ffity *° fe ^ t0 >' ou ■> that we might not only in- 
forme you of the Decree which followed immediately 

f t( f T d /P U , tat,on a , nd agreement ; but alfo to let you 
vndcrftand that at the firft time (by reafon that wc 
wae fom what moued with that which others had wi it-, 
ten to toe contrary ) we continued .as reafon required 
in one opinion, eucn to the Iaft hourc. Bur at length we 
. ‘ r y |° nde ^ended vnto that, which we pertcaued ro

CHAP. XI LI. 

T H a t the word ( Confab(lanti all ) is no new 
found thing , nor lately muenced by the Fa- 
‘hers aileinbled in the Niccne Councell; but by 
our Ancestors long ago, deliuered to vs their pofteritv 
fi oni hand to hand, Eusebius himfelfe is a fufficient wit- 
nefle. Moreouer that all the Fathers that met in the 
Conncell did by common confentapproue the forme of 
faith which was there expounded, the fame Author 
doth manifeflly declare, both in theforelaid E piffle, & 
alfo in another worke, whenn he let forth the prayfes 
of Conflantine the Emperours life: for thus he wrireth. 

When theEmpcrourhad thus difcourled in thela- 
tyn tongue ( another interrupting his words) he left 
vnto the Prelidencs of the Councell all the reft oftlic 
conference. Then began fome to complaync againft 
their neighbours,and others to anfwcrein their ownc 
defence, and to returnc all the fault on the heads of 
their aduerfaryes. Many things being propounded on 
both parts, and great controucrlies ray fed euen in the 
Jirft entry of the difputation ; the Empcrour witha 
mvld & patient (pint, began to giuc atrencio to all, & 
with diligent fttuly to cdir.it to memory fuch quefti- 
ons as were moued: he helped the difpurers by courfe, 
fonuimes taking part with the one, & fomtimss with 
thw ot.i^i , -v non tney ieemed toquarrell with great

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corcntion.he reconciled did together by little & little- 
he conferred in very fweet & courteous manner with 
the all: and vhng the Crceke tongue (for he was not 
ignorant of that language neirhcr>c hewed hm.fdfe 
mild & affable. Some heperfwaded ,fomeheappea- 
fed with words others thatfpake well, he prayfJd- fi-

CHAP, XIIII. 

T il i s Arim when he had remained long at Ale* 
xandriay although he laboured to (lander the 
Ecclefiafticall. afiemblics with the like faufi- 
nes as he did before: yet he craftily bare the world in 
hand, tnache had recalled his wicked doctrine, and 
promifed to imbrace the Creed of the Nicenc Coucell. 
But when he could notperfwade the godly man Ale¬ 
xander, nor Athanafim neither whofucceeded him both 
intheSeate of the Biilioprick, and in vertuous demea- 
nourallo: then againe being fupported by the help & 
countenance of Eufehius Biihop of ‘Njfomedia y he came 
to C on ft ant t noble in all haft.What matters he attempted i 
after Ins coming thither, and whatdoomehereceaual I 
ky the raft judgment of God , this the famous Athanfa 

fffl 
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fm doth liuely fet forth in an Epiftle written to A pi cl 
One part of which Epiftle belonging to this matter, 

I meane to comprize 111 this hiftory, and the tenour . 
theroris this. 

Although I my felfe was not prelent at Ccnllam- 
when ytfm died :: yet Macarius the Pneft made 
faiiimul relation to me of all the matter as it fell out 
Arm by the drift and demfesof th cEufebUn^iolx 
was by ConHantme the Emperour called to Conshn- 
t'mople. When be came thither, he was demanded this 

, (jueftion by the Empcrour, whether he held the faith- 

! of the Catholicke Church r Ilefvvare that hcbelietied 
i an g h b & therupon offered to the Empcrour bn Faith 
j » n writing . lie craftily diffcmbled the caufes for 
I which Alexadcr had bamlhed him die Church: but yet 
i he feigned that he was thruft out of the Church for 
; certaine termes that he tooke out of the holy Scrip- 
’ cures.. Therefore after he had taken Ins oath that he did 
j not defend thofc opinions,for which Alexander remo- 
■; uedhim out of the Church, the Emperour difmiiled 
him freely , (peaking to him thefe or Inch like words; 
Jfthy faith be found, then thou haft rightly fworne* 
but if thy faith be wicked, and thou no'tvvithftandin® 
haft fwornCjthe God from heatien giuefemencaramit 


Who he was thus difmiiled by the Emperour, Ettfe- 
bini his farina would haue brought him into the Church 
by forceps they were wontto do. Bur Alexander Biihop 
of Conftatinoble a man of bletTed memory refilled them, 
and (aid thefe words, that no fathers and founders of a- 
ny licrefy were to be reccaucd into communion . Then 
began the Eujebus to thundcr%ut threatninas.Euen as

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maugre thy head ((aid they) we haue procured the Ern- 
pcrour to fend for Anus ;fo alfo whether thou wilt or 
no, to morrow next (it was then Saterday ) lie fhal! 
communicate with vs in this very Church . When Bi- 
ih op ^Alexander heard rhefe wordes, he fell into oreac 
heaumes and grief of mind : heentred into the Church 
he lilted vp his hands, vnto God,he made great moane 8c 
lamentation, hecomplayned very pittifully, and falling 

downe vpon his facein the Sandtuary, he lay alon°- on 
the ground, Sc powred out his prayers vnto God. Maca- 
rjM was there prefent, and prayed togcather with him 
and heard what wordes he vttcred in his prayers. Thefe 
two things he defined of God, fpeaking as followeth. 
If that ( O Lord)(hall to morrow frequet the 
wonted aficblyes in the Church, then take me thy fcr- 
uanc out ofthis life, & deftroy not the godly too-eather 
with the wicked.lfotherwife thou wilt fauorably fpare 
thy Cluirch(as I knownafiuredly thou meaneft fo to do) 
then 1 befeech thee,fuller not thine inheritance to fall to 
nunc & dilhonour. Take away sirups from amoim vs 
lead who he entreth into the Clu,rch,herefy may f e °eme 

to enter with him , and wickednes may he,-after pofieffe 
the place of true religion . When the Bilhop had prayed 
in this manner he departed in great hcauines of mind. 
Aherwards there happened a 11 range Sc horrible tinner’ 
and almo.t incredible . For after the threats of iheEuft- 
W, Bilhop i .Alexander betooke himfelfe to his pray 
ers. But Arm trading in the help of the Eufcbians, bc- 
h.iued himfelfe very 1 ,hi lily : and going to the priuyes 
( being mlorced therunto by neceffity ofnature) fell fo- 
demy ll.ifon the ground and ( as ins written)he burd 
aluader in tne midd , and tumbling in this fort, he pre- 

fen r!y 
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fently gaue vp the ghod, and was bereaued both of life 
and communion togeather. e 

This was the mancr of Arm his death as it is 
knowne. But the Eufebians z lthough they were foulv 
afhamed of that mifchance , yet notwithdandma 
they burned AriM as afauourer of their reliamn tk ° 
Alexander , of blefled memory to the great",oy 'of the 
Chinch made lolemne atfembhes (as piety and holy 
do (dry lie required,) accompanyed Jth all thcBrl. 
thren, he powred out his prayers, he gloryficd God 
abouc meafure not reioycing ar the death of ^Arhu (f 0 f 

God defend that he Ihould haue done fo, when as

T il e victorious Emperour Conftantine the Great 
to hufebm greeting. Whereas ( my lotting 
brother) I am well afTured that by rcafon of the 
malicious lawes of the tyme , and fore tiranny which 
perfecuted thefcruants of our Lord and Sauiour ,ail the 
buddings of churches are either through negligence 
fallen downe to the ground , or els through fear? otpre- 
lentdangerleile repayred then they ought to be- So 
now when euery man is reftored to liberty, and that 
ci uell Dragon by theprouidence of Almighty God, and 
our diligent fcruice,is remoued from the gouernmentof 
the common wealth; I thinke that the mighty power of 
G >d is well k no wen vnto all men. And therefore I am 
per waded that fuch as either through feare, or want of 
faith haue fallen into fmnes, when they fhallonceat- 
tayneto the knowledge of the true God, will retume 
tome into the right and vndoubted way of life . There¬ 
fore our pleafure is, that in alj Churches vnderyour --

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and to the end that fuch thinges as belong to religion, 
may better increafe' in that place from time to time: it 
Teemed good vnto me, that more Churches be there 
budded . Therefore do you execute with a willyng 
minde that which is my pleafure in this behalfe.I 
thought it very neceftary to iignify vnto your Wif- 
dome, that you prouide fifty volumes in Parchment, 
that may be legible, both handfome for vfe, and light 
for carryage, and commaund them to be written out 
very fayre: and let them contayne fuch Bookes of holy 
Scripture, as are mo ft neceilary for thedo&nne Sc edi¬ 
fication of the Church. We haue alfo fent our gracious 
Letters to our high Treafurer,giuing him in chargeto 
prouide all things requifice for the making of thefe 
bookes. And that thefe bookes may be copyed with all 
fpeed, it is your part with diligence to prouide. For we 
haue giuen authority vnto you, as reafon required, by 
the tenour of thefe Letters , to take vp two cornon wa¬ 
gons for carryage of fuch things as are neceftary, 
becaufe by that meanes , order may be taken that 
fame of the Copyes which are faired written may be 
eaiily conuaycd hither vnto vs: and the fame may be 
done more conueniently , if you do commit that office 
to one of the Deacons of your owne Church, who at 
his cotnming ill a 11 well vnderftand our gracious fauour 
and liberality towards him . God preferue you in pro- 
fperous eftatc my louing Brother. 

Although by thefe letters a manmaygiuea great 
conie. 5 fure, or rather plainely vnderftand , that this 
Emperour of famous memory addi&edall hisftudyto

CHAP, XVIL 

T il e vi&orious Empsrour Conflantine the Great 
to LMacariiu greeting. So great is the bounty 
which our Sain our Chrifl hath iliewed vnto vs 
chat no curious fpeach , nor flowing vaine of eloquence 
can fee forth this prelent miracle with worthy praifc, 
For wheras that famous monument of our Sauiours paf- 
iioa which hath layen hid in the bowels of the earth for 
to many ycares togeather, hath now at length bene 
brought to light , and appeareth to the fc-r Hants of God, 
at Inch time as they haue recouered their liberty , &: tri¬ 
umphed oner the com on enemy of men : this, I fay, is a 
thing that pafleth alladmiration. For if all the wife me 
which dwell vpon the face of the earth were afiembled 
togeathcr, and fliould attempt to fay fomewhat of the 
worthines of this matter, they would not be able to 
giuc it his due praife m any degree. Becaufc the belief? 
of this miracle doth fo far excel the capacity of human 
reafon and nature j as any heaucnly Sc dmine thing 
doth {iVrpaile the things of this life . Wherfore this 
hath al waies bene my principall fcope and purpofe, 
that euen as the true faith doth euery day enlarge and 
ihew it (elf by new miracles- fo alfo the minds of euery 
one of vs ought to be more careful in keeping che holy 
lawes of the ghofpell in all cocord Sc ciuill behauiour.

redoft at which all men els may well perceaue: to 
wtt that of allother things this is my fpeciall care,

as with fomeheauy burden 5 which place had, bene 
accepted holy cuer from the beginning of the world

T il e carryage of this Letter was committed to 
none but to the Emperours owneMother, the 
parent of fo noble a Sonne* the praife of which 
woma is proclay med by the mouthes of all good men:

and foflcred him with the food of true religion : {he 
neucr refufed to take the paines of fo long a iourney : 
flic ncucr entred into conluicration of her old and 
vnweldy age (for a litlc before her death , which was

in the eight,ch yearc of her age, (he made this pilmyl Pii* ri . 
nwge) but as iooneas euer die beheld that place wher- 
in our Samour endured the conflia for the health of the 
world, presently lhccSmaunded the accurfed Temple 
oi Venus to be throwne to the ground , and the mount 
wheron it was built to be voyded forth of the Ctty. 

Ihat beng done, there came to light the fcpulcher 
winch long tyme lay nd vndcr the ground.

our Saul ours Crofle . For nofooner was the fame an- 
plyed to the woman, but immcdiatly her foredifeafe 
Was dnuen away , & (lie reflorcd to her former health. 

NViicn the Emperours Mother had by this meancs 
learned the thing which flic defined , flic tookc order 
that one of the navies fhould be very artificially inclo- 
.ed in the Emperours helmet, that fo fhe might prouide 
(or the fafety of her Sonnes head , and defend him from The r vcr - 
thedartes of his enemies: and another fhe put into the Nayff* 
K- * bridle 
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brycUe of bis horfe, both to be a guard to the Empe* 
rourspcrfon , and to fulfill the old prophefy foretould 
\Ctp. 14. by the Prophet Zachary long agoe, That fyhtch fbalbe in 
the horfes brydlejhalbe holy to our Lord Almighty . And as 
iReliqucs concerning the Crofleof our Sauiour, Ihe prouided 
iljnr.-jdin c j KU one p art chcrof might be placed in the Emperours 
PaSlace , the reft fhe inclofed in a bluer fliryne, Sc gaue 
u to the Bilhop of that Citty^ Sc connfailed him to keep 
it vnto pofterity , as a monument of our faluation* 
Thefe things being thus fetled in this order, fhe ga¬ 
thered togeatherfuch Artificers as were cuning in eue- 
ry kind of fcience a and began to build Churches very 
large and fpacious , and exceeding glorious for fump- 
t nous Architecture. The beauty and largenes of them 
1 thinke it booties to publifh in writingjefpecially when 
| piWi- almoft all the deuout people in the world do runtole- 
\mzic to rufalcm , and do behould with their eyes thofe fayre Sc 
dcruinlJ. ftately workes .But this Noble Emprefle well worthy 
of all admiration, did one other famous a& that defer- 
ued to be committed to perpetual] memory . For firft of 
all file aflembled togeather fuch women as had pro- 
Nunncs, fefied Virginity all thedayes of their liues: fhe prouided 
feates, and bad them fit downe; then fhe her felfe did 
the office of a handmayd vneo them, file brought them 
meate, fhe gaue them to drinke, fne powred out wine, 
fhe brought the bafon and ewer, andneuer difdained 
topowrc out water to wafh their hands. When fhe had 
done thefe and other fuch things, fhe returned home to 
her Sonc. And not long after when fhefiad giuen to her 
Sonne many good leflonsof vertuous life, and armed 
him with fuch bleffings, as dying perfonsare wont to 
giue to their children 9 then with a ioyfull and quyet

media, and through pryde and ambition crept into the 
Seat of the Bilhoprick o£Conjlatinople:yca, & that con¬ 
trary to the Canosof the Church,which forbid noton- 
ly Bilhops,but alfo Priefts to remoue thtlclues fro Scat 
to Seat.But is it any meruaile, if they who are enrapedi 
with fury , dare perfecute the Diuinity of the Sone of 
God, when they boldly break the bands of other Jawes?

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Neythcr is this the fir ft time that Eufihm attempt 
ted this fait , for that he had committed the very fame 
many yearcs before . For when as the gouernment of 
the Church of Eery turn was committed to him > he re- 
nioued hmifelfe thence to the Bilh >pricke of Nkomcdu, 
but from that Bfhopricke he was throwne out agaimq 
iince the time of the Councell for the lewdnes which 
he had openly comicted , And togeather with him was 
depofed Theogun Bilhop of Tike.

wimeffe not onely the (laughter of the Bifhops , I 
meane fuch as were true Bilhops indeed ; bur alfo tlu 
moft crudl perfccution of Chriftians /which doth cry 
out againft him, that this is true .

Firft lie 
fuborned certaine men to nuke intreaty for him; 
next hedefired help of me, that he might not be con¬ 
demned for his lewd behauiour,and deprined of that de¬ 
gree of honour . God is my wicnefle, that this is fo, 
whofe grace be alwayes prefent to me and you : he kilo- 
weth that Eafebiti* hath abufed my vnderftanding, and 
fliamefully lead me from the truth, as I will manifeftly 
declare ynto you. For at that tyme matters were (o 
handled as it pleafed him, who ftill concealed the 
mifchieuous intent of his mind. And to paffe ouerin 
filence many other of his lewd attempts, harken I pray 
you what wickednes was pra&iled by him and Theogit% 
who was his companion in all his outragious actions. 

I my felf (as it fell out J commaunded certaine men 
of the Citty of Alexandria who had made a rcuolt from 
our faith, to be feat hither, bccaufe that by their meanes, 
the flame of diflention was the more enkindled . But 
thefehoneft and good Bilhops, forfooth , who by the 
Decree of the Councell were enioyned to do penance, 
didnotonely admit them into their company,and gauc 
them fecuricy, but a!fo made themfelues partakers of 
their cuill behauiour. Therefore I determined to lay 
fome kind of punilhment vpon thofe vngratefull per- 
fens ,and ftraitly commaunded rhat they fliould be car- 
ryed very far from their Seats, &c fent into banifhment. 
Now then it is your parts to lift vp the eyes of your vn- 
derHiding vneo God, with that faith wherin you hau< 

end 
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euer remained , and in which it is neceflarv that you a- 
bide.and execute the works of charity and deuo- 
tion. For if it may once come to pafl'e.that we may 
haue inch Bnhops as do excell both in perfection of life 
and foundnes of doctrine ,as alfo incyuill & courteous

tilties, as they had clone before ;and lmiingabufed the

CHAP. XXI. 

A Fter that En(clins ( as I haue faid before ) 
wasinftalledby Tyranny in rhehonourable 
Seate of the Bifliopricke of Constantinople^ he 
ffien being armed with greater power, by reafon of his 

L ncere 


\ 
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ncerc neighbourhood vnto theEmperour , & his often 
accdfe vnto .him, as alfo halting won more authority, 
for that he was many tymes feene to be familiar with 
the Emperour, began to lye in waite /and ftudied how 
to betray the defenders of true religion. Firil he feig- 
ned that he longed tofee Hiemjalemy and hauingby 
that meanes deceaued the Emperour ( for he pretended 
that he had a great defire to vific that famous Temple, 
f) much prayfed in all the world , which the Emperour 
had built there) he departed from Conflantinople with 
great pompe and maiefty : for the Emperour to do him 
honour, had furniflied him with wagons and other ne- 
ce(Trias. He was accompanied with Theogim Bifliop 
of Nice , his fellow and partaker of all his vngracious 
counfeis, as I faid before. When they came to CAntioch , 
they madegreatfliewof friendlhip towards Euflathm x 
and were very honourably receaued by him. For the 
great Euftatbim> that flout defender of the truth, vfed 
them with all kindnes and brotherly lone. But as foone 
as they were come to the holy places of Elierufalem , and 
had feene Eufebim Bi(hop ofiCefaraa , Tatrophilus Bifiiop 
of Scythcpolis , Aetius Bifhop of Lydda> and iheodotus 
Bifhop of Laodkea , and other fauourers of the Arian he- 
refy • they difclofed vnto them that feat which they 
had treacheroufiy intended : and taking them in their 
company , they returned to Antioch . 

And wheras thefe other Bifhops whom now I na¬ 
med came with them to Antioch , they made fhew and 
pretence that it was done to honour Eufebim and <Xheo- 
gins with their company 5 but in very deed it was done 
to betray the fayth , and to batter downe the true reli¬ 
gion , For that they hyring a comon ilnunpet, and fueh 

a one 
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a one, as had fet to fale as well her body, as her tongue, 
entred into fecretcounfel togeather, where they fub- 
orned the miferable woman, hailing an infant fucking 
atherbrefts, to fay that Euflat him was the Father of 
that child. She did as they had taught her, and exclay- 
med with a fhameles fac flat him is Father to this boy . 
But Eu ft at him knowing in his confidence that this 
cryme was forged, bad the woman bring forth her 
witnefles to proue the fid. She anfwercd that (he had 
no witnefle that was priuy therto, but herfelfe. Then 
they, as feeming to be indifferent Iudges, required of 
her an oath. And although the Law doth plainly de¬ 
nounce , In the mouth ofi'too or three \itncflcs , let eueYy 
tyordbeconfirmed'.and the Apoflle doth flatly comaund, 
that noaccufation brought againft a Pneft,^ admit¬ 
ted without ftoo or three tyitneffes: yet for all this, thefe 
fellowes defpifing the Lawes of God, ncuer doubted to 
admit an accufation againft fo famons a Bifhop, with¬ 
out any witnefle at all. 

Therfore as foone as the wretched woman had 
fworne that which fliefaid before ,and cryed out with 
an impudent voice, that Eu[l at him was the true Father 
of the child , prefently thefe honeffc iudges andfauou- 
rers of the truth (no doubt) pronouncedfentencea- 
gainft him as an adulterer. And whenas the other Bi- 
fhops (for there were prefent not a few that were vali¬ 
ant defeders of the Apoftolikedodrine,Sc fuehas were 
partly acquainted with Eufebim (ubtiil bchauiour ) be¬ 
gan to reclay me openly, 8c to withftand, that the great 
Euflathim might not receaue fo vniiift a fentence - pre¬ 
fently the authors of this wicked fad, polled to the 
Emperour. And hailing peri waded him that the cryme

CHAP, XXII. 

W H e n Eufiathiue was thus departed, En- 
lalius was chofen Bilhop of Antioch in his 
roome: wholhordy after departing this 
life , the K^intiochens were determined to haue Eufe - 
bins Bilhop of Cefaraa translated to them . But when 
Eufebms refufed to be tranflated from Seateto Seate, 
and the Emperour had alfo commaunded the contrary, 
they chofe Enphromtts : when he was alfo dead ( for he 
liued but a yeare and a few moneths after his ele&ion) 
Elacentim was ordayned Bilhop of that Church. All 
thefebad their mindsinfeded with thcfpot of the Arian 
iCatholiks herefy . Therfore many there were, both of the Clergy, 
ho H^re^ an< ^ a ^° c ^ e P eo pl e ; who being retained to feme God 
Itkkes^" with holines and pure deuotion,did forfake the pub- 
Churches, like aflemblies of the Church, and began to make their 
affemblies fetierally among themfelucs: who were ther¬ 
fore called Enflath'tans , becaufe that after the departure 
of Euflathm ^ they reforted to the feruice of God a part.

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But toreturne to thatmiferable Strnmpet,who fal- 
hng mtoa moftgneu 0 ^ anc! continualld,f e afe,difco- 
ua c d al the treacherous confpiracy of the Eufebian fa-

per-lmith who was indeed the father of the child. Thefe 
were the things that the good fad ion of the Eufebms 
wrought at i^Antioch .

CHAP. XXIII. 


A Bo V T that very tyme,the light of the know- 
ledg of God hr ft appeared amongft the Indians 
For when as the noble proweft'e and Angular 
* aioUon °* ^ 1C Emperour Conflantine was famons in 
euery ma ns mouth, and the Barbarians round about 
had learned by long cuftome Sc experience, that peace 
was better then warre j then all of their owne free will 
entre info leagueand fociety among themfelucs. And 
many there were who partly of defire to fee other 
Countreys, and partly for trafficke and trade of mer¬ 
chandize entred into long and daungerotis voyages. 

At that time a certaine Philolopher of Eyrus 
longing to go to fee the furtheft India, tooke in his 
company two yong youthes that were his brothers 
■f 3 fonnesj 
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formes, and went on hisiourney: whoasfoone as he 
had broken his longing, he imbarked himfelf againe, & 
returned toward his Countrey with fpeed. And being 
compelled to go a ihore in the myddeft of his courfe, to 
takeinfre(hwater ; it fell out that the Barbarous people 
made a fuddayne inuafion vpon chem, and fome they 
drowned, and others they tooke captyues. There the 
Tjr/^Philofopher was flainc among the reft : but the 
two youthes were prefentedto the King of the Indians , 
The one pf them was called K^dedeflm , the other Erth 
mentius . 


When the King had made long try all of them both 
and found them witty and of good difcretion, he gauc 
them the charge and gouerhment of his owne family. 
If there be any mail that will not giue credit to my 
\vordes,let him call to mind what happened to Iofefh } 
and how he was Gouernour of the Kin'gdom of Egipt , 
Let him remember the Prophet Daniel , and thofe three 
valiant Champions that fought fo couragioufly in 
defence of their faith. For they were taken prifoners 
in warre, and yet notwithftanding came to be Go- 
uernoursof the whole Kingdomc of the Babylonians , 
nturgu is When the Indian King was deccafed they liued with 
his fonne in honour and eftimation. And being; trained

After that many yeares were thus fpent, they came 
vnto the King , and required of him no other reward 
for their faithfull feruice, but oncly that he would giue

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being granted they came againe vnto the terry tories of 
the Roman Empire AedefM tooke his journey ftraight 
to Tyre. But Trumentiiu not fo much refpeitino the 
fight of his parents, as the feruice of God , repaired to 
| Alexandria ,& aduertifed the Bifhop of that Citty, that 
51 the Indians were very defirous to receaue the ihinynp- 
f light of the knowledge of God. At that nm zAtbanafm 
held the fterne of that Church, who as foone as he 
heard thefe thinges: Who ( faid he) is a mcetcr man 
then thy felf, either todryuc away the myft of igno- 
ranee fi om the eyes of that nation,or to giue them li<dit 
| hy preaching the Ghofpell of Chnft vnto them ? As 
f fo° ne as he ^)'d thefe wordes,hc made him Bifhop, 
and fent him as a labourer into the hanieft of that 
'ft Countrey, thathe might frame the peoples mynds to 
fi faith and religion. He therefore leaning his countrcy, 

- and litle regaining fo long a voyage by fea, came to 
tl« nation, whenn no feed of Chriftianity was euer 
fowen before: but Trnmcntms affifted by the grace of 
■ God which laboured with him, did manuredt with 
great alacrity and loy of mind . For by his Apoftoli- The fii* 
call myradcs, he drew vnto him fuch as didendca- Was P ,an - 
tiour to withftand the courfc of his dodrine: and he „ 

confirmed his layings by fuch wonderful] Works, that ^ ^

Iberians came to the faith* 

CHAP. XXIII. 

E V e n as Trtmentius guided the Indians to the 
knowledge of God ; (o at the fame time a cer- 
taine woman taken prifoner in warre, brought 
the Iberians to the faith of Chrift . For this woman gaue 
herfelfeto continuall prayer: her bed and foft pallet 
was an haircloth fpred on the ground:lhee efteemed fa- 
D * fting as a moft delicate pleafurc. This painfull trade of 
life procured her many Apoftolicall graces at the hands 
of God . For wheras there is a cuftome amongfl thofc 
barbarous people ^ that if any man fall fick ( the art of 
phifick being vnknowneamongft them) one doth re¬ 
pay re v nto another 3 andlearne diligently of fuch as 
hauebene ficke and are recouered ^ the manner how 
they were cured. Therforea certaine woman of that 
countrey came vnto this captiue woman , who is wor¬ 
thy of etcrnall praife, and brought in her armes a little 
child fore vexed with ficknes. She befought her to giue 
her counfell what was beft to doe. She tooke the child 
and layd him on her bed. This done fhe made earneft 
prayer vnto Almighty God , that he would gracioufly 
dcliuer the child from the difeafe: who accepted of her 
prayer and cured the child. 

After which deed the pray fes of that woderfull wo- 
ma were fouded forth by euery mans mouth : infomuch 
that this fad of hers came to the eares of the Queene, 
who prefently fent for her.for at that very time fhe was 

affiided 
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aflliffed with a very fore difeafe. But this woma fcarin* 
to intrude her felfe further then became themodefty of 
herfexe denyed the Queenes requeft. Therfore the 
Queene being forced by neceffity, neucrconfidered the 
digmty of her royal! Eftate, but in all haft tooke her 
lourney to the captiue. When flic was come,the woman 
aslhe haddonne by the child , fo foe put the Oueene 
on her bafe and homely bed, (he applyed to herdfoafe 
nothing els but the ioueraigno medicine of her prayers 
} v u ^ cl ' ie d her. When the Queene was thus cured of 
herd, (cafe, foe offered to the woman a molt liberall 
reward for her payncs, to wit, gould, filuer,apparel!, 
and other fuch tiu.igs, as became a bountffull Princeffe 
to giue. But the holy woman anfwered , that thofe 

tmnges were not neceffary for her, and that foe eftee- 

med more the knowledge of the true God, then the 
greateft reward that could begiuen. And as far as foe 
wassBIe, foemftru&ed the Queene in the doftrineof 
Chnlt. She gaue her counfaile to build a Church in 
me honour °f our Sauiotir Chrift, who had cured her 
or her dilcafe . 

The Queene hearing this, returned to her Wallace 
agayne.The King wondered abouc meafure to fee her 
fo quickly cured. She made relation of all the matter 
vnto him, and touldhnn of the mighty power of the 
captiue womans God . She intreaccdhim to acknow- 
kdae him for the only God, and to build a Temple vn¬ 
to him, and to bring his whole nation to fhe fcrmceof 
the fame. The King highly commended the miracle 
wrought m curing his wife,but yet for al that he would 
not confent to build any Temple. Not long after the 
King went a hunting, and as he was. following hi* 

game 
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game, our gracious Lord tooke the hunter himfe!f,a$ 
oncehetooke the Apoftle Saint Paul. For behouldhe 
was fo (mothered witha darke mift , which fodainly a- 
rofe,that he was not able to ftirre a foote from the place, 
but the reft of the hunters enioyed the cleere light of the 
funnels they did before * wheras the King was foouer- 
(liadowed wuhdarknes , that he was as it were boud to 
the place’ who not withftading that his life was brought 
into fo great an hazard , yet he quickly found a way to 
(hue himfeife . For as foone as he had called himfeife to 
mind ofhismi{behefe^ 5 c cried for help vnto the God of 
theCaptiue woman,the darkneffe vanilhed fro his eyes. 
Therefore taking his iourney to the (aid Captiue, wor¬ 
thy of all admiration, he requeued her to deferibevnta 
him the forme and manner of a Church. And he who 


endued Bofeleel with fuch Angular cunning in the arc 
of buildingjbeftowed fuch grace on this poore woman, 
that (he deferibed very artificially vnto the King the 
perfect forme of a Church. 

A s foone as the Iberians had this description, imme¬ 
diately they began to dig and frame a building. It was 
fully finiihed, and couered with a roofe, they wanted 
Church nothing at all but onlyPriefts . But that matter was 
without foone difpatched by themeanes of this excellent wo- 
Pridts. 1T)an: for fhc perfwaded the King to fend his Embafla- 
* The dors to the Roman Emperour, and to require tha; fome 
Gr ^ k ^ well learned * Doctor of Chriftian Religion might be 
nificth The King allowed well of her counfaile, 

Tuchasdo and fent his Embafladors. As foone as Conftantine the 
office a ~ ^ m P erour ^ at nioft earned fauourer ofReligion ,vn- 
Ui CL * derftood thecaufe of their Embaflage,hereceauedthe 
with great kindnes and humanity: and in the end he 

chofe 
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chofeoufaBiJhcp notably indued with the ornaments 
offaith, doftrine, and godly life, and fent him with 
rich prefents to the Nation of the Iberians, to preach 
vnto them the knowledge of God . And as the Empe- 
rour in this courteous manner fatisfied thz Iberians re 
queft : foalfo of his owne freewill, he carefully proui- 
dedforthe Chriftians that were cruelly perfected by 
the Infidels there. And for that the King of that Coun- 
trey notwithftanding, being addicted to the Pa^an er- 
rour,had contriued many treacherous meanes to betray 
the,he wrote vnto him his Letters, wherin he exhorted 
him, both to imbrace the faith of Chrift, and required 
him wichall that the fanhfull people of his Countrey 
mightenioy peace & liberty. But the Epiftleitfelfe will 
better declare the Angular good mind and affedionof 
the wry ter,

CHAP. XXV. 

E Ven as by keeping the facred faith, I was made 
partaker of the light of truth ; fo by follow 
mg the light of truth, as a guide, I came the di- 
red way to the knowledge of faith. By thefe meanes it 
came to pafle (as theeuet of things doth plainly prone) 
that I profefle a moft holy Religion: and I acknow¬ 
ledge that the fame Religion hath bene my teacher and

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: miftrefle to vnderftand the greatnes &, goodnes of God* 

Being aflilted by the helping hand of this mighty God, 
I began at the fun he ft; bounds of the Ocean lea, and 
brought the whole world to allured hope of faluation* 
For Inch Countreys as were either by cruell j yrants 
houlden in llauery , or opprelied with continuall mi- 
fery , and aim oft brought to ruyne : they haue bene 
all by therneanesuf me reftored to a better condition 
of life, and as it were retimed againe by the medicines 
which I applyed . This is the God whom I worlbip, and 
Thcfigne whole enligne is borne on the flioulders of my fouldiars, 
of the who are con Iterated and vowed to his fcruice, and ne- 

c * tier do difed their comic to any place, but as right and 
region doth require; by whole noble triumphes and vi- 
dtoryes 1 receaue thanks, eucn now at this prefent time. 

This is that God whole memory! profeffe euer to 
f keep in tny n ind; who dwelling in the higheftheauens, 

*s dnyly prclcnied to me, aud (eene with purenes and fin- 
cerity of mind . Vnto him I pray with bowed knees, I 
abhorre all detcftable Ihedding of blond and flaughter 
of lacrificed beads 5 I deteft their loathfomeand accur- 
fed (mels, 1 defpice all the beauty and brauery that is on 
earth. For all this is the prophane and wicked fuperftl- 
tion of the Gentiles,which hath poffeffed many Natios, 
and almofl all forts of men ,and thrown them headlong 
into the gulfe of hell. Such is the prouidenc of God , the 
Goucrnour of the world, that he will not differ fuch 
things, as he of his mercy hath created for the vfeof 
roan , to beabufed according to enery mans lud & plea- 
dire . But it is a pure and vnfpotted mind that God doth 
require at the hands of men: and according to the fame 
he doth iudge of the actions of uiftice and venue. For he

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is delighted with curceous and cmil beliauiour;he louech 
the my id; he hateth the authors of {edition; he fauoureth 
| faith, and chaftencth infidelity with grietious punifh- 
| mentsj he preffeth downe the proud Potentates of the 
world ; he lharply corretfeth the vanity of haughty 
minds; he pluckechvp by the rootes fuch as are pu°ffed 
; vp with pride; to the humble & patient fufferers of iniu- 
ryes, he giueth dignity and renowne. So alfo he greatly 
regardeth a rightful! gouernnient , and fortieth it with 
his helping hand .He alfo keepethinquyetpeace,fuch 

| Kings as are endued with a good confcience. 

I Neither let me feente to commit any errour ( my 
, lomng brother ) in that I do plainely confefle him to 
; he the true and only God, who is the Goueroour and 
f ; father of all thinges : howfoener my Prcdeceffours 
| who haue held the ft erne of this Empire, of a kind of 
; defperate 8c framike madncs,haue denied him wilfully 
■ and offer piirpofe. But in reuenge of the wickednes 
; commytted by them, fo heauy a death hath opprefted 
them all, that their miferyes may feruefor an example 
to all pofterkytthat looking vpon them, others may be 
afraid to follow their fteps. Among all which Entpe*- 
rours, he may well be accounted one , who hath bene 
chafed out ofour Empire into yours ,by Gods heauy Lic inius. 
dftpleafure, as it were by fome violent thunderbolt: 
who alfo being notorioufty difhonoured hereamongft: 
vs, was not content'with that, but hath alfo blazed 
abroad his mifdemeanour there among you, 

Moreouer this is a thing that hath fallen out very 
well, that in this prefent age God almighty hath taken 
punilhment of fuch matter of menin the open fightand 
t sew of the world,, Fdrfomeof them who haue per* 

M 3 fccutcd- 
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fecuted the people of God with cruell lawes and pro- 
clamatios, haue bene (harply corrc&ed for that offence, 
as I my felfhaue beheld with my owne eyes. Wherefore 
thankes be giuen vnto God for his fpecialL prouidence, 
by which it is brought to paffe, that all mankind hath 
addicted it felf to the feruice of God,and hath recouered 
peace and quietnes of confcience againe. This is the 
caufe( as lam verily perfwaded ) that publike and 
priuate affayres are fetlcd in fuch peaceable flare, be- 
caufeGod hath vouchfafed to knit all men togeather 
in mutuallfociety, and to bind them vnto himself by a 
fincere and holy religion, confiding m the vnyforme 
(eruice of God. 

Seing therefore that I am credibly informed, that 
the principall Proiiinces of Perfin do abound with fuch 
manner of men, I meane with Chriftians, ( for of them 
Ifpeake ) what exceedingly ( thinkeyou) do I con- 
ceaue thereby ? for fo much as it is a thing which I a!- 
waiesdcfired .Therefore as it hath fallen out very well 
for you, fo alfo hath it donne for them: for by this 
meanes ,you (hall procure the fauour of God, who is 
Lord of all chinges, both to your felf aqd them . Whet- 
fore in refpeCl you are fo great and fo noble a Prince, I 
do com mend their caufe to you . And becaufe you are 
highly commended for vertue and piety, I commit 
them to your protection. Finally I hcfecch you of all 
loues,toimbrace them in fuch fort as beconyeth fo boun- 
til ull a Prince to do. For if you breake not your faith 
with them, you ihall do an exceeding great benefite 
both to your (elf and me. 

So great care tpoke this noble ErnpQIour >for the 
profelfors of the Chriftian faith, and prouided not onely 

for 
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forthefafety of his owne fubicCts, but alfo procured 
help to the vttermoft of Ins power for the people of 
other dominjons.For this caufe Almighty God provided 
alfo fo him. and by this meanes it came to paflc, that 
heemoycd the Empue ofall Europe and Afrfke 3 yeaand

For they who 
contryued that notorious wickcdnes againif tfie'srtar 
fuftathtu* had not yet mollified the rage of their en- 
ii'ous mindes but laboured continually to vndermme 
another of the ftrongeft Turrets of religion,and planted; 

I thcir Ordetuce fpeaaHy againft him. Which Trage¬ 
dy I will here declare in the briefed manner that I can.

CHAP. XXVI. 

W h E n as Alexander that famous Bifhop j 
who valiantly Rood in the combat againft 
the blafphemous doctrine of Britts, was 
departed this life * about hue monethes after the end of 
the Nicene Counceil: then was Athanafim initalled m 
Diners t ‘^ le SRhopricke of Alexandria x being a man trayned vp 
Orders of in ft tidy of Diuinity euen from a child, and inch a one 
Clergy, as had paflod through all the Orders of the Clergy with 
great praife and admiration! of all men. This A'thanafi* 
m after he had like a valiant Champion accepted the 
combate of deputation in the Nicene Councell for the 
defence of the Apoftolike doctrine: as therby he woa 
fingular prayfe of the defenders of the truth ; foonthe 
cotrary fide with thofe which fought againft the truth, 
he purchafed deepe and deadly hatred . In the time of 
his ftouriflnng youth ., he was in great familiarity with 
\vchdca- 'Alexander that famous Bifliop , and by him preferred to 
cons. the dignity of Archdeacon. 

After, that the Arians were once refolued to bid 
bavtayle againft the only begotten Sonne of God, ha¬ 
iling learned by experience, how forward a ma«n Atha- 
nafim was, & how ftu Jious in defence of the truth- and 
knowing with all that he wasnowdefignedand chofen. 
to gou;rne the Church of ^Alexandria, they thought 
that by meancs of his good Gouernment all their forces 
would be vccei'ly defeated . Therfore they began to i> 

imagine 
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ttagmefuch mifehiefe againft him, as followed, . WhS 
as one Meletm depofed by the Nicene Gouncell had 
rayfed great tr°„ble and tumult both ln TheUis , and al- 
lo in Egtpt therunto adioyning, the .Whiredacer-

CHAP. XXVII. 

B E , L V® Yg me (my louing Brethren) the malice 
of euill difpofed perfons could not hurt your Bi. 

All their ftudy and labour 
tondeth to this end, that hauing run the race of this life 
in contriuing mifchiefe, they might neuer haue any 

N fpace 
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{pace to do penance as long as they hue. Therefore I 
coutifaile you one to help and comfort another, to 
houId fall and imbrace that which may conferuemu- 
mail amity and friendlhip betweene your fellies. Per- 
fecutc them with might and mayne, who defire no¬ 
thing els but to breaks an-ddifturbe the concord that is 
among ft you.

CHAP. XXVIII* 


N Eyth er were the wicked Arians yet aflia- 
med,but attempted a freih to play fuch another 
Pageant, as neuer any old Tragedian or Comi¬ 
cal! Poet had feigned before. For they fuborned certaine 
accufers that were of their owne fa&ion, and prefented 
them to the Emperor. They exclaymed againil \^Atha- 
ndfius that valiant Champion , and defender of vertue,, 
that he had committed many moll horrible and odious 
crimes. Their accufation was mantained by Eufebm t 
Theogitu , & Theodoras Bifhop of Pcrhtha ( now called 
Her delta :) they charged him with filch foule and intol- 
lerable matters, as any honeft eares would abhorre to 
heare. Therfore they perrwaded the Emperour that a 
Councell might be fummoned to meet at Cefdraa in Pa- 
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¥'*? t! ;, ere , werc m ™Y f Athanafius enemiesjand 
that he mould comaund Athanafius his caufe to beexa- 
mined there. 

, „ Th = Emperour in refpeA that they were Pried* 
followed their admfe (for he neuer fufpefted their craf- Priefc 
tyconueyance) and ho gaue commaundementthat all hood ' 
Ihould be done as they refuelled. But Saint Athanafius 
ynderftandingthe malice of fuch as were appoyntedhis 
Judges, would not come to theCounccll. Hereupon 
the Arians tooke occafion of great cauils, and bidding 
open battaile againft the truth, befides other wickedne? ' 
not to be named, they accufed him to the E mperour of 
Tyranny, and playne difobedience. Neither did they 
fade of their purpofe. For the Emperour who was o- 
therwifeofa mild and gentle fpirit, was by their com¬ 
plaints ftirred vnto anger,& wrote to Athanafius an E- 
piltle wherm he more earneftly vttered Ins mind, and 
comaunded him to repaire to Tyrus . For wheras he fuf- 
pefted ( as I verily thinke ) that Athanafius would not 
appeareatCV/Sr**, becaufe of the Bilhop of that Citty 
who was not his friend , heedmannded that the Coun* 
ccll Ihould meet at Tyrus . Therfore he wrote to the 
Councell an E piffle worthy of a man endued with ex¬ 
cellent gifts of venue and piety, wherof this is the te- 
flour.

CHAP. XXIX. 

C Onstantine the Emperour to the holy 
Councell aflembled at Tyrvs , greeting . It 
were a thing very necefiary and agreable to the 
Jtate of thefe prosperous times , that the Catholike 
Church (hould,,be free from all fedition and tumult; 
and thattheferuantsof Chriftfliould be pure from all 
fpots of infamy . But becaufe there are certaine men, 
as it were enraged with the furious fpirit of diflention 
((o far they are from leading fuch a life, as becommeth 
their calling )®who are defperately bent to bring all to 
confufion and diforder, which is a very ftrangeand 
lamentable mifery. Therefore I counfell you who ( ac¬ 
cording to the Prouerbe)do runne forward of your 
owne accord , that all excufes fet a part >you aflemble 
your felues togeather in full and open Councell, there 
to relieue fuch as are opprefled, and to delyuer your 
brethren that are in daunger, to reconcyle the mem¬ 
bers of the Church that are by fedition deuyded 
among themfelues • and finally while the tyme doth 
feme, to reforme fuch errours as arecommytted ; to the 
end that fo many great and large Prouinces,as the arro- 
gancy of fomefew men haue feuereda funder, may 
againe be reftored to peace, and confent of mindes. 
And J think that all men will confefle with me, that 
your feruice in this behalf lhall both be very acceptable 
to almighty God, and comfortable to me . And if you 

can 
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can eftablifh peace among them, it (halbe the occafion 
of true and vnfained glory to your felues. 

You muft therefore make no delay, but apply all 
the powers of your mindes to this aition, and labour to 
decyde in due and conuement order all fuch queftions 
asfhalbemoued. Ioyne your felues togeather with fuch 
indifferent and faithfull mindes, as our Sauiour Chrift 
whom weprofefle to honour, doth almoft with Iowd 

& continuall cryes require at your hands .And for fuch 

things asdopertayne to my charge and diligent pro- 
uifion, attire your felues nothing fhalbe wanting . ' 

Concerning thofe matters which you fignyfied to 
j mein w, 7 " n g> all is difpatched. I dire&ed my letters 
I ynt° jh Bilhops as you defired, to the end that they 
j fhould-re'payre thither, and impart their mindes and 
I counlels to you . I fent alfo Bionyfm the Conful to glue

from hence, thatfiiall by my Royal! commaundement 
depryuehitn of his dignity, and teach him that no man 
oti^it to witMand fuch Decrees as the Emperour hath 
publilhed in defence of the truth. 

I It is therefore the office of your Holines with per- 

red confent of mindes, and mature diferetion to pro¬ 
uide a remedy for fuch offences as are commytted 
either through wilfull malice, or by ignorance, and 
to reforme it, without refpetft either to the difpleafure

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of the one > or fauour of other • but rather in fuch mati- 
ner as the Apoftolike and Ecclefiafticall Canons do 
require : that you may bothdelyuer the Church from 
all blafphemy , and relieue my heauy and penfiue hart • 
Andlallly that you may purchafe great glory and ho¬ 
nour to your felues, by giuing the benefice of peace to 
fuch as are troubled with (edition. God keepe you in 
profperous health my louingbrethren. 

When the Synod was thus afiembled at Tyrtts > thi¬ 
ther came alfo diners others who were acculed of falls 
doftrine. Of which number one was Aftlepas Bifhop of 
Ga&a* Thither alfo came Athanafws . Firft I meaneto 
lay before your eyes ( as it were fome lamentable 
tragedy ) fuch crimes as were obie&ed again!! Atbanfr 
fm : and then the iudgeraent pronounced again!! him, 
which is no w in euery mans mouth.

CHAP. XXX. 

T here was one Arfenitu a Bifhop of Meletim 
his communion, whom fome of his owne fadi* 
on had hidfo fecretly, that for a long fpace 
togeather he neuer appeared to the eyes of men.

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Then the worthy K^ithmafiiu fpake. This woman 
(faithhe) ought not to be difcharged thus, but (he 
muftfirft be examined, 8c notice taken of her, who it 
Was that forged thefe crimes. But the Arlans reclaimed 
againft it with open mouth ,faying, that there were 
worfer matters then thefe behind, fuch as could neuer 
be auoyded with cunning Ihifces, nor defended by the 
art of eloquence : for the truth wherof, they ftiould 
not need to belieue any mans report, but their owne 
eyes fhould be their iudges .When they had fpoken thefe 
wordes, behould they opened the wodden cafe, the 
fame wherof was now in euery mans mouth,and 
(hewed the dead mans hand, which they had dried 
with fait. As many as beheld it gaue pittiftill groanes 
and outcryes: fome thought that the fad was indeed 
committed, othersagaineknew that all was falfe and 
forged,and that Arfinm was hid all this while, and 
could not be found. After they had a while remained 
in filence , Athanaftm the party accufed , demaunded of 
the Iudges: Is there any amongft you all that knoweth 
ArfentustDiuQrs made anfwer that they knew him well: 
then hecomaunded him to be brought in. This being 
done, he afked againe, Is this Arjenim ? the fame man 
that was firft murdered by me, and afterward fought 
for by thefe men, and found againe: that was mangled 
and abufed after his death, difmembred and fpoyled of 
his right hand ? When all had granted that this was the 
man, Athmafius pulled of his cloake , and (hewed both 
his hands, the right and the left in the fight of them all, 
faying: No man ( I trow) will feeke for another hand, 
forfomuch as God Almighty neuer gaue to any man 
more then two* 


When 
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When thefe deuifes were thus difcouercd, a man 
would haue thought that both the acatfers and Iud- 
ges, who were pnuy to all this treachery, would haue 
hid their heads for (harne, and haue funke into the 
earth,if it had bene poffible. But they quite contrary 
fiild the Councell with tumult and fedicion, calling 
Athamfm a Comurer, and charged him that he had 
I a m y (t be *° re tbe eyes of the people by his inchant- 

| ments - Nay, they who but a little before, accufed him 
| to be a murderer, now the very fame men went about 
I to murder him , and to teare him in peeces with their * 
| nayles. But Athanafm was refeued by them whom the 
| Empsrour had charged t 0 keep peace and good order in 
| tiie Councell. When he had thus foyled his enemyes 
j he w - 13 b y the Emperours Officers faued from their 
hands, and being imbarked in a fniall vefiel was deli- 
tiered from prefent death. Thence he tooke his voyage 
directly to the Court, and tould the Emperourall the 
Tragedy in fuch order as it fell out. But the aduerfaries 
i font cercaine Bilhops of theirfaction, to wit .Theorist 
j Bllbo P Nice , Theodoras ofPcryntha, Maris of clal- 
culon, Tiarciffus Bifiiop in Cilicia , and fome others of 
the fame crew, vnto CMareotes a Prouince within the 
territories of Alexandria , which hath taken that name 
of the lake CM arcus: who when they had for°ed cer- 
taine crimes again !\ Athanafuis in that place,and had 
publilhed bookes of the lame argument, auotiehing the 
cauiis before difproued, for mo ft cercaine truth/they 
made relation of all theft matters to the Emperour*

CHAP, XXXI* 

W He M matters were brought to this pafle, 
the forefay d Bilhops tooke their iourney to 
Jerufaltm . For theEmperour had coman- 
ded the whole Councell ofTyrus torepayre thither, 6c 
that other Bifhops from all parts adioyning, ihould re- 
Hall o fort to the fame Citty, to hallow fuch Churches there, 
wing and ds } 1C [ lnc ] huylded . And withall he lent thither certaine 
ofaiur° Princes, that were neere about him, and moft: in his 
«hes. fanour, and fuch as moft excelled in the ornaments of 
faith and religion. To them he gaue in charge to mini- 
fter all kind of neccfiaries.not only to the Bifliops and 
their r raine, but alfo to all fuch poore people, as hocked 
thither: and this hecomanded to be done in moft large 
Altars and bountifull manner . Furthermore the holy Altar 
with or- wdS decked with very Princely hangings and monu- 
of 1 oiild niems glittering with gould and precious Hones. After 
andpreci- the great feaft was thus folemnized, all the Bifliops re- 
ousHones turne d home. And the Emperour himfelfe when he 
was certified of the glory and royalty of the feaft , con- 
ceaued exceeding loy , and gaue pray fes vnto Almighty 
God the giner of all good things, who of his fauour had 
graunted him that recpieft. 

After that Athanafius was come to the Emperour, 
to complaineof the wrongfull iudgment, he comman¬ 
ded that fuch Bifliops Ihould be fent for, as ^Athanafius 

had 
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had complayned againft. As foone as they were come 
and perceaued that all their lugling was difclofed , they 
began to flinch from fuch cauls, as they had before c5- 
cryued, and informed the Emperour , that Athanafius 
had thi earned to barre the carry age of corne which was 
wont to be brought from Alexandria to Conti.wimple. 
TheEmperour beheued then- words, and fent AtbJ„x- 
fw into bamfliment to Treuers a C.tty in Franco. This 
happened in the chircith yeare of his raigne.

L E T no man meruayle that the Emperour'being 
abufed by craft and fubtilty ^baniflied fuch fa¬ 
mous and excellent men from their natiuc 
Countrey . For he gaue credit to fuch Biihops as la¬ 
boured to fupprefie the truth and bare a fhew and 
pretence ofholynes } thereby to mtrap the Emperour. 
Neither is it vnknowneto fuch as haue read the holy 
Scripture ,that the Prophet DuuidsN&s alfo deceaued. 
He was craftily vndermined, not by any high Pried * 
but by a flaue and a common drudge, I meane Sib* that 
accufed Miphibofeth'V nto the King of a forged cryme, 
and by that meanes defeated him ofhislandes .Ifpeake 
not this in rebuke of the Prophet, but in defence of 
the Emperour, and to declare the frailty of humane 
nature : as alfo to teach , that men ought not to belieue 
the a confers onely, feeme they neuer fo worthy of 
credit, but rather to keep one of their eares to heare 
the anfwere of the defendant.

CHAP. XXXIIII. 

A Fthr that the Emperour was tranflated 
from an earthly kingdome to an heauenly, his 
Prefidents, Dukes, and other oh the Nobylity 
mclofed his body in a gonlden Coffin,and brought it 
to Conjtarainopte. It was accompanyed with all the 
fouldiers and men of armes, fome going before, fome 
following after, who pittifully bewayled the Ioffe of 
fo famous an Emperour .For they euer found him as 
kind vnto them, as any father to his naturall children. 

And as concerning his body , 1 think it needles to re¬

CHAP. II. 


C ^Onstantine the Emperourto the people 
of the Cacholicke Church of Alexandria , gree- 
ting. I c ls noC vnknowne vnto your Wife- 
domi, whac thecaufe was ^for which Alhmafms that 
famous interpreter of holy Scriptures, was baniihed 
by my Father into France : to wit,leaff by the malice of 
euill difpofed perfons ( for his barbarous enemyes had 
cruelly confpired his death ) he Ihould haue bene forced 
to fuftayne fuch woundes as are incurable .Wherefore 
to the end he might auoyd the malice of thofe vngra- 
cious men,he was faued., as it were out of the very teeth 
of them that fought to betray him : and he was com- 
maunded to remaine in my dominions 5 where he is 
in that ftate, as if he were at home in his owne Citty of 
Alexandria , Sc lyueth in great aboundance of all things 
neceffary : though he of his lingular vertue fo relyeth on 
the help of God , that he neuor careth for any aduerliry 
of frowning fortune. 


Seing therefore that my Father Conftantine the l m- 
perour ( who for his noble adts deferueth eternali me¬ 
mory ) was determined for the fpeciall regard which he 
had towards your dsuout Sc re-igious minds, to reftore 
him a game to his Scate and place ofaboad : and being, 
according 10the courfeof humane nature, preuented 
by dcath^before he could accomplhh his wifhed de'lire:

CHAP. III. 

C ^Onstantia the wife of Licinius and filler 
of Conflaotinc, fell into great familiarity with a 
Rename Prieft infedted with the Arian herefy: 
who although he diftembled thatpeftilentdiftaft of his, 
yet continually, as often as lie had any conference with 
her } he aunuched that Arius was wrongfully accufed. 
'tin’ Conftantia after the death of her Tyrannicall huf- 
hand Licinius , was carefully prouided for by her brother 
Ccnftantinc the Emperour of famous memory. Further¬ 
more 4 he was prefent with her when the lay on her 
death-bed , not omitting any kind of fci uicc wlu.di w as 
requisite for her recouery . At which tyme li e carded 
the i’nePt to be fent for, and earneltly lequeftco 'he 
Emperour to be good vnto him : which thing Ccnftan- 
tine then promifed to do, and afterward performed 
effectually. For indeed he granted the Prieft fuch tauour 
that he enioyeci both the familiarity , and patronage 
of the Emperour, whenfoctn r it plealed himfelf. Now 
the Prieft, though he was had in fpcciall honour by the 
Emperour, yet perceauing the Emperours mind to be 
firmely fetled in matters of religion , he dtiril not pre- 
fume to difclofe vnto him that pedtlcnt difeaie of his 
erroneous doftrine. At length when Ccnftantinc was 
departed hence to an eueriaftmg kingcmme , after that 
he had by his Teftamcm dillributed his earthly ami 

tranfi- 
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tranfitoiy Empire vnto his three Cannes; it fo fell out 
that none of the three being prefent with him at his 
death, he commuted his teftamentonely to this Prieft 
and gauehim in charge to dely tier it to his fonne Con- 
fianttus : font was very likely that he beina then refidet 
neerer to Liuomedi* then the reft, would come thi- 
tfter berore the other. 

By thefe meancs it came to pafle that the Prieft fell 
into familiar acquaintance with Conftantius ( for he 
gaue the teftament vnto him as Ccnftantinc had coman- 
dedjand he was willed to haue often accefTe vnto him’. 

Who as loone as he perceaued the vneonftant mind of 
Conftantius to be as pliable and flexible as any reed 
fluken with the wi.id ; then , lo, he began with a flout 
and refolute courage to make open warre againft the 
Euangelicall dodtnne . And countcrfayting as though 
he lamented to bchould the lore ftormes wherwith the 
Church was tofled, he laid, that none were the authors 
t.ierof ,but only they, who had added to the Creed the 
word Confubft ant tail, which is not to be found in the HeretiIc , 
Scripture: and affirmed tins to be the oncly canfe of all piLdoa- 
tliedifcord which wasfowne bothamoim t h e Priclls ly Scri- 
aud the lay people. Next he began to ,ccu(e Athanaftus, l ’ ture ' 
and Inch as fauoured Ins doctrine , and laboured with 
might Sc mayne to worke fome treachery againft them. 

This Prieft was the man who commonly helped Eu/e- 
bms , Thcogm , & Theodor us of Perintha (this Theodoras 
was a learned man, and wrote Commentariesvpon 
the G rofpeis, and he is commonly called Heracleotes : ) 

Sc becaule they were neere neighbours vnto the Court 
he urouerht them diners rimes vnto the E mporours ore- 
lencc. They told him that Athanaftm his returne ourof

CHAP. IIII. 

W H e N the Arians by thefe and other fuch 
perfwafioshad vndermined the wauering 
6c flexible mind of C on fiat hi s, they preuai- 
led (o farre, that Athanafius was barnlhed the Church. 
But he vnderftanding their confpiracies, primly con- 
S dic Cy lia Y c ^ himfelfe from Alexandria , and tooke his tourney 
Churchof into the weft • For the Eufebians had lent their letters 
;Rome. vnto Pope In I'm , who then gouerned the Roman 
C hurch, to aduertile him of fuch crymcsasthey had 
Tl ''ofthc falfely forged again ft Athanafius . Julius following the

f "! Vt Athanafius comming vnto the Emperour 
Confians (for Confiantinus the elded: fonne of. 
C on flan tine was flame in warre ^ complayncd of 
the Confpiracy of the Arian faction, and began to la¬ 
ment the cruel war which was ray led againfl°the A po- 
Ifolick faith. And to put the Emperor in mind both of 
his father, and alfo of the great Ntcene Councell which 
was called togeather by him, lie willed him alfo to re¬ 
member that his Father made a law to confirme the de¬ 
crees of the Fathers, which were made while himfelfe 
was prefent in the Cotincell. 

When Athanafius had vttered thefe wordes before 
the Emperor with great lamentation & trickling tea res, 
hefolHated him to follow his Fathers fteps. No fooner 
had Confians heard thefe complaints, but prefently he 
directed his Letters to his Brother, whereby he gaue 
him cotinfiileto keep fife and found the inheritance 
of hts Fathers faith : forfomuch ashis father had efta- 
hhfhed the Empire by piety and true religion, that he 
had vancjuiihed the Tyrants who fought tooppreffe the 
Homans,and brought to his owne fubiebtion the barba¬ 
rous people roundabout. By which letters Confiantius 
Was loperfwaded , that he cdmatiruled the Bdhops both 
cf the Eaft & Weft,to meet together at Sardica in Illyria

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aprincipall Citty of th z Dacians. For the Church was 
Cathoiiks then vexed w ith many other grieuous fores, for curing 
cufed of * °f which it feemed neceflary to call a Councell. Faulus 
Treafon alfo Bithop of C onflantinople > who offered himfelf to ma- 
& difobe- n y dangers in defence of the right faith, was by the ArU 
vvaruof 1 * * ns accu f ec ^ as a ringleader &; captaine offeditio .They 
other alfolayd to his charge fundry other crimes, wherewith 
cranes, they wereaccuffomed to (launder the preachers of true 
religion. But the good people fearing lead: the aduerfa- 
ryes intended feme treafon againft him, would not fuf, 
for him then to goe vnto Sardica . 

Shortly after Conflantius the Emperour ( whofe 
mind was eafily changed euery moment) through the 
perfwafion of the Brians , banifhed Fatihs from Con . 
flantinoplc , and caufcd him to be carryed to Cucufus a lb 
tie Citty once fubierSl to the Cappadocians , but now be- 
logingto Armenia the lefTe. But the Brians the authors 
of all diforderand confufio were not content with this 
defolate and folic ary life of Faulus y bur fending thither 
certaine fellows of their bloudy defigntnecs, they made 
him away by violent death; which thing is witneffed 
alfo by Saint Athanajius in his Apologie written in de¬ 
fence of his flight in chefe wordesfollowing.The ^ 4 rim 
99 after they hadpurfued Faulus Bilhopof Ccnflantinople , 
& found him in Cucufus a Citty of Cappadocia ,they cau- 
99 fed him to be hanged in open fight. Philip the Prefident 
99 played the hangma,who is the grand- Captaineof their 
Herefy ,and mynifter of their defoerate counfds. With

ties prefence But bccaufe they reft,fed to appeare in'

And this one thing may well be added to all the 
reft, that they did not onely intertaine fuch as were 
condemned and baniihed the Church for the herefy of 
the Arums , but alfo aduaunced them to higher decrees 
and dignityes. For they preferred Deacons to the ho¬ 
nour of Priefthood,and Pricfts vnto Bi(hopricks ; for no 
other purpofe, but that their wicked do&rine might be 
difperfed abroad, and that the found and fincere faith 
might be defaced and quyte abolifhcd . The grand- 
captaynes of this faction next vnder the Eufehtans , arc 
thefe, Theodorm Bifhop of Heraclea,'Harcijfns of T^erom- 
as in Cilicia, Stephen of Antiochfieorge of Lao dice a , Ac a* 
tins of Cefataa in Pale (line > Menophantns of Ep he fits in 
A fid .

For 
tndc two when they came to the holy Councell, affir¬ 
med that all whatfoeuer they did, was done by plain- 
force and extortion . Adding further, that theyh.nla ' 
great defire to be informed of the fincere and true faith 
and therefore were hindered by the others to come to 
rue Counccll. For they feing thefe two ready to rcuolt 
from their opinion thundred out terrible threatnines 
againft them, and ftraitly charged them to do the con¬ 
trary . For this caufe they remained all togeather in one 
houfej neither would theyguic leaue that one fhould 
depart out of the others light. 

Briefly this is the fumme of all: as it was not fit to 
pafib ouer in filence the falfe {ladders which they dem. 
led, the cha.nes, the ftripcs, the murders, the foiled & 
counterfait letters their ft ripping of Virgins naked and 
mewing them to the people , their throwing downe of 
Cnurches, their fiering of houfes, their flcer.no. from

George Bifhop of Laodicea^ although they werefo fore 
I \ afrayd , that they would not come to Sardica out of the 

Eaft • yet became they were not onely depofed of their 
- Bifhoprickes by blefied Alexander Bifhop of Alexandria , 

but alfo infected with the hcrefy of Arm , no lefle then 
: the others before mentioned , and withall for that they 

wcreaccufed of grieuous crimes; therefore this Holy 
and Sacred Cotincell by common confent hath de- 
priued them of their Bifhoprickes, and hath not onely 
:-.:L-V declared them to be no Bifhops, but alfo that they be 

y- unworthy to communicate with other Chriftianpeo- 

pie 
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pie .For they, who deuidethe Sonne from the fubftace 
and Godhead of the Father, who think the Word to be 
Arrange and different from the Father, are worthy both 
to be excluded out of the Catholike Church, and vtter- 
ly to loofe the name of Chriflians. * 

Therefore fee that euery one of you do houtd th em 
accurfed, becaufe like vnto falfe merchants, they haue 
corrupted the word of truth . For the Apoftle him felf 
comaundeth you fo to do . If any man preach vnto you 
otberVife then that Mich yon haue receaued , let him be u Cor ‘ *' 
Anathema-. 6c therefore you muff giue comaundmcnr 
that no man communicate with them ( for what fell 
lowfnip is there betwene light and darknes f) and you 
mud banilh them far from your company,fcing there is 
no agreement betweeneChrift and Belial. Take heed 
therefore (welbeloued brethren ) that ye neither write 
vnto them , nor receaue any letters from them- but 
rather,becaufe you are our fellow Bilhops and brethren 
you muft endeauour to be prefent with vs in fpirir, 
and to giue confent to this Councell, as alfo to ratify 
the fame with your fubferiptions, to the end that per- 
fe£t peace and vnity be kept of all our fellow-Bilhops 
throughout the world. And whofoeuer doth mantaiae, 
that ChriA: is God, but not the true God ; that he is the 
Sonne, but not the very true Sonne; that he is begotten, 
and alfo vnbegotten, all fuch we do vtterly barre from 
all comunion with vs, 8c chafe them from the bounds 
of the Catholike Church . They confefle that they do 
thus vndcrftand the word Begotten (for I will vfe their 
owns words: ) that which is begotten hath his being. 
Moreoucr vnto Chrift who was euer before the world, 
they do attribute begynning and ending: wheras his

generation was not in any tyme, but before all tymes 
Like wife now of late there are two vipers engen« 
dred by this fnake of the Ar'tm hereby, that is to lay, 
Valais and Vrjacitts 3 who vaunt themfelues very arro¬ 
gantly, neuer being aftiamed to call themfelues ChrL 
Jtians, when notwithftanding they do ftrangely mayn- 
tame that the TVotdo^ God, and the Holy Ghoft was 
crucyficd and lolled , died and rofe againe from death. 
Furthermore that defperate and forlorne rabble of 
heretikes doth obftinately defend , that there are diners 
and diftin 6 t (ubftanccs ofthe Father, of the Sonne, and 
ofthelioly Ghoft.But this is the do&rine which we 
hauc rcceaued, and thus haue we learned,* this is-our 
Catholike tradition, faith, and confeflion , to wit, 
that there is one Effence( which terme the Heretikes 
vfe infteed of Subftance ) of the Father, the Sonne, & 
the holy Ghoft . And if they demaund of vs what is the 
Subftance of the Sonne ( as they vndcrftahd it) we 
make them this anfwere,that it is one, and the very 
fame with that which is the very famefubftanceofthe 
Father; that the Father was neuer without the Sonne, 
nor the Sonne without the Father: and that th cVVord 
cannot poflibly be without the Spirit. For it is moft 
abfurd, that the Father was euer without the Sonne; 
nay rather he cannot be named a Father, nor be fo in, 
deed without a Sonne, as the Sonne himfeife doth 
plainly beare witneflc, faying: I am in the Father, and 
the Father in me . And againe, / and my Father arc one . 

Neither doth any of vs deny that he was begotten, 
but we fay that he was begotten before all things viii- 
bleand inuiftble , that he is the maker and Creatour of 
Angels, Archangels, of the world, and of all mankind:

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firthe Scripturefajtli : Tf^mc the Creatour of MiJs

ginning 5 neither can God euer haue end . Furthermore 
wc ay not that the Father is the Sonne, nor the Sonne 
the Father, but the Father is the Father, and the Sonne 
is the Sonne of the Father. Likewifewe confefTethac 
the Sonne is the power of the Father: we confefTe that 

he is the mrdof God the Father, befides which there * 
is no other • 

Ftu thermore that the Word is the * Word of God 
that n is the Wifdome, Power, and the very Sonne of* ° r « it 
of the Father. Neither do we call him the Sonne of God r “ , the - 
m that fenfe as other men are called his Sonnes, for they S 
ate called Gods by meanes of regeneration . and new 
L'inh in C hr ill, or els they arc called Sonnes, becaufe 
t iey are made worthy fo to be , and not becaufe they 
aicof one fubftance with God , as are the Father and 
tiic onne. We do alfo conleffe that he is the only and 
am. begotten Sonne, he is only begotten, as he is the 
h ord , which alwayes was, and is in the Father; he is 
i.ie i! begotten, in refpeot of his humane nature: ne- 
aeiLielelle he ailfereth from common creatures, be- 
tatiie that heisthe firft borne from among the dead . 

, Moreouer we confelfe, that he is God, that the God- 
ficaJ of the Sonne and the Father is one. Neither is there 
any man that wileuerdeny that the Father is ^rearer 
then the Sone,but how? Not that he hath any other ef- 
j'lcCjor rliat he difiercth from him , but by reafon that 
t.ieyery name of the father is greater then the Sonne. 

^ 3 And 
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And thsrfore accurfed is chat forced interpretation of 
the Anans , who doc teach , that our Sauiour faid thefe 
wordes (1 and my Father are one ) onely to declare vn- 
to vs, that they are one in agreement and confent of 
mindes. But for vs that are Catholikes, euery one of 
vsfrom the highefl to the lowed j haue vtterly condem¬ 
ned that foliili and miferable exposition of thofe men, 
who fay, thateuen as morcall men , when they are ones 
at variance betweene themfelues, &c by much brawling 
and rangling do fall into deadly hatred, &c yet at length 
are reconciled ech toother,and become friends againe: 
So (fay they ) Almighty God the Father and the Sonne 
may diflent and fall at variance betweene themfelues: 
which is an horrible wiekednes, not only to thinks, 
but alfo to perfwade vnto others . But we do belieue, 
affirms, and vnderftand that fentenceofour Sauiour, 
thus: l and my Father are one , that is to fay , in eternal! 
eHence, which is one and the fame in the Father, and 
the Sonne . 

Likewife we do eucr belieue that he raigneth with 
his Father without beginning and ending - that his 
Jvingdome hath no time whenn to be expired, nor de¬ 
feat or discontinuance , wherin to be brought to ruyne, 
For that which oner is, did neuer begin to be, nor 
eucr can fayle to be, as it is. And we belieue, and in 
hart conceaue,that there is a comforter, to wit, the holy 
Ghoft,whom our Lord himfelfe promifed, and fent vn¬ 
to vs , and the fame we belieue to be fent, and not to 
haue fufFered : but the humanenature which the Sonne 
tookeof the Virgin Mary Suffered death,becaufe he was 
man and might Suffer : for man is mortall, blit God is 
immorcall. Y/e alio belieue that he rofe againe the third 
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day, tut not that God in man, but man in God was ray- 
fed againe: whom he offered as a gift vnto his Father, 
and releafed him of flnne and euerlaftin^death. 

Finally we belieue, that at a due prefixed time, he 
fhall come to giue judgement on euery man , and of 
euery mans adtions. But fo great is the ignorance of 
the Brians ,and their mindes are ouercaft with fo thick 
and palpable daiknes, that they cannot fee the cleere 
light of truth, norvnderffand the meaning of this fen- 
tence (that they alfo may le one in vs. ) Certainly it is 
plaineand manyfeft why hefayd this word ( one ) that . 
is to fay , b cc a life the Apoftles although they had recea- 
ued the holy Spirit of God, yet for altthat, they were 
not therefore fpirites, neither was any of them either 
the Word , the W ifedome, or Power of God , nor his 
onely begotten Sonne ( for the Scripture fpeakcrh thus, 

I-tun as 1 and thou arc one fo they in vs may Le one: J b uc lo,,n - **• 
our Lord in this fentence hathputa plaine difference 
betweene thefe thingcs.For he faid not thefe wordes 
(may be one in vs )in that fenfe, as he faid {aa\e are 
one ) meaning I and my Father: but that his difciples 
being ioyned 8c coupled togeather betwene themfelues 
might be one in faith and confeffion,as alfo that by 
grace and true worfhip of God, through the mercy and 
lone of our Lord and Sauiour they might be one. 

By this Epiftle a man may plainely vnderftand, 
both the falfe fl.utndcrs of the accufers., and the wrong- 
full dealing of them , who long ftnee gaue judgment 
aoainfb Athanafius , and the other Bifliops: as alfo the 
Jincereand found dodlrine of the Fathers in this p relent 
Councell. For thofe bleffed Fathers did not onely teach 
vs fuch things, as pertaine to the dyuine nature of the 

Trinity 
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Trinity, but hauealfo very manifeftly expounded Vntd 
vs, what we mull beheue concerning the riuliery of 
our Lords Incarnation. 

^ After that the Emperour Conftans was adnertifed 
of thefe matters, and perceaued the hghtnes of his bro. 
tlier Conflitntim y he was exceeding Tory. He was alfo 
lore moued againft them, who craftily inuented all this 
mifehief, anddcccaued thcplyaneand flexible mind of 
the Emperour. Therefore among all the Bilhops that 
met at Sardica , he fent two chofen out of purpole , with 
letters vnto his Brother, and with them he ftnt alfo 
Salimm the Generali, a man endued with Angular or¬ 
naments of vertue and iuftice: which letters contained 
not only good counfell and inftruftion , but alfo threats 
nings , as well became fo Godly an Emperour. For he 
wrote firft, that the Emperor fliould giue diligent eare 
vnto thole two Bifliops, and be well informed of the 
foulemifdemeanours committed by Stephenw\ others. 
Next , that he fliould reftore AthAmJitu home to his 
flock: forlorn uch as the falfe llaundcrs of his accufers, 
the wrougfullfentence of his Iudges, and their fpiteful! 
hatred againft him, was now plainely difeouered . 

Finally , thus he concluded, that vnles hisbrorher 
would yield to thefe conditions * and fobehauehimleif 
as right and reafon recjuyred ; that he would come to 
* '; ortl 7 AleXcW: ^' ul hinifelf in perfon , and reftore Athamfw 
peroi. force vnto his Iheep, that thirfted fo fore for his 
coming: and finally chafe all the rabble of his enemyes 
out of the Citty . Therefore Conftdntiws hailing rccea- 
ued thele letters at Antioch , where he was refidec then, 
promifed to do , as his brother and partner in charge 
of the Empire had fignified vnto him,

CHAP. 


M E an e while the Brians who were cruel! 
persecutors of the truth, werefo fore sailed 
with thefe matters, that they attempted a ve¬ 
ry deiperate and horrible pradife. During this time it ' 
came to pafle, that thp two Bilhops before mentioned 
were lodged mi ccrtaine houfeacthefooteof the hill: 
but the Generali Saliantu tooke vp a feuerallloddncra- 
part from them Now Stephen who then held the Bern 
of the Church of Antioch, and like to a naughty Pilot 
intended to drowns the (hip, hauing many other com¬ 
panions to loyne with him in his Tyrannical! attempts 
did gneuoufly annoy the Patrones of true Relieion and 
brought them to great diftrelTe: and among!? the r-ft 
he lud one, that was a defperateyong Ruffian, and 
Jiardned to euery bould attempt oflewd and wicked 
bchauiour. This fellow was the Ringleader and Cap. 
tamed: all the rout. He was wont to attach men in 
the very market place , and to draw them away by 
force, as alfo to abufe them with great reproach and 
to beate and buffet them with his files: and not onely 
teat, but he brake downc theirdores, and entree! their 
lOiiles by force, and was ncuer afliamed to take very 
reuerend men , and graue Matroncs, and in vilianous 
manner to draw them out by the cares. And that I be 
not long in describing his lewdnes, I w iU only f ec down 

s * 

° one 
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one haynous fad of his, which he pradifed againft ve¬ 
ry notableandfamousmetuby which a man may eafi- 
ly aiue a gheile, how wickedly he behaued himfelfe to- 
wards many others belides. 

Fir ft he came to a certaine common ftrumpet , and 
tould her, that certaine ftrangers were newly come to 
townc that deli red her company for a night. After this, 
he aflemblcd togeather fifteens royfting companions 
and placed them in ambufh, vndcr the hedges at the 
footeof the hill, and in the end thither he came with 
this lewd hufwife. When he had giuen the watchword 
to the Ruffians ( as they had before agreed) and percea- 
ued that they were ready who were priuy to all the 
plot, then he marcheth forward to the vttergateof 
the Inne where the Bifhops lay. And finding it open, 
(for he had corrupted one of the feruants for money 
and hired him to leaue it fo ) he fecretly conuayed the 
harlot into the houfe: that done, he (hewed her the 
dooreofthe chamber, wherin one of the Bifhops lay 
afleepe: he bid her to enter in: and the meane while he 
returnes to his ruffianly companions againe to fetch 
them forward. Euphrates ( for fo was the elder of the 
two Bifhops called ) flept in the vtter chamber. The 
other who was called Vincentim was withinffin an inner 
chamber, and had fet himfelf to fieepe . As foone as the 
naughty-pack had entred the Chamber doore, Eu¬ 
phrates hearing the trampling of her feete ,afked who 
was there ? When the harlot fpake, Euphrates was fore 
ag aft , and troubled in mind, for he imagined that it 
was the Diuell,and that he had counterfaired a womans 
Voyce, and prefently he cryed to Chrift our Sauiour to 
help him. But Onager the captaine of that feditioiis 

crew 
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crew before mentioned, entred into the houfe with 
his companions, he rayleth againft the Bilhops, calleth 
them wicked and vniuft Bilhops, becaufe they were 
minded to excrcile a wicked and wrongfull judgement. 

A great outcry was rayfedon a fodaine: the feruants 
ran to fee what the matter was. Ftncmim arofe out 
°u r r v houlted the court gate, andfo feauen of 
thoie feditious Ruffians were apprehended. Onaaer 
with the reft efcaped. Amongft thofe that were appre¬ 
hended , the light hufwife was alfo ftayed. 

As foone as it was day the Bilhops gaue notice her-' 
or the Generali that came in their company: they went 
all to the Emperour* Court, and grieuoufly complained 
againft the bould and defperate praftiles of Stephen', they 
laid that his wicked crimes werefo mamfeft, that they 
needed neither■ judgment nor examinatio : the Generali 
e {claimed againft Stephen, more then all the reft: he be- 
ought the Emperour that his vniuft and lhameful dea- ' 
htig might be examined not in any Councel of Bilhops 
but rather in the ciuill Court before temporall Iudoes* 

& promifethth.it he for his owne part would dehuer 
ouer to be duly pnniflied fuch of the Bilhops Clercks as 
were accelTiry to the fa A. He alfo affirmed that Stephens 
ta&ours and Mmifters were worthy to drinke of the 
fame cup. 

But when Stephen with his malepart and fawfy mouth 
i eelaymed againft it, laying thatit was not lawfull to Priuiledge 
punilh any ofche Clergy ; it pleafed the Emperour and of tlie 
ms O Ulcers, that the matter fhould be heard at t!ie Clergv ‘ 
Court. Therefore the Strumpet was fir ft afked.who 
conducted her to the Bifliops lodging ? A certaine yong 
man (laid ffie ) camevntomy houfe, and tould me tlm 
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ftrangcrs were come to townc, and that they defired 
my company. He departed and came againe in the eue- 
ning^and brought me along to their lodging* Next after 
fhe could them , how he fought out a fort of Ruffianly 
companions, and finding them ready at hand , brought 
them in at the gate of rhe Ytter Court, and fo into 
the houfe : this done he commanded her to enter into 
the chamber. Moreouer the flrumpet declared Ynto 
them , what the Biihop allied her, and how he was 
amazed vvithfeare, and called on God for help - and 
lafily howthefe (editious fellowes brake into the houfe 
by force. 

HOW STEPHEN WAS 
depofed of his Bijhopruke . 

CHAP, X, 

W Hen thefe things were noyfed abroad, 
the Judges comatinded theyongeft of them 
that were apprehended to be brought into 
the Court, who prefently difeouered all the plot, and 
declared plainly, that Onager was the author or it. Who 
alfo being at laft taken, and brought into prefence, con¬ 
ferred that he was fuborned and vrged by Stephen to 
execute that bould attempt. When Stephens lewd be- 
hauiourwas thus detected, comandment was giuen 
to the Biihops then prefent, to depriue himofhis Bi- 
fhopneke , and finally they chafed him out of the 
Church . 

fJeyther was the Church for ali this cleerly purged 
from the fpot of Arianhwtfy : for there fucceeded to 

Stephen 
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Stephen in the gouernmentofthat Church, one Leon- 
tm a Phrygian borne, a manofpolitikeandfubtill wit 
that might well be compared to the rocks that are co- 
ucred with the wanes ofthefea: ofwhomlihal] haue 
occaiion to fpealce anonc . At that time Cenflantm ha¬ 
iling plainly perceaued thefe fraudulent prabtifes in¬ 
tended againft the Biihops, wrote his Letters to the 
great Atbanafim, once, twice, and now the third time 
toperlwade him to returne to Alexadriaivam the Weft! 
One Epiflleofhis, which indeed is butlhort, I will 
heere annexe vnto niy f-Iiftory.

CHAP. XII.

W H e n Athanafitts had receaued thefe letters 
he was moued to returne out of banifli- 
ment, and Conftantm receaued him with 
all courtefy, and willed him to take againe the charge 
ofthe Church of Alexandria* But yet there were certains 
Courtiers infedted with th q Arian herefy,and in great 
authority and fauour with the Emperour, whofaid that 
Athanajhts ought in reafon tograunt one Church ynto 
them, that were not of his communion. When they 
had tould this to the Emperour, and the Emperour 
againe to Athanafm , Athanafm anfwered, that indeed 
it was his part to yield ynto that which the Emperour 
commaunded : but yet if it pleafed him,he would make 
amotion to him alfo for a like matter, and intreat him 
to graunt In's requeft . The Emperour promifed him 
that lie would with a very good will graunt him his 
petition , whatfoeucr it was. He replyed faying: That 
there were diners people at Antioch who rerufed to 
communicate with them that poffefled the Churches 
there , and that they alfo had ncedofa Church, and 
therefore lr were great reafon to giue them one. When 
the Emperour gaue his confent, and well allowed of 
Athanafm demaund , as a thing very in if and reafo- 
fiable \ the grand Captaines of the hereticall faction 
anfwered plaincly, that the Churches fhould not be 
giuen to the one nor ihcother. This was thccaufe that 

moued 
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moued Conflantius to baue Athanafm in great admi- 
ration > and to fend him againe to Alexandria, for that 
Gregory waslate y departed this life, bailing bin flame 
by his owae flock the people of. Alexandria .As foone as 
the Alexandrians beheld their Paftour, they began pre- 
fently to feaft and banquet, commaundirm all the 
people y to keep high and folemneholy-daies, towel- 
com their Bilhop wit h great honour, and to fine praifes 
vnto Almighty God. ° r 

OF THE THIRD BANISHMENT ' 
and flight of Athanafius. 

CHAP. XIII. 

A T h a n as i v s had not long enioyed his Bi- 
lhopncke,but Con flans the Emperour refioned 
• his fonle into die hands of God. Then thofe 
who ruled Confldntm as pleafed themfelnes, put him 
in mind ofthe great variance betwene his brother and 
him, lor Athanafm his fake ; as alfo that therby the 
pndes of nature had bencalmoft broken afunder, and 
brother againft brother were ready to wage open warre. 

\v ith theie reafons Conftantim was fo incenfed, that he 
commaunded thamfm not onely to he banifhed . 
but alio to be put to death. Therefore fendino on eSe- 
laftiana. Duke with a great band of fouldiars to do the 
teat » he n S au ,1 hln) in char g e to apprehend Athanafm 
?r . vllIanous anci wicked malefaftour, and to 
dilpatchhim out of the way .Butin what order the 
Duke a {faulted Athanafm, , and how Athanafm efcapetf 
bis handes,no man can better report, then himfelf that 

fuffired 
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fufFered the danger, and efcaped beyond all expe£btio, 
For in his Apology wry teen in defence of his flight t 
thus hedifeourfeth , Let them make diligent inquiry of 
the manner of my departure, and they lhall vnderftand 
it by their owne followers : forfomuch as there were 
cercaiae Artiw who accompanied the fouldiers, both 
to giue them greater courage, and alfo to Ihew me vm 0 
them from among the relt, for otherwife they knew 
me nor. If all this will not moue their mindes,yet when 
they lhall heare what I haue to (ay hereafter, let them 
he quiet for very fhameof the world. The night was 
Ti ils n ° W come * arK ^ dyuersofthe people continued their 
f Vlgils euen vncill the morning, becaufe they looked for 

Communion the fame day. The meane (pace thither 
comes the Captaine with more then fiue thoufand 
fouldiars ,all well appointed , who befides other ji/vea- 
pous were armed fome with naked fwordes , tonic 
wich bowes and arrowes, and fome with clubs,as I 
faid before. And placing the fouldiars round about, he 
laydfiegeto the Church ,leaft any man fhould palTe 
out and efcape their hands. I for my part did not thinke 
it conuenient 10 forfake the people in fuch a tumult, 
but rather to endure any daunger whatfoeuer for the 
fafet^ of the. Therfore 1 fate ftill in my Bilhops Chaire, 
commaunding the Deacon to readaPfalme, and the 
people to harken attentiuely when this verfe (hould be 
PM ioa. recy ted , jQuoniam in (*culum mifericordUeitu , and then 
all togeather to depart the Church,and euerymanto 
returne home. 

But at length when the Captayne brake into the 
Cintron by force, and the fouldiars had befet the Chan¬ 
cell round about to take mo, then not onely the Clergy; 

but 
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but diuers of the Lay people there prefent gauc a pitti- 
full cry, and befought me that I would now depart. 

The more they inrreated , the more I refuted, fayino- 
tint 1 would neuer depart,vntill they were all gone out 
of the Church man by man. Therefore riling vp I co- 
maunded a prayer to be fayd , and willed them all tq 
goeout in the middeft of the prayer. Forltould them 
that better it was for me alone to abide the venture, 
then that any of my people lhould fufFer hurt. Here up 5 
diuers of the company lftued forth, and the reft follo¬ 
wed after. But the Monkes and fome of the Clergy that Monkes, 
were prefent with me, came all togeather vp vntomy 
Seat, and drew me by plaine force out of the holy place. 
Wlierfore I take the Truth itfelfe to witnelie,that when 
part of the fouldiars had befet the Chauncell on euery 
fide, and part had com pail ed the Church round about 
(God Almighty being my guide and defender ) I efca¬ 
ped through tlie middeft of the multitude, ynfeene to 
them who fought me: giuing fpeciall praife vnto God 
for this, that the people were not betrayed by meanes 
of me , but that they were firft fent away without any 

harme, and I afterward efcaped fafe and found,out of 
mine enemies hands.

CHAP. XIIII. 

W II en x^dthanafiu* was thus efcaped out 
of their bloudy hands, the charge of thofe 
iheep was conined to another wolfe called 
T George

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George , one thatexercifed greater cruelty towards the, 
then eiter any Wolfe, Bears or Leopard did vpon 
feely fheep. For he conflramed vowed Virgins that had 
betaken themfelues to perpetuall Chaftity, not only to 
deny Athanapm comm union,but alfo to renounce their 
Fathers faith. He y(edone Sebaftian that was maifter 
of the Order of Knighthood , as his helper and compa¬ 
nion in ail his cruelty: who caufing a fire to be kindled 
in the midft of the Citty , heftnpt the Virgins ftarkc 
naked, and brought them to the hre fide, and bid them 
deny their faith : who (landing there in open fight (a 
piety full and heauy fpefl acle both to Chriftiansand In¬ 
fidels) accompted that lhamc and difgrace to be the 
greateft honour in the world , and with ioyfull harts 
fufFered themfelues to be beaten for the faith of Chnft. 

But let vs heare their Pallor Atba#afiM fpeake him- 
felfe, who hath plainly recorded all the matter, for thus 
he writeth . Then George who by them was lent thither 
out of Cappadocia, came to the Citty in the time of Lent, 
6c profited fo wel,that he increafed by his own induflry 
the bad qualities which he learned of the . Foraffoone 
as Taller week was ended,then a man might haue feene 
the Vlrgins call intopnfon, the Billiops bofid in chains. 
Sc lead away by fouidiars,\Viddowes 8c Orphans thruft 
out of their houfes, great fpoyles to be done on euery 
fide, breaking downeof doores, and robbing of fami- 
lyes. Then were Chriftians drawne away outof their 
lodgings by night, the doores of their houfes nay led vp, 
and the brothers of Clergy men put in ieopardy of their 
lines for their brothers fakes , 

This was a lamentable and rufuli cafe, God wote, 
but y t more lamentable werethe things wh-ich they 

attempted 
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attempted after. For in the weeke next after the holy 
feaft ofWhitfontide the people after they had farted, Ember 
went forth to pray into the Churchyard , becatife they tc/whit- 
all abhorred to communicate with George . But artoone fontide 
as that notorious Varlet vnderftood therof, he egged y eares 
forward Sebaftian the Maifter of the Order of Knight- a ^ oe ‘ 
hood to fet vpon them. This Sebaflian was an heretike TheCa- 
oftheSedt of the CMamfices : he therfore with a band tholikes 
offouldiars, all well appoynted with armour,naked forfooke 
fwords , bowes and arrowes, ran vpon the people with |]k e ^ ere '* 
maync violence ,and that vpon no other day but Son- Churches 
day: and finding but few of the company there at 
prayer ( for the greateft part was gone home by reafon 
that the home was part) he committed filch horrible 
crimes, as well became a man of his profeffion . Firft: 
he caufed a great fire to be made, he fet the Virgins 
hard before the flames, and began to force them to (ay, 
that they profefled the Arian faith . When he faw that 
he could not oucrcome them fo, and they defpifed the 
fiery flames, he ftript them naked, and did buffet them 
fofore about the face, and the eyes, that their owne 
acquaintance could hardly know them. 

Moreouer they apprehended fourty men , & whipt 
them after a Arrange and vnwonted manner. For they 
tooke palme- twigs newly cut from the trees, which had 
yet their (harp prickes vpon them , and did fopittifully 
teare their backs therwith, that many of them were 
faine to goe to the Surgeons to pull out the thornes that 
ftuckfaftin their flefh : others that were not able to en¬ 
dure the torment gaue vp the ghoft. But all thofe men 
that yet remained alyue together with the Virgins, 
were batjifhed into the great Oafs . The bodies of thofe 
T z that 
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that were dead, would not be granted vnto their fried*, 
but the fouldiars 1 eft them vnburyed, and hid them 
as pleafed themfelues , to make the people belieue that 
they were not guihy offo crueil a fad. This did thofs 
delperate mad fellowes being blinded with errour and 
in if belief. But when the kinred &: acquaintance offuch 
as were deceafed began to reioyce that their friendes 
died in confeffion o i the faith , as alfo to contymie in 
lor row and heauines for the ioffeof their bodies, then 
the cruelty of the enemyes appeared more and more to 
their great lliame and diferedit. 

Furthermore they fpeedily fent into banifliment 
the Bilhops of Egipt and Lybia . to wit, Ammonia *, Mu- 
iti4> Cams r Philo Hermes i Plenius, Pfenofcns , Ndamcnon , 
A gap las , Anagamphus , Marcus, Dr aeon tins , another 
Ammonias, another Marcus al(o , Athenodoras, and 
with all Hierax, and Diofcorus Priefts. And chafing 
them out of their natiue countrey, they handled them 
with fuch fpite & cruelty, that diuers of them departed 
this life/om e in the way,and fome in the place of bam- 
fitment. For they put to death more the thirty Bilhops, 
and after theexapleof ^Achab, they bufied themfeh es 
about nothing els, but vcterly tofupprefle the truth . 

Thefame Athanafius alfo wrote letters of comfort 
vnto the forefaid Virgins, that endured thofe bitter 
torments. In which letters he fpeaketh as followeth. 
Be none of you all (quoth he ) in forrow and heauines, 
for that thofe wicked perfons do deny you buryall, and 
commaund that none lhall accompany your coarfes to 
the graue ( for this was the laft pageant of all the Arim 
tragedy ) though they bar the gates, and lyehouering 
about the fepulchers like vnto fpintes 9 to Watch that 
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the coarfes of the deceafed be not buryed . Thefeand 
fuch ocher foule offences were done by George at A - 
kundria . But Saint Athanafius thought no place fo 
well fortified, that he might be fafe therin . efpecially 
when as theEmperour had commaunded, that either 
hefhould be brought to him alyue,orif he were not 
lining, to bring his head , and had promifed a large re¬ 
ward to him that fhould do it. 13 

0 E THE COFNCELE 
of Millaine. 

CHAP. XVo 

A Lthovgh the Emperour Conflantius was 
fame to goeinto Europe with a mighty army 
to encoucer with the Tyrant Magnentius 3 who 
after the death of Conftans inuaded the Empire of the 
Weft: yet notvvithftandingall this could not appeafe 
the cruel war, which he had waged again ft the Church. 
For the Arians perfwaded Conftantius , being a man of a 
mutable mind, &infe<fted with the bane of the t^Arian 
herefy, that he fhould call a Councell at Millaine a Citty 
of Italy 3 and firft of all to compel! the fame Counccll 
to ratify the depofition of certaine Bifliops,who had 
bene one after another depofed by thofe wrongfull 
Judges at Tyrus, and next to excommunicate <^Athana- 
fius , and to frame a new Creed, and forme of faith . 

When the Bilhops therefore had receaued the Em- 
perours letters, they met indeed at Millaine, but yet they 
would not abyde that any (uch thing ihould be enacted: 
l ^y rather they rebuked the Emperour to his face, as 

T 3 one 
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one that comaunded a moft wicked & open vniuftice: 
and for this their liberty of fpeach they were bany fhed 
out of their Churches, and condemned to inhabite in 
the vttcrmoft boundes of the world. Of all this whole 
matter the BlelTed Athanafim wrytethin his Apology 
informs following . 1 

Who is able (faith he) to exprefle in wrytino- the 
wickednesby them committed } For of late when the 
Churches enioyed a calme and quyet peace, and the 
people afTcmbled themfelues to their wonted prayers, 
Liberm Bilhop of Rome , Vaultnm Bilhopofa princypall 
Cicty of Frame , and Bionyfius Bilhopofa princypall 
Cmy in Italy , a*'d Lucifer Billiop of the princypall 
Cicty of the Hand Sardinia , and Eufcbius al(o a Bilhop 
of Italy \ all thefe, becaufe they were good Bilhops and 
preachers of truth, were apprehended vpon a fuddaine, 
and fent into banilhment, for no other caufe or crime 
at all, but for that they would not confent to the Arm 
herefy, nor yet fubLrybe to their flaunders and falfe 
accufaiions, which they had forged againft vs. 

And as for the great Ofim that reuerend Father and 
true Confeffor, verily T think it but labour loft to make 
any mention of him . For who doth not know that 
they a!fo condemned him to be banifhed, whenashe 
was no mcaneor obfeure man, but famoufly knowna 
throughout the world . For in what councell had not 
he the primacy ? And who did notyeld to his perfwa- 
fions, whenfoeuer he difputed in matters of faith ? Or 
what Church is there wberin he did not leauefome 
famous monument of his good gouernment ? Who euer 
came vnto him forowfull , but departed ioyfnll ? Who 
cuer recjnefted help of him in neceffity,but had his 

defire? 
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defire ? All this notwithftanding, they were neuer 
alhamed to fpn out their venom againft him,becaufe he 
vvasfo well acquainted with the forged crimes which 
the)' had wickedly patched togeachcrTthat he would not 
fubferybe to their falfe accufations againft vs. Thus far 
AthaMjitu . 

By this that is here allcadged, a man may ealily per- 
ceaue how wickedly they behaued them felues towards 
chefe holy men. And as concerning the treacherous 
prachfes which the Captaines of the Ar'tan band con- 
fpired againft diuers others, the fame K^/ithanafhns in the. 
forefaid Apology dedareth at large. Whome ( faith he) 
did the Arians euer purfue, but if they tookeiiim , they 
did not abufe him , as pleafed themfdues r Whome did 
they euer fearch out and fynd, but they handled fo, that 
cither he died miferably , or loft thevfeof his limmes 
by racking?For whatfoeuertheludges did decree,thofe 
fell owes did firft put it into their heads, nay rather the 
lodges were but the Minifters Sc executioners of thofc 
mens wills and wicked defignments . In what place 
(I pray you) haue they not leftbehind them (ome nota¬ 
ble memory of their cruelty ? Who euer lhewed himfelfe 
anaduerfary to their fe<ft and opinion, but they cun¬ 
ningly forged fome falfe accufation againft him, as le- 
ubcldu] ? What Church hath notbeeue brought into 
henuinesby theirconfpiracies r Forthe Church of Jn- 
tiocb mourneth and lamenteth for Euflathius the Con- 
felTor, their true Catholike Bilhop. The Church of 
SnUnea bewayleth the lo (To of Euphrstu. The Churches 
of Pontus and Antaractus pity fully complaine for JQuw- 
tianus a;ul Carterius . Acirtanoplt weepethto fee hetlelf 
bereft of the godly Etttropius ,and Lucius his SuccefTor: 

which 
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which Lucius they To loaded with boults and fetters 
that it coil: him his life. Moreouer the Church of Ancyru 
mourned fore for the lolls of Marccllus , Bcroea for Cyrus 
and Gaza fov Ajclepas. For thefe men after many foule 
abides offered them, werefent into bamlhmenc lon» 
ago, by meancs of thele wily foxes. 0 

Beiides, they procured fearch to be made for Tbeo- 
dulus and Olympius Btlhops of Thracian alio for me and 
my Pi lefts, meaning to cut of our hcades if we mioht 
be found. And peraduenture that had bene our deftniy 
indeed , if we had not at that very inftant efcaped their 
hands a gain ft their wills. For again!! Olympius they had 
written their letters to Domtus the Proconful, and 
againft me to Phtlagrius. Such were the mifehiefs which 
thefe fellowes imagined againft holy and vertuous 
men . Ofuts before mentioned was Biihop of Corduba, 
who as he deferued grear praife in the famous Councell 
of (o alfo in the Councell of Sardica he highly 
furpafted all the reft . 5 1 

Ithinkeitnotamiftetolaydownein this place the 
free liberty of fpeach vfed by the mol! excellent Biihop 
Liberius , difputing in defence of the truth: and that 
notable conference which pafled betwene him and the 
E mperour Conjlantius . For it is all edmitted to wrytin°- 
by fuch godly men as then lyued : forfomuch as it a 
thougnt to be a matter of great f.irce,ro whet the minds, 
and (tyr vp the affections offuchasare dehohted with 
matters of Religion. This Liberius , when Julius the 
SuccclTor of SUueflcr was deceafed, gouerned the 
Church of Burnt.

C pNsi-ANTivs. We for our part in re. 
fpea that you arc a Chnftian, and Bifhop of our 
owne Citty, did therfore thinke it neceffary to 
lendforyou, and to giueyou counfaiie to forfakethe 
communion oft|ut defperateand wicked man Athanu- 
jius . For the whole world hath giuen cenfure that it 
hecommeth you fo to do. Alfo there is a Decree of a 
Councell part againft him, which hath denounced him 
txcomunicate. L i b e r i v s . The cenfures of the 
Church ( O Emperour ) are to be giuen with great in- 
difterency, and npc-judgement. Wherfore if it feeme 
good vmo your Clemency, giue commaundment that 
the matter be examined : 8 c ifitfofall out, that Athcm- 
Juts hath deferued to be condoned ,then ihali fen ten ce be 
pronounced againft him, according to the forme of the 
Churches proceeding . For it is not lawful! to condene 
any man whofe caufe we neuer judged . Const. 
The whole Councell hath giuen fentence againft him 
already, both for his lewd behauiour, and forhis fubtill

A ftrange cafe, and differing very far from the office 
of Chriilians. Constant. Notfo, for in the 
Councell kept at Tyrm for Athanafm his caufe, judg¬ 
ment was «iuen there in his owne prefence , and all the 
Bifiiops of the worlds which there met, did pronounce 
fentence of condemnatio again ft him.. Liberivs, 
Cerrameiy hiscaufe was neuer examined when hehim- 
feife was prefent. For the Bifhops that met there con¬ 
demned him after he was departed out of the Counccll. 
And without doubt a they condemned him rafhly and 
vnaduiledly. 

Hecre E v s e b i v s the Eunuch fpake: 
%^4thanafim{c[\\Qx\\ he) was in the N/cene Councell de¬ 
clared an enemy to the Catholike faith . Liberi- 
v s. Onely fiue which fayled in his company gaue 
judgment againft him in c JMarectes \ who indeed we»e 
fent thither by his aduerfaries,that they fnould firft find 
him guilty, and afterwards fet forth libels againft him. 
And of them that were thus fent, two are departed this 
life, to wit, Theogim and Theodora *: the other three, 
that is to fay , Maris , Patens ,and Vrfacias are yet aline: 
who being fent vnto the Conn cell of Sardica , about 
this matter, gaue theirfentencewhere concerning this 
controucrfie ; and exhibited theirfupplicationsthereto 
the Counccll, craning pardon for that they had in Ma¬ 
rches publifhcd infamous libels againft Athanafm , ve- 
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ry partially in fauour of the contrary part: which (im¬ 
plications of theirs 1 haue here to (hew. Whether of 
thefe parties( OEmperour) isitourpartto beheueand 
communicate withall, either thofewho firft condem¬ 
ned them, and after defired pardon: orels with them 
by whofe fentence they are no w condemned ? 

Heere E p i c t e t v s the B.fhop fayd : It is 
not for any matter of faith , O E mperour, that Lileriut 
doth maintaine this argument, nor for any deiire to e- 
xecute the Ecelefiafticall Decrees: but onely that he 
may make his brags among the Roman Senators, that 
he hath got the victory of the Emperour in deputation 
Constant. What Liberia ' Doth fo meat a 
part of the world rely vpon you, that you onely dare 
fupport fo lewd a man , and therby difturbe and breaks 
the peace of the whole world ? Liberivs. Ad¬ 
mit that it be fo, as you fay, that it is I alone ; yet for 
all that, is the caufe of our fait h nothing lm pay red ther¬ 
by: for once atfo there were found but three that refi¬ 
tted the commandement of a King. Then E v s r, n . 
the Eunuch fpake as followeth: You (find he) make 
our Emperour another Kabtuhodonofor . Liber. 
Not fo good Syr: but this I fay, that as rafhly do you 
condone a man , that was neuer iudged, as he did once. 
But I do thinke it reafonablc, that firft the Bifhops doe 
generally fubferibe their names, and confirme the faith 
of the Nkcnc Councell: next that our banilbed bre'hre 


be called home,and reftored euery one to his owne Seat, 
and then if it fhalbe pruned that thefe fellows who haue 
ray fed thefe tumults do agree with the Apoftohkc faith, 
we will go altogeather to Alexandria, to the very place, 
where the party accufed , and his accufers, and the P.i- 
V a trone 
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tron of their caufe do abide,and hailing diligently exa¬ 
mined all the caufe, let vs giue fentence therof with one 
confent. Epictetvs. There are neither hor- 
fes, mules, nor wagons to be had to furnifli the Bifhops 
in their iourney thither . Liberivs. The 
btifines of the Church hath no need of the common 
carryage, forfomuch as the Church hath wealth and a- 
bility f’uflicient to conuay her Biihops to the fea fide* 
Constant. Such things as are well eftablilhed 
already , may not be diftolued . For the Decree offo 
many Biihops ought to preuaile and ftand in force. Yoii 
are the onely man that profeffeth to be his friend . 
Liberivs. It was neuer yet heard ( O Emperor) 
that when the defendant is abfent, theludge fhouldce- 
fure him guilty of any hay nous crime: which were in¬ 
deed to ihew his pnuate hatred and malice againft the 
man. Cons tan t. Though he hath done iniu* 
ry to all men in generall, yet he hath offered me a fou¬ 
ler abufe then all the reft . For after that my eldeft bro¬ 
ther Conftantin? was flayne, he was not fo contented, 
but he vrged continually my yonger brother Conftans to 
picke quarrels againft me, and indeed we had broken 
intoopen hoftility , had not I with a milder fpirit en¬ 
dured the rage of the one, who was incenfed with an¬ 
ger ; and the other that did incenle him. Wherefore I 
do not make fo much accomptof the noble vidory got¬ 
ten vpon Mngmntm and SiluAmu , as I would of this, 
to fee Athanafita depriued of his Eccleffafticall charge. 
Liberivs. Yet do not reuenge your malice vpon 
Biihops: for the handesof Eccleffafticall men are to be 
occupied in bleflingand hallowing . Wherefore if it be 
your pleafure, commaund the Biihops to be reftored to 
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their owne Seates; and if they lhalbe found to agree in 
opinion with him who doth now defend the true and 
vndoubted faith of the Nicene Councell, then let them 
anemble themlelues togeather, and fettle the world in ' 
peacekaft you Ihould feeme toopprefl'e an innocent 
man. Constant. One clung I afkc c f you 
and no more: that you will communicate with other 
Churches, and (oto returne to Rome zgzme. Therefore 
haue reped to peace, fubfenbeand returne to Rome.

About two daies after, when judgment was part 
againft Lioeriiu the Emperor banilhed him into Be roe a 
i a Thr acta .When Liberia departed thence, the Em- 
perour lent him hue hundred crownes to beare his 
charges. But Liberia fayd to the meftenger, goe home 
and giue the Emperour ins crownes againe , for he 
ha th need of them to pay his fouldiars . The Emprefte 
alio lent him as many, but he required the man that 
brought them to giue them to the Emperour alfo, for 
(laid he } they will ferue his turne very well to fet 
forward his Martial! affay res: and if he hath no need 
ot them himfelf let him beftow them vpon Auxentins 
and £p/tfetus t for they haue need of them . When he

CHAP. XVII. 

L Ib e ri v s that valiant Champion and ftouc 
defciidourofthe truth, tookehis iourney dire¬ 
ctly into Thracta , as he was commaunded . A- 
bout two ycares after, C onjl anti us came to Rome ; but 
the wyucs of the noble Senators of the Citty bdoughc 
their hufbands to intreat the Emperour, that their 
Paftour Liberius might be reftored agame to his flock; 
5c vnlcs they would perfwade the Emperour therunto, 
they threatned that they would forfake their hufbands, 
and all together repaire to the place where their famous 
Paftour was. To whom the hufbandes anfwered : that 
they ftood in great feare of the Emperours difpleafurc, 
& perchance might leefe his fauour for euer. But (faid 
the Senators) if your felues will go to intreat the Em¬ 
peror for Liberius 3 he will doubtles graunt yefur requeft: 
for one of thefc two thinges will come to pafle, that 
cither he Will yoldtoyour petition, or if he cannot be 
perl waded-to that, at the lead he will difmiflcyou fafe. 
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When thole excellent women had heard this counfell 
they went vnto the Emperour, arraied in brane and 
gorgeous attire, as their manner was, that he might 
know them for noble women , and fo fhew the more 


r , , -j iniiw uic more 

comely towards them. 

When they came vnto him, they humbly requefted 
him to take compaffion on the Citty bereft of her 
paftour, and left open to rauening wolues. To whom 
the Emperour anfwered, that the Citty had no need of 
another Paftour for that it was prouided of one al¬ 
ready - For he that fucceeded in Liberia his roome, ' 
was a faithful! Deacon of his named Felix: who *11- 
t.KHioh hmdelf kept found and pure the faith of the 
%tanc Councell, yet notwithftanding he did freelv 
communicate with thofe that fought to deface it. And 
for tins caufe, none of the Cutkens ofi?^ would 
enter into the Church as lone as he was there: which 
thing the women did alfo fignify vnto the Ernoerour. 
Whereupon his minde cud fo relent, that he ftramht 
commaunded Liltriw to returne to Rome , and both of 
diem to gouerne the Church together. Therefore when 
me Em permits letters were read in the Theater the 
people cried out that the Emperours determination 
was very reasonable, for ( faid they ) the audience here 
pieicnt, aredemded into two partes, wherofech hath 
his name according to the feuerall colours they weare 
and tnereforeisis meete that the one Bifhop gouerne 
the one fort, and the other the other. When the people 
had thus lefted at the Emperours letters, they gauea

A Fter that the defenders of the faith were 
driuen away, then they who ruled the Empe- 
ror as pleafed themlelues, thinking now to 
quell downe for euer that faith which oppofed itfelfa- 
gainft them and their Sear, and to eftablilh thedoarine 
ofo/r/«j, perfwaded Conflantius that he Ihould call a 
Councell of Bilhops both of the Eaft and Weft to Art- 
minum : and to giuecommaundement that thefe wordes 
Suh(lance and Corfu b(lant mil ( which the Fathers had in- 
ueted as a ftrong bulwark to batter downe the peftilent 
Se<ft of Arius) fliould be blotted out of thee Creed. For 
they fayd that thefe wordes were the caufe that brought 
all the diflemion into the Church . But when the Bi- 
fliops weie come to Artminum , fuch of them as were 
: ftained with the fpot of the Aria herefy laboured by co¬ 
ning Drifts & Heights to dazcl the eyes of their fellows 
and efpecially the Bilhops of the Weft, being nothing fo 
fubull as the other, but harmles and plaine meamiw 
men .For they faid that the body of the Church oupht 
not to be rent afunder for a word or two, and thole not 
Written in the holy Scripture: but rather that wemuft 
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fay, the Sonne to be like vnto his Father in all things. 
And as concerning the word svjstance, that 
was to be left out, becaufe it is not found in all the 
Scripture. 

But the Bilhops perceauing their crafty meaning 
gaue fentence ofexcomunication againft them that fo 
laid,andfigmfyedtheir mindes to the Emperour bv 
letters, faying that they were the fonnes and heires of 
thofe Fathers that met in th sNicene Councell. And if it 
ihould fo come to pafle,that they Ihould either diminylh 
or adde any thing to that which was well ordained by 
them, they Ihould proue themfelues bafe8c degenerate 
children : for by fo doing they ihould feeme to con- 
demne their owae Fathers. But the Epiftle it felfe 
which they wrote vnto Conflantius will more liuelv 
lhew forth their perfect forme of faith. 7 

THE EPISTLE OF THE 
Councell of Ariminum, to the Emperour 
Conftantius. 

CHAP. XIX. 

W H E r A s both the commaundement of 
God and your gracious ordinance doth 
fo require: we haue therefore ratified by 
our common confent fuch matters of faith as haue bene 
determined long agoe .For here we arc come to Arimi- 
mm, all the Bilhops oftne Weft, to this end, that both 
the faith of the Cathohke Church may be made more 
famous, and her Aduerfaryes knowne and dete&ed 
to the world. Therefore after long deliberatio it pleafed 

X vs 
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vs to hould faft and to defend foreuer that faith which 
hath bene deryued from our Anceftours, and yet con. 
tinueth, which was preached by the Prophets, by the 
Euangelifts , and laftly by the Apoftles, throughrhe 
grace of our Lord lefus Chrift, who defendeth the 
Empire, and keepcthyou in profperous health. For it 
feemed to vs to be very abfurd,or rather wicked, to 
change any part of that which hath bene well and 
rightly determined already, and which hathbehevery 
exactly filled and debated by the Fathers of the Nicene 
(-ottnce’l, b\ the help of the Noble Empeiour your 
Father Condantine : which dodrineand fentence hath 
come to the cares and mindes of all men , and hath bene 
openly preached in euery place. By force of which 
dod,trine oneJy , the herefy of Arius hath bene beaten 
downe , and quyre defaced: and by meanes of the fame 
doa nne not onely that,but other herefies alfo haue bene 
rooted out. Wherto, to adde any thing is a dangerous 
To altera- matter, and to take any thing away from it, is alfo peri. 

1 f l ! s • if either of thefe things fhould happen, the 
<icntfaith. Adueriaryes will take fogreata fcope, that they will 
giucth li bouldly aduenture to do what pleafe themfelues.Ther- 

heretickes Vr ( a ™ s ? nd Valens > becauf e they had entangled 
(to do rheir mindes Jong lince with the Arian dodrine, and 
■vvhat they for that caufe were parted from our communion, to the 
j ‘ end the y «n>ght be receaued into the fame againe, they 
v deni cd penance and abfolution of fuch crimes^ wherof 

f enancc * ™cir owne conference did find them guilty^as it plain- 
ly appeareth by their owne wrytings . For which 
caufe all their faults were pardoned and forgmen. 

This was done during the tyme of the Councell of 
I iMillaine, and that in prefence of the Priefts of the 

Church 
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Church of Rome . We therefore vnderftanding that 
Conjlantine Prince worthy to be remembred of all 
pofterity, tooke great paines, that the faith which was 
let forth at Nice fliould be diligently examined and 
tryed: we thought it very abfurd ( he being baptized 
and departed hence vnto that refting place that was 
due vnto him ) that we Ihould renew,or alter any thing 
in the fame faith, and by fo doing, vtterly to let at 
naught fo many holy ConfefTors and Martyrs as were 
authors and founders of this dodrine, who did euer 
belieue as the old lawes of the Catholike Church did 
require, and did fo contynue vntill their death. Whofe 
faith God Almighty by the meanes of our Lord lefus 
Chrift hath brought downe, euen to the time of this 
your Empire. By whofe help your Empire is fo enlarged 
that you do rule and raigne thoughout all the world. 

But on the contrary fyde thofe miferable and defpe« 
rate minded men, being enraged with a very brayn- 
fitke humor, haue made tbemfelus preachers of that 
wicked dodrine, and do labour to ouertbrow and fup- 
prefle the truth. For presently when this Councell was 
aflembled at your comaundement, they openly difclo- 
fed all the fecrets of their crafty meaning , and finding 
Germ anus , Auxentius *n<\ Cams the authors of fedition 
and difeord, to be of as variable a mind as themfelues, 
they laboured by fubtilty and tumults, to make fome 
new Decrees. Whofe dodrine although it was but one, 
yet it farrefurpafled all kind ofblafphemy whatfoeusr. 
Butasfooneasthey vnderftood, that they were not of 
the fame opinion, nor that they would confpire with 
them in their defperateadions, they departed Sc came 
hither to the Gouncell, as though they were minded to 
X 2 fubferibe 
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fubfcribe to the contrary opinion • But within a fliort 
while after, their meaning was plainely difeouered „ 

Wherefore that the Church may not hereafter be 
tofled with thefe violent ftormes,ancl that things be not 
thus turned vp fide downe with tumult and confufion, 
itfeemed good vmovs,both that the old decrees do 
ftill ft and in force , and a!fo that thofe fellowes be vt. 
terly excluded from our communion. And for this caufe 
wehaue fent our Legates with letters vnro your Cle¬ 
mency, toaduertife you of the mind and fcntence of 
this Councell, to whom alfo we haue giuen in charo-e^ 
that aboue all things they confi-me the truth by the 
authority and euidenceof- the ancient Canons, which 
hauebene well eftablilhed long agoe: as alfo that they 
fignify to your Highnes, that the way to make peace, 
is not (as Vrfac'm and Vale ns laid ) to breake the good 
lawes and ordinances already made (for is irpofiible 
that they can be authors of peace who breake the bands 
of peace ? ) but rather it will caufe great variance and 
feditio both in other Cntyes,& fpecially in the Church 
of Rome. 

Wherefore we befeech your Clemency > that you 
will accept our meflage with fauourable eares, and 
louing countenance; and that you will notfufferany 
nouelty or alteration to be made to the dilhonourof 
them that are deceafed: but rather giue vs leaue to ftand 
vnto that, which hath bene well ordained by our 
Aunceftors,whom we are well allured to haue handled

eucry thing with great wifedom 8c diferetion, through 
the a fit fiance of the holy Ghofl.For the new doclrine 
of thefe good fellowes maketh them that once belieued 


infidelity to become very infidels, and thofe that belieue not, to

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become crueJl perfecutors. We befeech you alfo, that 
fuch Bilhops as hue in banifhmet, & are fore opprelTed 
with ola age, and the heauy burden of poueny nuv 
by your Commaundement haue liberty to ?eturnc 

Churchei ^ 

Furthermore wea'fo requefl this thing of you.that 
nothing be taken away out of the old Decrees, nor 
nothing added; but that all things which haue bene 
obferued huherto from your bJefled Fathers dayes, mav 
Mrema.ne in force. And that hereafter you trouble 
vs no more with fuch matters as thefe, nor caufe vs to 
be 2 blent from our owne Churches, but let the Bilhops 
be refident among their flockes, that they may giue 
themfelues to prayer and feruice of God, with quiet 
minds, and fo to pray earneflly for your health, for the 
Empire, 8c for peace, which God of his goodnes bellow 
vpon you foreuer and euer. Our Legates do bring 
vnto you the names and fubferiptions of the Bifhops. 
They mall alfo by the teflimonies of holy Scripture in- 
forme your Clemecy, and certify you what is decreed. 

When this Epiflle was written, and the Legates 
lent with the fame, the principal Pillars of the Arum 
beet, being in great authority and fauour with the Em- 
perour,tooke thefaid Epiflle,and gaue it to the Em- 
perour, but would not fuffer the Legates themfelues to 
Jaue accefle vnto him, for the Emperors mind (as they 
iayd) was troubled with weighty affairesof the Com- 
mon-Wealth. This they did, thinking that the Bilhops 
would be weary with Haying fo long, that they would 
delire to returne to the Cittyes committed to their 
t arge. 8c fo be conflrained to ouerthrow that ftrong 

X j ramptre 
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rampire which they builded againft herefy.Butin vaine 
did they enterprise fo to do. For thofe noble champios 
of the faith wrote a fecond Epiftle vntothe Emperour, 
increating him both to receaue their Legates, and to 
difmifle themfelues from theCotmcell: which Epiftle 
I will alfo heere inlert in this my hiftory . 

ANOTHER EPISTLE OP

CHAP. XX. 

T O Conjlamius the Victorious Emperour, the 
Bifhops aftembled at Arim'tnum , greeting. We 
haue receaued your gentle Letters ( moft ho* 
ly Emperour) by which we perceaue , that by reafon 
of neceftary bufines of the Comon-Wealth, you haue 
no leafure to confer with our Legates . In which Let¬ 
ters alfo you comaund, that we heere abide till their re- 
turne, to the end your Wifdome may vnderftad of fuch 
things as are decreed,and agreed vpon by vs, according 
to the Deeres of our Forefathers. But now by thefe our 
Letters we doconfefte,and profefle vntoyou, that we 
will neuer depart from our purpofe, nor alter the mind 
that now we are in. We haue alfo ftraitly charged 
our Legates to do the like. Wherfore we humbly in¬ 
treat you, that with friendly countenance you read our 
Letters, as alfo to take in good part fuch things as wc 
haue charged our Legates to performe. 

Moreouer we would haue your Clemency to vn- 
derftandas well as we, howheauyand lamentable a

The false Creed set forth 
at Nice in Thracia. 

We belieue in one and the onely true God, the 
Father Almighty, of whom all things are . And in the 
only begotten Sonne of God, before all worldes, and 
before all beginning, begotten of God, by whom were 
made all thinges >ifibleand inuifible, the only begotten 
Sonne of his only Father, God of God, like to the 
Father that begate him , according to the Scriptures: 
whofe generation no man knoweth but only the Father 
that begate him. Him we know to be the only begotten 
Sonne of God ,fent from his Father: that he defeended 
from heauen, as is written, to deftroy finne and death; 
borne of the holy Ghoft,& the Virgin CMary according 
to the fleffi, as it is declared in the Scriptures : he con- 
uerfed with his difciples, and hauing accomplifliedall 
bis office , according to his Fathers will, he was cruci¬ 
fied, died,and was buryed. He defeended into hell, and 
made hell it felf to tremble for feare of him ; he rofc 
againe from death the third day ; heconuerfed with his 
difciples the fecond time, 5 c fourty dayes being expired, 
he afeended into heauen, and there fitceth at the right 
hand of the Father, and fliall come in the laft day of 
refurre&ion, with the glory of his Father, to render to 
cuery man according to his workes. And in the holy 
Ghoft, whom the very onely begotten Sonne of God, 
Chrift our Lord and God ; promifed to fend to man- 
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Jcind as a comforter (as it is written ) the fpirit of truth 
which he fent after he was afeended into heauen, and

CHAP. XXII. 

A N d that the forefaid forme of faith was chec¬ 
ked and controlled by all the Champions of 
the Truth , and fpeciaily by theBilhops of the 
Weft , it is manifeft by fach letters as they wrote to the 
Bifhops of Illyria * Among them that were Authors of 
thofe letters , Damafut obi.ayned the principal! place, 
who fucceeded vnto Liberm in the Primacy of the 
Church of Rome . He was a man endued with lingular 
gifts of vertue; and calling a Cotincellof ninety Bifhops 
out o f Italy and France , at Rome , whole names I would 
recite in t his place,if it were not a needles labour, wrote 
theft Letters in manner following. 

The Bifhops meeting togeather in the holy Goun* 
cell at Rome , Damafws , Valerians , and the reft , to our 
louing Brethren the Bifhops of Illyria ■ fend greeting 
in our Lord . Although we are fully per (waded, that 
you ( moft holy Priefts of God ) do hold fad the (acred 
faith, which was planted by the Apoftles,and do preach 
the fame to yonr people, which differeth nothing from 
the Decrees of the Fathers: yet notwithftanding we 
haue bene certified by our Brethren, both of France and 
Venice , that there are many that do wholy apply them- 
(clues to imbrace and fauour herefy . For remedy of 

which 
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which mifehief, not only the Bifhops ought to prouide 
but alfo when any errours ( either by the ignorance of 
fame tew. or by the fimplicity of them that follow falfe 
expoutions )i be crept into the Church: then ( I f av \ lt 
is the part of the Bifhops to oppofethemfeli.es aomnfl: 
them and wifely to prouide, leaft theflmple people 
ihould fall agameinto any falfe & variable doctrines: 
that whenfoeuer any contrary opinions are beaten in¬ 
to their eases, they may ftand ftoutly to their Fathers 
doctrine. 


For this caufe we haue giuen fentence, that Auxeti- 
be condemned by name. Whereforeall the I)odors 
of the law of God , within the Roman Empire, ought to 
bdieue according to the law of God, and not to corrupt 
the faith with variable dotftrines .For as fooneas the 
peltilent do&rine and blafphemy of the Brians began 
to mcreafe ( which alfo at this prefent hath fpreadit 
jelrrarreandneere) then behould our Fathers, three 
hundred and eighteene Bifhops (as alfo the * Bifhop * Soft 
o t etnoftholy Church of Rome ) held a Councell at ' n die 
Nice, With Which they fcnced our faith, as with a wall Grcekc 
tobeareofthedarts of thediuell, and with this whol- 
fomc antidote expelled the deadly poyfon of their 
enemies': infomuch that they commaunded all men to 
beheue, that there is one Subftance of the Father and 
the Sonne, one Godhead , one Vertue , one Powerful 
one Figure; and alfo that the holy Ghoft is of one and 
the fame Subftanceand nature as they are: and whofo- 
cuer fliould belieue otherwife, they condemned him 
as an excommunicate perfon. Which wholfome ordi¬ 
nance 8c lacred Decree of theirs, many men afterward 
Went about to breake and abrogate by new Decrees.

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But yet in the beginning , they, did partly amend the 
fault oi' them who were forced at Ariminum to alter and 
recant from the Niccne Creed, in that they confefled 
themfelues to haue bene leduced by a dilputation, 
houldcn at another time; as alfo that they thought their 
owne Creed not to be contrary to the meaning of the 
Nicene Councell. 

Neither ought the number of the Bilhopsthat met 
at Ariminum beany preiudiceheerunto,efpecially when 
it is well knowne , that the fame Creed was framed , 
- neither with confent of the Bilhop of Rome , whofe 
fentencewaste be looked for before all the reft,neither 
with the confcnt of Vincentiut , who bare the office ofa 
Bilhop with great praife, for fo many yeares togeather, 
nor of others belides. And which is moft of all, when 
as they themfelues (as we faid before) who through 
their enemyes policy fcemed to relent: yet afterward 
halting better considered of the matter, did plainly 
teftify that they vtterly difliked the forefayd Creed. 
Therefore yourdifcrcet and honeft mindes doplainely 
perceaue that this only faith which was firft eftablifhed 
at Nice , by the authority of the Apoftles, ought to be 
retained for euer. And not onely fuch Eafterne Bifhops 
as profefle themfelues to be Catholikes J; but alfo the 
Biihops of the Weft do glory of this faith,as welias we. 

Moreouer we do heere notifie vnto you , that 
whofoeuerareinfc&ed with any other opynion, fhall 
be feuered from our communion before it be lone, and 
loofe the name of Biihops jthatfo at length the people 
may be freed from their errour, and find time to breath 
and repofc themfelues. For theerrour of the multitude 
can neuer be well reformed, as long as the Biihops are

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enfnaredin the fame. Wherefore fee that yohr Reue^

Neither is it vnknowne vnto you (my louingbre- 
thren ) who hauing bene certified of ail that was done 
by them , whom you fent to Arim 'mum , that Vrjacm , 
¥alens\ tudoxim y Atixentius, and Hemophilus alio that 
was in their company , were depoied there, becaufe 
they, went about to make Decrees contrary to the Nb 
vene. Councelli Andwhen they were! required to de- 
nouncc anathema to the Arian herefie, they not only re- 
fufed fotodo b»ut Jabouredxodefend it with tooth & 
nayle . But notwithftanding there were almoit two 
hundred Bilhops, faithfull feruants. of our tord^ and 
right bdieuers, who decreed , that alh iliould cohde- 
feend to the Nicerte Councell * and not to belieue ior di¬ 
spute of any thing againft the fame. Thistbey figftifieil 
by their Letters to Conflantius f who had commaunded 
to call, the Councell j But they that were depofed of 
their Biflioprickes at Arirninum , went ftraighrtoO#- 
ftantitM , and procured that they who had giuen fentece 
of depolltion agamft them , fhould be Ihamefully rebu¬ 
ked j and terrified with threatnings, that they durft nos

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returne home their Churches, but remaine in Tbracia 
almoft ftarued with ithe cold of winter’, tobaRe then!

But if there beany that do commend the Councell 
oUnmimm, let them firftlhew the depofition of the 
fore laid men and then the Decrees of the Bilhops: to 
wyt, that nothing at all is to be called in queftioA be- 
fides that which the Fathers haue determined in the M- 
tm Councell, and that no other Councell is preferred 
before the fame. Burthefe matters they paffeouer in 
lilence: 6c they bring for themfelues the Decrees mad" 
in 7 -W that were extorted oftheBilhops by violece: 
wherby they (hew manifeftly,that they fauour the Sea 
of Arm , and haue forfaken the true and fincere faith 
For if a man Will compare the Nicene Councel with the 
later Councels of thefe good fellowes, he ihall quickly 
perceaue the ynfayned holmes of the one , and the 
brainheke madnes of the other. For theBilhops that 
met at Nut , came not thither, as men that were depo- 
K but as luch as confeffed the Sonne of God to be of 
one Subftance with the Father. But thefe men after they 
were depofed once, or twice before, and now the third 
time in the Coucell oS Arirninum , neuer were alhamed 
to fet downe in writing, that no man ought to fay, that 
God hath a Subftance or offence. Thus far Athlmfm.. 
buch were the Heights and fhiftes which the profef. 
iors of Aryanifme deuifed in the Weft, againft the do. 
finne of the truth.

CHAP. XXIIII. 

A Pter that Stephen the fucceflor of tlacidus , 
was expelled the Church, Leontius toke vpon 
him the.Primacy of the Church of ^Antioih: 
which dignity he obtained again ft the Canons of the 
Cone Hi- ^ tceHe Councell. For he had gelded himfelf with his 
oen.canj. °wne handes. The caufe that moued him to do that 
fa<ft, is reported in writing by the BlefTed Athanafm. 
Leontius (faith he) being accufed that be had .kept a 
* If the yojig woman called EuHolia, and being forbidden to 
ofPhefh vfc her company , did therefore * geld himfelf, that he 
Ld"hen might conuerfd with her freely without fufpition. But 
bene law- hauing bene once fufpedted , he could not cleere himfelf 
ienea^ ad macter • For this fad of his,becaufe he wasa 
■eafierre- Pnc ^»^ aggrauate matters againft him.Moreouer 
nK-c’.y to concerning his other behauiour,and manner of life, 
whhT Atbanajtui writeth thus. 

d!en la - .. Buc as concerning his wicked manners, andfubtill 
geld him- mifts, I will touch the in few words . Firft although he 
lelte. was fpotted with the filth of the Arian herefy: yet he 
laboured to couer it by his craft and pollicy. For when 
He (aid *' e ^ IW £ he Clergy, and lay people alfo deuided into 
GloriaVa- two fadiions, and that the one part,becaufe they would 
the § reater honour to the Sonne, added the con- 
Spiritit iuii&ion ( Bt : ) and that the other facStion did put the 
$mch* prepofition ( Per ) in the fame place j and when they 

canid 
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cametofpeake of the holy Ghoft, they added the pre- 
pofmon (/».•) he therefore mumbled yp all the GlorU 
Fatri clofely to himfelf, fo that they who were ne^'fl* 
vnto him could heare nothing, but this laft parcell 
tnfocula pumorum • r * 

If thefe had bene all the prankes he plated, and if 
he had done nothing els, to difeouer his voracious 
meaning then might a man with fome reafon fay 
that he did deuile this fliifc to make peace, &: to reconcile 
the people within themfelues. But when as he hath con- 
tryued fo many and fo hainous pradtifes againft the 
patrones of the Church , and hath foftered fo many 
lewd companions with all care and diligence: he hath 
plainely declared thereby , that he is a fecret Arian ; as 
aliothatheftandethin feare of the people, and trem- 
bleth at the fore threatnings giuen out by Conftantius 
againft them, that prefume to fay , that the Sonne is 
vnlike to the Father . That this was his meaning,itis 
plainebythe fequeleof things that happened .For if 
there were any that followed the Apoftohke dodhine , 
this Leontius neither prouided for them, nor gaue them 
any Ecclefiafticall dignity. But they which were 
blinded with the franticlce errour of Anus, by his 
tneanes obtained great authority, and were preferred 
to the holy Orders of the Church. 

At the fame tyme Aetius the Maifter of Eunomius 
(who by hisowne endeauorshad much enlarged the 
Arian herefy ) was made Deacon. But Flauianus and Deac otit. 
Diodorus, who profefled Monafticall life, and earneftly Monkes. 
defended the Apoftolicke dodlrine ,did openly rebuke 
Leontius for his confpiracies againft the faith; and faid 
tlu t Aetius was fo nulled in lewd behauiour, that he 
Z imagined 
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imagined nothing els, but how he might come to ho¬ 
nour by his naughty dealing , and by the fpoile of the 
Church, leeme to be worthy of the name of a Deacon . 
They threatned , that for this caufc they would forfake 
the communion of his Church, and goe into the weft 
to make report there of his treacherous dealing. This 
did fo terrify Leontius , that he put Aetins out of his of¬ 
fice, yet he neuer ceafed to hauehim in greatreuerece. 

Thofe two men worthy of admiration, Tlauianus 
and Diodorus , although they were not made Pnefts as 
yet, but numbred amongft the laity: yet for all that 
they ceafed not day and night, toftyrre men vp to the 
ft tidy of deuotion. They two firft deuided the Sinoers 
of the Church into two Quiers, and taught thern to 
ling the Malmcs of Diuidxch quier in his courfe: which 
Memo- ctll tome was firft begunne at Antioch ,and came from 
rivs of thence into all the world .They alfo aflerobled the de- 
Martyis uout people togeather at the Monuments of Martyrs, 
& there fpent the whole night in feruing and prayfing 
Vigils, of God togeather: which when Leontius perceaued, 
he thought it not the fafeft way to forbid them to 
do it, for he knew that thofe excellent men were en¬ 
tirely beloued of the people: but making a fmooth 
fpeach vnto them, tempered with flattering and gentle 
offers, he required them to do thofe offices in the 
Church.Therefore although they were well acquainted 
with his lewd demeanour, yet they were content to 
y leld to his requeft, and with ioyfull minds they called 
all their fellowes togeather into the Church, and there 

did fing prayfes vnto our Lord. 

But all this would not moue Leontius to bridle his 
malice, but vndgr the habite and ffiew of modefty, lie 
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far paffed Stephen^ Placidus in deteftable wickedn« 

For he preferred fuch men tobePriefts and SonT 
who were corrupted with f,!G A^ax ^jeacons,

For which caufe there were many Heretikes am^ ft 
the Clergy.

by mcidus and Stephen are fo many, that they would 
require a feuerall treatife : and fo gneuous thaTthev 
haueneed of that lamentable comp'Lt of Dauid. For ft 
may very fitly be applyed to thefe men : Behouldthlw 
onemeshAUefounded forth : and they that hate thee, haue 
hf cdvp he,rheades . They haue fbe^ed their malice ara'mf 
thy people: and taken counfell a^ainf thy Saints^Tblv 
fad come let -vs defray them from amon ? the people . 
mdlet the name of Ifrael be. remembred no more. Bui 
now I will returnc toprofecute the reft of my Hiftory.

CHAP. XXV. 

I T^ MA NiciAisa Citty fituate in the bor- 
dcrs ot G *hcia, Syria, and Cappadocia , within 
^ 2 the 
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the iurifdiftionof the Countrey of Euphratefid* Eudo- 
xim being Bifhop of that Church, when he heard of 
Leontius his death,came to i^Antioch in all haft, and 
thruft himfelf very ambitioufly into the Bilhopncke of 
that Citty, wafting our Lords vineyard like vnto a 
wilde boare. For he^cloaked not his wickednes vnder 
the vifour of vertue, as Leontius did, but raged openly 
againft the do&rine of the Apoftles, and perfecuted 
them with many miferyes, who fpake againft him. 
At the fame tyme Bafil fucceeded c Mmellu* in the 
Church of Ancyra , a principal! Citty of Galatia : and 
one Euftathm was Bilhop of Sebafia , a principall Citty 
of Armenia . Thefe two hearing of the outragious beha- 
uiourof Eudoxius, gaue notice therof by letters vnto 
the Emperour. At what time the Emperour Confiantm 
for the better curing offuch woundes as were giuen to 
the Comon wealth by the Tyrants, after he. had vtter- 
ly ouerthrowne the, kept his Courtin the Weft . Thefe 
twoBilhops being in great familiarity with the Em¬ 
perour , were put by him in great authority, by reafon 
of their commendable manner of life* 

OF THE SECOND COVNGELL 
tailed togeather at Nice. 

CHAP. XXVI. 

W H E N thefe things were noyfed abroad, 
Confiantm wrote his letters to the people of 
Antioch , fb let them know, that it was not 
his doing to prefer Eudoxius to the Bifhopricke qf that 
Church (for Eudoxius had giuen out fuch reports) and 
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therforehe commaunded that he Ihould both be chafed 
out of the Citty, and alfo punilhed for his behauiour at 
1Slice in Bythinia , and for the Colincell which he called 
thither . For Eudoxius had procureda Councell to be 
called at Nice, by help of them that were putin truft to 
follicite his matters in the Court. But God Almighty 
that gouerneth all,8c knoweth things paft and to come, 
as if they were prefent, hindred that Counccll by a 
ftrangeearthquake, which ouerehrew the greateft part 
of the Citty, and killed moft of the inhabitants. When 
the Bifliops there afTembled perceaued this, they retur¬ 
ned home to their Churches for feare. This thing as 
Ithinke is to be imputed to none other caufe, but only 
to the wifedome of God. For wheras that was the Citty 
wherin our holy Fathers publifhed the Apoftolik forme 
of faith: and wheras others came thither afterward, 
minding to fet forth a contrary do&rine, therfore God 
Almighry,that neuer ceafeth to prouide for his Church, 
difturbed the Councell, leaft the Arians fhould take oc- 
cafio todeceaqe men by likenes of the name,or beguile 
the firaple people by calling that the JV/V^Coucell. 

OF THE C 0 V N CELL HOLDEN 
at Seleucia a Citty in Thracia: and^ohat happened 
to the Catholike Bifiops at Conftantinople. 

CHAP. XXVII. 

A G ood while after, Confiantm being vrged 
by Eudoxius his accufers,c6maunded a Coun¬ 
cell to be called at Seleucia . This Seleucia is a 
principall Citty of lfauria > fituated vponthe feacoaft. 

Z 3 Thither 
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Thuherhecommaundeda great company ofEafterne 
Bilhops to come^efidesdiuersoutof Font us and Afu % 
At that time Acatius was Bifhop of Cejaraa in Paleftine l 
Eufebius being now deceafed . This Acatius wasdepo- 
fed by the Councell of Sardica : but he defpillng fo great 
a multitude of Bilhops * flood out and refilled their fen- 
.tence. ^Maximus alfo was Primate of lerufalem , after 
the death of the famous cJ^4^4r/«jyfooftcnmentioned 
before. He was a man greatly renowned , for that he 
had flood in the combate in defence of the faith: ha- 
uing had his right eye for that caufe pulled out of his 
head, and the ioyntofhis right foote maymcd . After 
he was dead, Cyrillus a mofl forward defender of the A- 
poftolikedo&rine,fucceeded him in that Bilhopricke* 

Thefe two,I meane Cyrillus and Acatius , while they 
ftryued for the Primacy, did much hurt to the people of 
their o wne Diocefle, For Acatius taking hould of a light 
occafion, depofed Cyrillus , and draue him away from 
lerufalem . But Cyrillus came to Antioch where he found 
that Citty deflitute of a Bilhop . Thence he went to 
TharfuSt and there lead his life togeather with the rare 
and wonderfullman Siluanus then Bilhop of the fame 
Church. When Acatius heard therof, he fern his letters 
to Siluanus , to certify him that Cyrillus was depofed. 
But Siluanus both for the reuerence he bare to Cyrillus, 
and alfo for feare of the people that were delighted with 
Cyrillus his dodtrine, would not difchargehim of his 
Ecclefiafticall rniniflery . 

When the Bilhops were come to Scleucia , thereap- 
peared in C,owx\Q.z\\Cyrillus 9 togeather with Bafill\ Eu- 
pathius , Siluanus and the reft:. Acatius alfo came into 
the aflebly of Bilhops, who were in number an hundred 

and 
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and fifty, and (aid vnto them , that he would hauc 
nothing to do with them about the matters called into- 
nueftion , vines they would firft exclude Cyrillus from 
the Councell, as one that was depofed of his Bifhoprike 
Therfore fome there were that being defirous of peace" 
intreated Cyrillus to depart the Councell, and promifed 
that after the examination of matters of fay th, his caufe 
fhould be heard . When Cyrillus would not follow their 
counted, Acatius forfooke them and departed' and 
gomg to Eudoxius, he put him out of feare, and bade 
him be ot good courage,promy ting that he would be his ' 
patrone,and partaker in the quarrell . And perfuading 
lum not to come to the Councell, they went togeather 
to Co4ammple : for the was Conflamius returned from 
the Weft, and refident there. ^Acatius fore incenfed 
(lie mind of the Emperour, accufing the whole affcbly 
o Bilhops vnto him,and calling them a Conuenticle 
ot defperate men , gathered togeather to deftroy the 
Church: elpecially when he heard the crymes deuifed 
againlt Cyrillus he put him in a meruailous chafe. For rh „„ ? 
lie faid that Cyrillus had fould away the holy Veftiment veftimfe 
made of Cloth of Gould, which the noble Emperour 
Conjtantine had giuen to Macarius Bilhop of lerufalem 
tor an ornament to that- Church,in which he mi«ht To P ro ~ 
minilter the holy rights of Bapritme. Which Veftimfnt fc! 10 
ie find was fold to a Stage-player,who putting it on his mews ac 
atk, in themiddeft of his dancing fell to the oround c °mpted 
and was brufed to death with the fall . He faid^moreo- *g rieuou 
: l,cr > that cIlc Bilhops made this Cyrillus their fellow in * 

^ e -ouncell, and that he mdged with them of the mat¬ 
ters in queftion , and that they went about to meddle 
with other mens afFayrcs-. 


Vpon 
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Vpon this occalion there werecercaine principal! 
GouityerSjthat perfwaded the Emperour to fend for ten 
of the chiefeft of thofe Bilhops (for they were afraid to 
fend for them all ^leaft fo great a number ihouldcoti- 
fent in one) amongft vvhome were Euftathius of Arm- \ 
*ia , Bafil of Ancyta in Galatia , Siluanus of Tharfus , and j 
Eleufus Bifliop of Cyucum . They commino; to the J 
Emperour, intreated him that the lewdnes 8c blafphe- j 
my of Eudoxius might be bridled. But the Emperour 
being taught his leffon by the Aduerfaryes, anfwercd, 
that they were firft to plead about matters of faith, and 
next to examine Eudoxius his caufe. And when as Bafd 
trufting vpon his former familiarity with theEmpe- 
rour, rebuked the Emperour, as one that fought to be¬ 
tray the Apoftolike faith, Ccnftantius tooke the matter 
impatiently * and commaunded Bafil to filence , as one 
that was author of all the Churches trouble. When Ba¬ 
fil had done, Euftathius fake : Noble Emperour (faith 
he ) becaufe it is your pleafure , that we difpute about 
matters of faith, confider I pray you, the fliameles blah 
phemyes that Eudoxius hath vomited outagainft the 
only begotten Sonne of God . And hauing thus faid, he 
gaueinto the Emperours hand the Creed made by Eu¬ 
doxius • wherinbefides many other wicked words, ic 
was written as folioweth: Thofe things that aye vtteni 
in diners manners , are alfo vnlike in nature : But thefe 
wordes, one God the Father , of *tohom are all things : and 
thefe, one Lord lefts Chrift , by Thorne are all things* 
haue a diuers manner ofvttering, to wit, of Thorne* & 
by yhomc : therforethe Sonne is vnlike to the Father. 

After that ConHantius had comaunded this Creed 
to be read , and being fore offended with the wicked 

do&rine

doftrine contained therm, he asked Eudoxius, whe¬ 
ther it was of his making, or no, who forthwith deny- 
ed it to be his doing :.for(flaid h d) Aetius is the man that 
made it. This is the fame Aetius, whom Leontius loim 
fince depofed of his Deacon ih ip, for feare to be rebu¬ 
ked by Flautanus and Diodorus , and the fame whome 
George that betrayed the people of Alexandria , vfed as 
his fellow in all hismifchiefe and blafphemy : who for 
all that, lined then with Eudoxius in the company of 
Eunomius. For when Leontius was dead, and Eudoxiuf 
being very ambitioufly crept into the Bilhopncke of 
Antioch , then returned Aetius out of Egypt, & brought 
Eunomius with him . And finding Eudoxius to be iuft 
of his religion , and one who befides his wicked do— 
arine, gaue himfelfc to wantones and fleihly plcafures, 
bethought Antioch to be the only place for him to dwelt 
where through his parafiticall flattery, he was fo ftrayt- 
ly cobined to Eudoxius , togeather with Eunomius , that 
fometimes keeping company with the one, and fome- 
times with the other, he gaue himfelfe wholy to ferue 
his belly. 

Then the Emperour vnderftanding this, comanded 
Aetius to be brought into the Court,and afked him 
whether he were the author of thofe wordes. Aetius 
knowing nothing of the matter , nor for what pufpofe 
he afked that quellion, yet hoping to win praifeby ta¬ 
king the matter vpon him , neuer flicked to father the 
wordes vpon himfelfe. Therefore the Emperour per- 
ceauing his abhominable wickednes, prefetly banished 
him into Phrygia . Thus Aetius hauing reaped lhame, 
•is the fruit of his blafphemy , was throwne out of 
the Emperours Pallace . EuHothius alfo .affirmed Ett- 
A a doxius 
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V ^xiwtobeofthe fame opinion: for hefaid,that.A//. 

' ^ m was fellow with him,both in houfe,and at table: and 

' V that to pleafe Eudoxius his humor, he ioyned with him 

>7 in making that blafphemous Creed: and that this was a 
": fufficient proofe, that he was priuy to the making of it, 
s 75 feing he hath fathered it vpon Aetius. But,faid the Era- 
-—pei-our, in giuing iudgment, a man mull not proceed v- 
f ■f pon conie&ures, but the fad muft be duly examined. 

To whom Eustathius anfwered in thefe wordes. Ther- 
V 1 ' fore caufe Eudoxius to lhew fomereafon, that he doth 
not agree in opinion with Aetitss , but that he biddeth 
\A anathema to his Creed . Which requeft the Emperour 
; willingly accepted, and comaunded that it lhould be fo. 

' , Then was Eudoxius put to his fhifts, and fayne to 
^ feeke for fome ftarting-hole, to auoyd that demaund. 
But feing the Emperour to take it impatiently , and to 
; ‘ t threaten him banilhment, as a companion to Aetius in 
-, ; x ' .his wicked opinion, ifhe refufed fotodo: hevtterly 

s-d 7 - \ renounced his owne dodrine, which he had defended 
Heretickes before , and alfo did afterward . Then Eudoxius on the 
appeale to contrary fide, vrged EuBathius, and thofe that were 
only Seri- w j t ]-, him, faying: that they ought to denounce anathe- 
when the- alfo to the word Coefentiall, becaufe it was not foud 

felues in the Scripture. Nay (quoth Siluams ) thefe termes, 
holdmany f ]( £ nothing , and, a creature , and that, he is of another 
\n 0t fahBace 3 which ney ther are found in the holy Scriptures, 

pture. nor do agree with the Oracles of the Prophets, nor the 

dodrine of the ApofHes, are vtterly to be renounced, 
and excluded from Chriftian Councels . To whofc 
wordes the Emperour condefcended, andcomaunded 
them to accurfe alfo thofe wordes with anathema . But 
at the firft, they went about to refufe: yet perceauing 

the 
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die Emperour to be therwith angry, they were fayne 
to forfweare, and accurfe thofe forefaid termes, which 
Siluanus propofed. 

Thenagaine they began to preffe the contrary fide 
moft earneftly, that they ihould likewife condemne the 
word Coeffentiall . But Siluanus framing his argument 
very foundiy, anfwered both them and the Emperour: 
If(faidhe) God the Sonne hath his being neythcr of 
nothing, nor of any creature, nor of any other offence: 
then he is of the fame fubftance with his Father, God 
of God, Light of Light, and hath the fame nature with 
his Father. And although he proued the thing by ma¬ 
ny ftrong 8 c found reafons, yet none of them that were 
prefent would yield vnto him. Nay rather the faftion 
of ^Acatius and Eudoxius exclaymed againft Siluanus , 
with often and loud outcryes. The Emperour alfo fell 
into fuch a rage, that he threatned to fend Siluanus and 
his complices into banilhment. Then Eleujius 8c Silua¬ 
nus with fome others faid, that to lay punilhment vpon 
them , it flood in the Emperours choice; but to follow 
true faith, or falfehood was in their owne: and there*, 
fore they would neuer betray their Fathers do&rine. 
Then Conflantius , who ought inreafon to hauerefpe- 
£ted their wifdome, courage, and free liberty of fpeach 
in defending the Apoftohkc do&rine, did call them 
out of their Churches, and commaunded others to take 
their places. At that time Eudoxius inuaded the Bi- 
fliops Seateof Conflantinople by tyranny, and Eleufius 
being throwne out of the Bifhopricke of Cyucum> Eu - 
nomius obtayned his place. When matters were handled 
thus, the Emperour commaunded them to reie£ 
tins his do&rine, and that in writing. Wherupon his 

A a a owne 
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ovvne fellowes and friends were fayne toreied aproi 
feffour of their owne opinions * and they wrote their 
letters to George Biihop ox Alexandria > wherinthey fig- 
nified what had bene done to ^Aetius. Which Epiftle 
I will annexe vnto this Hiftory , that their proceedings 
may be made manifeft to euery man., forfomuch as they 
handled both the friends and foes of their doctrine al- 
moft all alike. 

THE COPY OF AN EPI STLI 
Written by the /aid Councell to George Biflop of 
Alexandria againjl Aetius the Deacon ,for 
his kicked blafphemyes . 

CHAP. XXVIII* 

T He holy Cotincell gathered togeathcr at Con* 
flantinople, to the moft Reuerend George Biihop 
of c Alexandria , greeting. Wheras ^Aetius 
hath byn condemned in the Councell for his wicked, 
and fcandalous wryting ; theBifhops heerinhaue done 
retikes nothing els, then the Canons of the Church requyred. 
writings For fir ft he loft his Deaconfhip • then he was baniflied 
forbidden t k e church: and laftly warning was giuen , that none 
e reat. £f 10U ] c j reac j w j c ked Epiftles, but that all men fliould 
abhor them , becaufe they contained nothing but hurt 
and vanity : moreouer we haue denounced anathema to 
him, and his adherents. And it was very necefiary that 
all theBifliops in this Councel fliould accurfe him with 
common confent,and condemnehim with one voyce, 
as the author of fcadals, troubles ,fchifmes, ontragious 
fpeaches now broached abroad through the world, and 
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offowing fedition and difagreement among the Chur¬ 
ches : though, far beyond our expe&ation, Senses ■, 

Stephen , Heliodorus^ The ophilus 3 other of their fellowes 
neither giue ^eirvoyces heerunto with vs ,nor 
yetfubferybe to thefentence giuen againft him:wherof 

we meruailed , feing that Senas himfelfe accufed him 
of another as mad and prefumptuous a fa6tas thefe ; 
to wyt, that he proudly vaunted of himfelf, that God Heretikes 
had reuealed vnto him thofe things,which he had con- 
cealed euer fince the Apoftles tymes, vntill now'.GoV 
notwithftanding I fay , that Senas had charged Aetius ’ w 
with thefe mad and arrogant wordes , yet the parties 
beforenamed could by no meanes be perfwaded to giue 
their voyces with vs to condemne him .Wealfo with 
patient mindes fpared to giue fentence for a long tyme: 
one whyle chyding, another while counfelling^ fome- 
nmes rebuking, and fometimes fpeaking fay re, willing 
them to agree with vs, and to ioyne with the Councell 
in pronouncing fentence. 

We therefore pawfing on this matter a good while, 
looking ftill when they would heare and vndeiftand 
vs, or when they would yield vnto vs ; but feeing we 
had ftaied fo long,and could by no meanes intreat them 
to giue fentence with vs againft Aetim , we thought 
good to prefer the Canons of the Church before tlieir 
friendfliip,and to declare them exconuinicate,allotting 
them the terme of fix moneths to recant their opynions 
and agree with the Councell. And if before the prefixed 
day, they do change their mindes, and with their 
biethren peaceably confenttothe iudgment giuen by 
them againft Aetius : then we haue decreed that they 
Stall not onely be receaued into the Church againe, 

A a 3 but 
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but alfo ibal recouer their dignities 8c place in Councel, 
and be againe vnited in brotherly charity with vs. 
But if they will for fauourof men ftand obftinatelyin 
their conceaued opynions , and defpife the Canons of 
the Church, they are to loofe the dignity of Bilhops: Sc 
iftheyftay till they be depofed, then other Bilhops arc 
to pofiefle their roomes, that fo the holy Church may 
be brought into fome good order and agreemet within 
herfelf; and that the Bilhops throughout the world all 
fpeaking one thing and agreing togeatherin one mind, 
may keep the bands of charity vndilTolued. 

Wherefore we haue aduertifed your Reuerenceof 
the premilTes,that you may know what are the Decrees 

of the Councell, which we wilh you to obferueiand 

fo through the grace of Chrift well and peaceably to 
gouernc the Churches fubiecl vnto you • 

THE CAVSE OF D 1 S S E NT 1 ON 
and difagreement between the Eunomians 
and the Arians. 

CHAP. XXIX. 

A I, T h o v g H Eunomius in his bookes ex* 
tolleth Aetius to the fkies, and though he call 
him a man of God, and paint him out very 
fayreinhis colours : yet for all that, being in Councell 
with them that depofed him, he gaue his confent ther- 
unto, and by the fame men was for his labour ordained 
Bifhop. But Eudox 'm, Acatius and their fellowes gaue 
their confcnts to the decrees made At Nice in Thracid, 
wherof we haue fpoken before,and chofe other Bilhops 
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to gouerne the Churches of Bafl &c Eleufius. Of whom 
I think it needles to wryteparticulerly : and therefore 
I will but only declare the aftes of Eunomius. 

When Eunomius had gotten the Church ofCyscicum 
( Fleujius being yet alyue ) Eudoxius knowing the peo¬ 
ple there to be found in fayth, and that the Emperour 
hated all tuch, as called the onely begotten Sonne of 
a Creature, he therefore warned Eunomius to 
dillemble his opynion, and to cloake it from them that 
hunted after matters wherof they might accufe him. 
for we will fpy out a fit tyme (faid he ) when we will 
preach thofe things abroad,which now we couer with 
lilence, and then we will teach it to them that know it 
not . And if any do ftand againftit, we will eyther 
perfwadethembyreafon, onf that will notferue,we 
will by punilhment force them to our comunion. This 
counfell pleafed Eunomius fo well, that he plainely 
difcouered his wicked meaning. But they that were 
tiayned vpin the ftudy of holy Scriptures, when they 
perceaued this fecrete diflimulation, tooke it very 
heauily, but yet they thought it to be rather a point of 
folly and ralhnes, then of wifedome to withftand them 
openly. Therefore they feygning thcmfelues Heretikes, 
came to thefe mens howles, 8t praied them to expound 
their dodrine vnto them truly and plainly, to take pitty 
vpon them, and nottofuffer them to becarryed hither 
and thither with the blaftof euery do<ftrine.Thenat 
length Eunomius with 'a bould courage began , and 
tould them all his fecret meaning, and how he belieued. 
But (faid they ) it were great iniury, nay rather a very 
wicked fa<ft, if you fhould not make the people comit- 
ted to your charge, partakers of the truth.

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Thefe and other fuch reafons moued Eunomius to 


Vtter his blafphemies in the publike afleinblies of the 
Church . They therefore being pricked forward with 
earned zeale , went to Conflantinople in all haft : 


and firft of all they complained to Eudoxius againft 
Eunomius . When they were put back by him,they came 


to the Emperour, and complained to him of the daum 
gerous doctrine of Eunomius : affirming that his wicked 
layings far furpafled the blafphemy of Arms AVherupon 
the Emperour was fo enraged with anger , that he com- 
maunded Eudoxius to fetch Eunomius thither, and that 


if he were found guilty of the cryme, heihouid be de-* 
graded from the dignity of Pnefi hood. 

But whe the acculers prefled Eudoxius diners times 
todofo, and he fhifting it of from tynieto tyme: they 
came againe to the Emperour, they complained and 
cryed out pitifully againft Eudoxius , that he had dons 
nothing of that which he was comaunded, but winked 
at the ruine of fo famous a Citty , which was like to be 


yndoneby the blafphetilous dodrine of Eunomius* At 
length Conftavtius threatned to fend Eudoxius into 


bamfhment, except Eunomius were brought into place, 
and vnlcs Eudoxius would inflid vpon him deferued 
punifhment, if he were found guilty of the crymes 
obieded. Thefe threatnings put Eudoxius in fuch a feare 
that he warned Eunomius by letters to flee from Cyu- 
cum , as alfo blamed him greatly that he would not 
follow his counfell. Therefore Eunomius for feare con- 


uayed himfelfaway, and not being able to endure with 
patience fofoule a dilgrace ,accufed Eudoxius that he 
had betrayed him,and had offered abufc both to him & 
Actius . And from thenceforth he rayfed ypa feuerall

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Scftofhis owns .Forall men that know, that fuchas 
rcuolted from Eudoxius as one that had betrayed his When 
fellow ,and loyned themfeluos to Eunomius , are of him Chr Hian* 
called Euuomiansfi uen to this prefent day .Thus Eu»o t,lko tlle i? 
*' b =“”= M-ter »f, new See, of Here,ikes ~<l SS 
tnerby gieatly increafed the blafphemous brood of An- taine man 
us . And that prydewas the caufe that made him ray Cc fJ' L ‘T' 
a feuerall Brotherhood , the euent of things doth plain- Shims' 
Jy lhevv. For when Aetrn was reieded and baniihed < 

the Church, he did not depart with him for company f' ;7 ° do; 

although he called him his maiftcr, and the man of God! feint 
butiemained full, and fhrowded himfelie vnder Eudo - H/erowr, 
dms his wings . And againe when he was puniflicd for that tlu 7 
lus lewd demeanour, he would not fubmic himfelfetocKof 
tne Councels tentence, but after he was depriued of his Chrirt,but 
Bilhopncke, he perfeucred ftill in imkin® of Billions the S > n1 ,' 
.and Pnefts. Thefe things were done at Conjlantinopk. Amkhrift

CHAP. XXX. 

A T what time Sap ores King of Perf/a made 
warre againft the Romans", Con ft ant ins !e- 
uyed an army, and came to Antioch. Then 
were the enemyes foyled, not by the might of the Ro. 
raan power, but by the mighty hand of God, whom 
very many among the Romans deuoutly ferued. The 
ra.ir.er of the victory I mean to fetdowncin this place. 

Tee Citty of Niftbis , whom other men call Antioch of 
ft b Mygdonia 
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CMyqcion'ui) is fituatein thev ttermoft bounds of the Ro- 
Perfian Empires: vvhofeBilliop,Gouerriour and 
CaptAine was lames before mentioned . In him appea¬ 
red the bright beames of fuch gifts and graces as the A- 
poilles hachwhofe wondcrfull myracles, which are yet 
m eu •rv mans mouth,becaufe I hauegathered togeather 
311 my Hi ft or y called Philothcm , I will now omit tore- 
count, for it is fuperfluous 6c imperti.net to my pnrpofe. 
Therfo; e I will declare but one of them only,to the end 
I may continue my difcourfe . It fell out that the Perfian 
army layd liege to the Citty of this Bifhop , being (ub- 
ieft to the deminio of the Romans. When they had con¬ 
tinued their fie go for feauenty dayes, & had vfed all the 
force, and art they could, both in afiaulting the walles 
with diuers engines of war, and barring the inhabitats 
pa flags with a deep trench which inclofed the Citty 
round about, yet notwitliftading could they not take it. 

Afterwards the enemy flopped the channel! of the 
ryuer Migdomus , which runneth through the middeft 
of the Citty, a good diftance aboue the towne,&; raifed 
huge banks on euery fide to keep in the force of the 
water. And when it was ready to ouerflow the banks, 
the enemy brake downe the dammes, and fuddainly let 
it out again ft the walles , as if it had bene a Canon. 
The force of the ftreame wasfo great, that the wall 
could not beare it, but began to leaneon one fide, and 
fofell downe to the ground .Thelike mifchancebefell 
to the wallon the other fide of the Citty, where the 
liner burl! out;for nor being able to endure the violence 
ol the water, it was fore flhaken , and lo fell alfo downe, 
iS’^wperceatiing this,hoped to take the Citty without 
iweatingor ihedaing of blond.He expeftula whole 

day 
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day vntill the muddy puddle of the water was dryed 
vp, that he might pafle the ryuer. The morrow after he 
marched to the Citty with his army, and raakino f u l[ 
accompt toenterat thofe ruinous partes of the wa?l he 
perceaued the wall to benewly budded from iide to fide 
and his labour to be vtterly loll. For James that Blcfled 
. man , by vertue of his prayers, not oncly encouraged 
thefouldiars and Cittyzens,butalfo buylt the walla 
new, 8c planting new forces theron , made the enemy 
to retyre when he was ready to enter. Thcfe things he 
brought to pafle, without going to the walles, but by 
continuing in the Church, and follicicing God with 
holy and importunate prayers. 

Then S'apores being amazed, not onely to fee the 
wall fofodainly builded,butalforemembringacertaine 
vdion which appeared vnto him, began ro retire and 
paufea while. For he faw on the top of the walla cer- vifions 
taincman cloathedin Princely robes, whofe Crowiie 
and cloth of EHate did Urine in molt glorious manner. 
■Sapwvjfulpe&ing that it was the Roman Emperour, 
tlirearned prefent death to them that tould lum, that 
the Enrperour was not in the Citty. But when they 
floutly affirmed that they had tould him nothing but 
the truth , and that Conjlantiui the Empcrour was at 
Antioch , then he vndorftood what was the meanin? of 
the vifion, and that God ( for thofe were his wordos) 
did fight for the Romans. 1 Therfore the difperat wretch 
tanks great indignation at the matter, and fhotan ar¬ 
row vp into the ayre,forretienge as it were, not con- 
inlcrmg that he could not llnke God , whom he knew 
to haue no body , butbecaufe he was not able to bridle 
his outragious fury.

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A miracle 
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At thattyme flourifhed Fphrem a wonder full man , 
and the moft excellent wry ter of all the Syrians : he in- 
treated James to get vp to the walles,to looke on the bar¬ 
barous people , 8c indeed of fhooting arrowes to thun¬ 
der out his curfc againft them . "Whofe requeft the holy 
manobayed J 8c climbed vp into a certaine tower. And 
behoulding a great multitude of the enemies, he wifhed 
them no other harme > but only that fwarmes of gnats 
and dogflies might be fent among chem,that feeling the 
ftinges ofthofeimall creatures,they mightacknowledg 
the power of him that aided the Romanes. When this 
petition was made vntoGod, prefently whole cloudes 
’ of gnats and dogflies couered the Ferfia army, and filled 
vp the fnowtes and trunks of the Elephants, as alio the 
cares and noftrills of the horfes, and other bcafts of car¬ 
nage , who not being able, to endure the by ting of the 
vermine, brake their brydles, ouerthrevv theirryders, 
difturbed the rank and order of the bartaile,and finally 
forfaiting the field, fled backe with fuch fwiftnes, that 
they could not poflibly be taken. Thus that myferable 
King hatting tryed the power of God that defendeth his 
faithfull feruants, by this light and gentle corredion, 
retyred home: 8c by that liege purchased lhame and dis¬ 
honour imfteed of a vidory * 

OF THE C 0 V N C E L OF ANTIOCH; 
and the Decrees there made againft Melctm . 

CHAP. XXXI. 

A T that tyme Conflantitu kept his Court at Aft- 
t'mh . and the Common-wealth being now 

fecled 
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fetledin peace, and the Terfian warre finilhed, he af- 
fetnbled the Bilhops togeather againe, and conftrained 
them all to renounce both the word that is, 

tfthe fame fubftame , and alfo the wordi1i 4 «J«. f , that is* 
of <t different fubfiance. At the fame tyme was the Church 
of Antioch deftmne of a Paftor,by reafon that Eudoxm 
(who intruded hirrftelf into the fame next after Leonti- 
^ ) was banyfhed thence, and after many Councels 
houlden, had gotten into his handcs theBilhoprickeof 
Conflantinople , both againft law and reafon . Wherefore 
they being gathered togeather ( for they were many in 
number, and called out of diners places) they fayd, that 
firft they ought to choofe a Paftour for that flock', and 
then lointly with him to confult about matters of faith. 

At that time Mclctitts a very' holy man,bellio Bifhop 
of a certaine Citty m Armenia, bccaufe he could not 
brooke the rude and fro ward manners of his flock, re- 
moued himlelfe to another place, meaning to leadea 
retyped and a cjuyet life. The Arians fuppofinghim to 
be a friend and fauourer of their fedb, required of Ce&~ 
flmtius , that the gouemmentofthe Church of Antioch 
might be committed to him : for they bouldly brake the 
bands ofeuery lavv, when they went about to eftablilh 
their wicked doftrine. And the very foundanon,wher- 
upon their doArinc refted,was the breach of holy lawes: 
fir they made many fuch alterations in dyuersplaces. 
Iintfuch as cleaued faft to the Apoftohke faith ,forfo- 
nuichas they were well allured of the found belief of 
tins Mdetius, and of his godly ]ife,& manifold vertues, 
did alfo confent to his eleftion , and with all diligence 
procured a Decree to be publifhed •about that matter, 
and that all Ihould fubfer be to the fame. Which decree 
® k } was 
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wascommytted, as acomon pledge by either partie, to 
the cuftody of Eufebius Bilhop of Samofata that famous 
and noble champion of the truth . 

Whe the Emperour had fent for the great Meletius Jig 
preletly came to Antioch . At his coming all the Priefts, 
and the reft of the Clergy with the whole multitude of 
the Cittizens came forth in proceffion tomeete him * 
There were alio prefent both Ie wes 6c GentiEs,, bccaufo 
they longed to fee the famous Meletius Hl hen the Empe¬ 
rour comanded Meletius > 6c others alfo that were lear¬ 
ned to expound this fcntence vnto the people ( our Lori 
hath created me in the beginning of his ^vayes :) charged 
the Notaries who were affigned to that office , to cake 
eucry ones words , thinking therby to make their do- 
tfrine more plaine 6c perfect. Thcrforc firft ofal George 
Bilhop of Laodtcea vomited forth the vnfauery poyfon 
of his errour. After him i^dcatius Bifhop of Cafarea, 
vtccred a more modified and tempered do&rine, which 
though it were far from the blafphemy of the other ; yct 
was it neyther found nor Apoftolicall. The third was 
the great Meletius , who (hewed the very right rule of 
preaching the word of God . For he fquared all things 
by t ie truth ^ as it were by a lyne > 8c fo auoided all that 
was too much or too little. 

Wherefore when the multitude had much applau¬ 
ded his dodlrine ^ they requefted him to giue them lome 
briefe abridgment of this matter of faith. He then firft 
h;ftd vp his three fingers 3 and then prefled downe two 
of tnenij and left one ft retched out ,vttering with all 
this not a We fc n t c c e: T here are three \vhich are vnderflood> 
hat \c jj'cakc as of one . A gain ft this d od ri nc the Arums 
began to whet they tongues ^ and flauderoufly to call 
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him a Sabcllian heretike . Therefore they counfelled 
Conjlantim who like to a weathercock was eafily chan¬ 
ged with eucry wind , to lend Meletius into banifhmet: 
which indeed they brought topafle,and in his roome 
they chofe E.uzoius a notorious Pat rone of the Aria he- 
refy.For this was the man,whom the worthy Alexander 
Bilhop of Alexandria depofed of his Deaconihip, to- 
gcather with Arius . But one part of the people which Catliolife* 
imbraced the found do&rine , and feuered it felfc from ca T. e noc 
the Arian faction, aflemblecl thcmfolues togeather in with'he - 1 
great multitudes at the Church of the Apolllesin Pa- retikes- 
leaf or fo the place is named. For they had endured the 
wicked herefy of the Arians for thirty yeares togea- 
thcr, euer fince the confpiracy, which was pradifed 
again ft the moft excellent man Euftathiw , alwayes re- 
fting themfclues vpon hope of a better time. 

But after they perceaued that iniquity had got the 
vpperhand amongft them,and that the fauourers of the 
Apoftolike dodrineeyther a (faulted by open force, or 
vndermined by fubtilty , Meletius was fent into banifh- 
ment, and Euzoins the patron of herefy placed in his 
Bifhopricke. Then they called toremebrance not only 
fucli wordes as were fpoken to Lot : Saue ,Jaue thy joule: Gfnt f- 
ftit alfo the law of the Ghofpell, which cxpreflcly com- 
lnaundeth, if thy right eye do fcandali&c thee , full it cut } 
and cajl it from thee . The like al(o hath our Lord com- 
maunded both of the hand and foot , adding, It is bet¬ 
ter for thee, that one of thy members ferijh , thin thy tyhcle 
ledy to be cajl into hell . Thus ther fore the Church be¬ 
gan to fall at dillention .

GHAP. XXXII. 

B V T the godly Eufebius of whom mention was 
made before, and to whom was committed the 
Decree of the Gouncell concerning c Mektius^ 
when hefaw thecouenants broken, he returned home 
to his owne Citty . But the Arians fearing to bedifpro¬ 
lled by the plaine euidece of that Decree then extant in 
writing , perfwaded Confiantius to fend a meflenger to 
fetch away the Decree from Eufebius . TheEmperour 
did accordingly. And when the mefTengcr came to Eu» 
Jebius , and dcliuered theEmperours commaundement; 
the valiant Eufebius made this anfwere : I cannot ( faith 
Arcfolate he ) deliucr vp that common Decree, which was gmen 
Buhop. t0 me t0 j cee p ^ except that all they who put me in cruft 
with the fame, may be aflembled cogeather . This an- 
fwere when the mefleger returned to the Emperour, he 
chafing with anger, (ent him backe againe, and char¬ 
ged Eufebius to render vp the Decree: adding alfo in 
his letters, that he had comanded the mefleger, vnlefle 
he would yield it vp, that he ihould cut ofhis right had: 
wheras indeed he wrote this only to make him a fray d : 
for he forbid the faid meflenger to do that, which in his 
letters he threatned to Eufebius. 

But afioone as Eufebius had read the letters , and 
vndcrftood what penalty the Emperour had threatned, 
heftretched out notcncly his right hand, but alfo his

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n.r a /r -J d | th f me ! hn S cr cut them of both : for the 
Deer ee( fo,d he) I wit not reffore,becaufe itisfo plaine 
an euidece agamft the wickcdnes of the Arians. Thcr- 
rore the Emperour feing his conftaocy and coup., o e of 
mind, began greatly to wonder at the nun, and euer 
after to praife him for the fame. For when one enemy 
doth bchould the noble venues of another, lie is forced 
many times to wonder at it* i 

About this time Confimtius hearing that Julian ’ 
whom he had proclaymed Emperour of ail Europe , at- i 
tempted great matters by confpiracy; and that he had 1 
leuyed an army again ft him , that gaue him all that ho \ 
nour: he then departed out of Syria, and ended his life h 
in Cilicta . For becaufe he did not keep the inheritance of v 
tus l athers faith found and vnblemiilied: he therfore " 
o that helper whom his Father bequeathed vnto him, bi 
and for that caufe he made pittifull moans and lamen- 
ution 9 that euer he changed the faith .

CHAP. III. 

A P x v, k that Confiantm was come into the 
Well, whither he toolce his iourney to en¬ 
counter with the Tyrant c Mwncntm, and

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after that he had procjajmed Callus Emperour of the 
Eaft, who was indeed a very good man , and one that 
deuoutly ferued God to the la ft day of his Jif e: then 


Julian _caft away all feare that was expedient and hoi- 
fome for him and arming himfelf with more botildnes 
then became him, he began to gape for the Empyre. 

Wherefore he wandred oner all Greece, fought out 
South-fayers and enquired of them whether he Ihould 
euer obtaynehis defire or noe .And by chance light¬ 
ing vpon a man that vndertook to foretell him all the 
matter, lead him into a Temple of Idols,caufing him to 
enter into the fecret Clofets therof, where he began 
to call vpon his deceyuing and crafty Deuils .Who 
appearing in a tembleforme as their manner is ,p ut 
lultan into inch a feare, that he figned himfelf with the Bleffing 
hgne of the CroiTe. When the Deuils be held the figure T th the 

bene toy led by the fame,they prefently vaniihed away. 

Hut the Magician knowing the caufe of their fliaht 
rebuked Julian: who not only declared in what feare 
he itood but alfo laid that he greatly mcruayled at the 
venue of the Croffe, feeing the Deuils vanillied away 
and would not abide the figure ofit. Thinke notfo 
my fnend, fayd the Magician, for they were not afrayd 

ot the CrofTe, but rather they loathed and detefted that 

aaof thine, and fo withdrew chemfelues from our 
ightes. Thus the myferable man being bec-uyledby 
h"n,entred into thefe prophaneand wicked myfteries, 
being nulled in finne; & theynhappy wretch coueting 
a Kmgdome, loft his fay th and deuotion. *" 

Being pofleffed of the Empire, he cloaked his wic- 
fednesfora long tyme, for that he flood in feare of 

^ c } fome 
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foma of his Knights, who had bene trayned vp in true 
Religion . For Conflantine a man worthy of eternal! 
prayte had purged their myndesof their ould erronr, 
and well inftrueled them in the dodrine of truth,Af, 


ter him his fonnes increafed that difciplyne which their 
Father had planted in their myndes . For although 
Conflanthu by the counfell of certayne men was cun¬ 
ningly deceaued , and therefore did not allow of the 
word Ofutiw ,: yet notwithstanding he did confcffe 
with his very hart, the thing, which that word doth 
figmfy .'For he called God the Word, the naturall Sonne 
begotten of the Father before all worldes; and he de- 
pryued of F-cclefiafticall honor,all fuch as dared to cal! 
him a Creature;-and he vtterly forbad the worlhip- 
ping of Idols.

communion of thofe wicked men , and made their Af- 
femblies by themfelues . Then the Eufatbians could 
not by any means be brought to loyne themfelues with 
the other. But Ettfehm and Lucifer laboured earneflly 
to bn.n a them to vnity. And Enfebius intreated Luctyt 
to repayre to Alexandria, to conferre with the great 
Athanafim about the matter,who alfo greatly laboured 
to reconcile them togeather.

And the profcflors 
of true Religion, when they could not abide their 
blafphemy, returned thefcoffes vpon them againe, and 
lharplyreproued their falffiood. 

Wherefore the chief agents of this mifchief began 

to fret and chafe with anger, and hauing procured 
a licence from the Emperour, as a Warrant for their 
bouldnes, they gaue the Chnftians many fore and 

vncurable woundes. For that moft wicked Emperour, 

whome it became to prouide for the peace of his lu - 
iefts , rather fet his people togeather at vamee Sc d,l- 
cord among thefelues. For he winked at theoutrages 
yfed by thofe defperate fellowes agamft fuch as were 
cyuill and honeft. He bellowed the Offices both in

wel require the ftile of jEfcylm or Sophocles to fet it forth 
in fuch pittifull manner, as it came to pafle • This Mar- 
cm in the tyme of Conftantme overthrew a Temple of 
Idols /and built a Chriftiari Church in place therof. 
TherFore the Arethufians knowing what mind lu/ian 
did beare , vttered now their fpite and hatred which 
they conceaued againft him. When this was knowne 
to Marcus , firft he fought to faue himfelfeby flying a- 
way,according to the Law of the GHofpell. But being 
aduerfifed that certayne of bis people were apprehen¬ 
ded for his fake, he returned home, and yielded him- 
felfe into the hands of that cruellNation . Therefore 
when the Arethufians had taken him they neither re- 
uerencing his Excellent vertues , nor pittying his anci¬ 
ent yeares, being a man of Angular life and learning, 
put him to torment. 

And firft they ftrypped him naked,beate him with 
rods , and gaue him fo many fore fcourges, that he was 
wounded from top to toe . Then they caft him into 
a ftinking pryuy, but after pulling him out againe, 
they deliuered him to a company of boyes,who pric¬ 
ked him with fharpquilles. Then they wrapped him in 
a net, and annoy nted him with hony & oyle of fillies, 
and fo hanged him vp in the open ayre, and burning 
heatofthefunne,therby romake him a pray forwafps 
6c bees. When this was done, they conftrayned him to 
take choyce of two things, either to build Vp the Tem¬ 
ple which hehadouerthrowne,orels to beard the char¬ 
ges of the building.

Therefore the Deuill that falfe Prophet both in- ' 
creafed the glory of the Martyr,and alfo proued himfelf 
a Iyer . Fora thunderbolt falling downe from heauen, 
fet all the Temple on a light fire, and confumed the 
Image of Apollo to afhes, which within was all of 
wood, and gylded with gould without. When this 
was knowneto Julian, who was Vncleto the Empe- 
rotir , and Lieutenant of the Eaft, he ranne vnto 
Daphne in all haft , that he might come in tyme to 
fane the God , whome he did worfhip. But when he 
faw his falfe named God burned into allies, he fell a 
beating oftheKepers of the Temple: yet hefufpetfed 
that fome Chriftian had fet the fame on fire. The 
Keepers of the Temple alfo would not accufe the 
Chriflians, but faid that the fire rofe not from the 
ground, but fell downe out of the ayre. And there 
werecertayne countrey men neere neighbours to the 
place, who connning thither auouched, that they law 
the thunderbolt, when it fell from heauen .

R Vt fhortly ifeer , tbefe forfiid Tyrants were 
plagued for rhe r defperate and wicked behaui- 
our. For Iulian .prclently Fell into a fore difeafe, 
io that his bowels rotted within him,ana fo he died! 

E c z Neither 
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Neither could hevoydhis excremetsby thofe parts of 
lus bqdy , where, by the common courfe of nature, they 
Were wont to pafle, but his wicked mouth, the inftru- 
met of blafphemy did the office of his hinder parts. It is 
alfo reported, that his wife being a woman of finguler 
faith, fpake to her husband after this manner. Husband 
( faid ihe ) you ought in reafon toprayfe our Sauiour 
Chrift^becaufe by this gentlecorredlio he hath fhewed 
vnto you how great his power is. For you would neuer 
haue confidercd , who it is that you fight againft ,if 
he fhould haue vfed his wonted pitty , and not layd 
his heatiy hand vpon you. 

Thus the vnhappy wretch ,perceauing the caufe 
of his difeafe, partly by t*he fpeach of his wife, and 
partly by the paine he felt, he befoughtihe Emperour 
to reft ore the Church to the from whom it was taken . 
But being not able to perfwade him theruntohe pre- 
fetly departed this life. Felix alfo being fuddainly ftro- 
Jke with the fcourge of God from heauc,vomited blond 
out of his mouth both day and night: for all the vey- 
nes of his body ( as a man may fay ) were drawne dry, 
and the bloud was gathered to that part. Therefore 
when all lus blond was thus wafted and fpent ,he died 
without longer delay, and was fent to euerlaflirg 
death .Thefe were the punifliments which thofe wic¬ 
ked men fullered for their wickednes.

CHAP, XIII. 

A B oyt this time there was a certaineyong 
man whofe Father was a Heathen Pricft: who 
though he had bene tray ned vp in Pagan re- 
ligion ,yetioyned himfelfeto the number of the faith¬ 
ful .Fora cerraine Woman famonfiy knowne for her 
great deuotion, and preferred to the Office of Deaco- 
nefle, being well acquainted with the mother of this 
youth ( when he was yet but S little boy, & came with 
Jus mother) counfelled him very earneftly to the faith 
of Chrift . Flis mother being dead, then the yoncr 
inan came vnto her ,& defired to be better inftrutfed 
in the former difcipline.And prynting her good conn- 
fade in his mind, he asked this woman how he might 
ieaue offhis Fathers fupcrftition , 5c be made partaker 
of that truth which fhe preached vnto him. Thou mu ft 
(fa id fhe) forfake thy fathcr.thou mil ft prefer thy Cre- 
atour before him :and thou muft repayreto another 
Citty, where thou maift byde thy felfe , and efcape the 
hands of the wicked Tyrant. She promifed moreouer, 
that flie would prouidefor him, and alfo take order for 
the matter. The yong man replyed: hereafter (faid he) 

I will come vnto you, and 1 will commit my foule in¬ 
to your hands . 

Not long after Julian went to Daphne , to make an 
open banquet for all that would come. In Julians com- 
pany came the forefaid Prieft , this yong mans Father,

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who wasalwayes wont to attend vpon the Emperottr.' 
Theyongman Sc his brother were prefen t with their 
father: for they did the office of Wardens of the Tern- 
p!e,to befprinkle the Emperours meate withclenfino' 
watei. Seauendayes thefeaft of Dtipbnc was wont to 
endure. The firft day this yong man after he had flood 
by the Emperours pillow, and had befprinkled his 
meate with clenfing water, and polluted it after the 
accuftomed wicked manner, hcranne ftraight away 
to Antioch in all haft , and comming dire£Hy to that 
famous woman, hefayd vnto her .Behould I am come 
according to my promife: wherefore I pray you pro- 
uide for tlie health both of my foula and body, as you 
haue pronufed. She quickly arofe, & brought theyonu 
man to UWeletiit*, who led him into the vpper pan 
of his houfe, and bad him there toabide . But his fuller 
fought for the yong man, and fearched ouer all Daphne, 
where notfinding lum,hecametotheCitty, and ran¬ 
ged ouer all the ftreets, and by-waies,and began ro 
caft his eyes -vpon euery fide. This he did of a great 
defirc he had to find him out . When he came neere 
to MeLtim houfe, he lifted vp his eyes, and efpied lus 
fonne looking out at a grate, and rijnnyng vpui: 0 
him , he drew him away, and brought him home. A nd 
firft he forely whipped him : then he tooke a boat 
yron, and feared him on the feet, and the back: and 
lalfly he locked him vp in his chamber, and returned 
againe to Daphne.

B Vt Julian continued very bouldly, nay rather 
impudently to fight againft the true worffiip 
0 God : and although he made fhew of modeft 
nd mjldl behamour , yet he laved his netts and 
jtues wherby to deceaue Ample men , and leade 
nem to their owne deflrudion. For firft he defiled the

aohominableftcnfices to the end that whofoeuer 
failed of that water might beinfetfed with fome fpot 

of 
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of his wickednes. Afterwards he caufed fach things 
as were fee to fale in the market, to be polluted with his 
loathfome filthines. For bread, fHh, fames, pot-herbs 
and all kind of me.nes were fprinkled with their pur¬ 
ging water , Which when the Chriftians perceaued, 
albeit they could not choofe but lament and deteil that 
haynous wickednes ; yet for all chat, they did cate of 
the fame, following therin the law of the Apoifle, 
t.Corjo. which commaundeth : t hinges that are fould in the 

gambles, eate > ajking no queftion \orcon\cience . 

But two men there were very famous in feates of 
armes, both of them Knights of the Shield , 8c both 
of the Eroperours guard. Thefe two fitting with others 
at a banquet, began with a great heat and paffion of 
mind, to bewaile the horrible wickednes then com¬ 
mitted: and vfing the worries of thofc three noble chil¬ 
dren that were in Babylon , they favd • Thou hafl debut- 
red us to an uniufl King . that hathforfatten thee aboiie d 
Dan .

CHAP. X V, 

H e r e were many others belides, who being 
in great honor with the Emperour,and viuf 
like liberty of fpeach againft him, purchafed 
^ £ alfo 
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alfo the like crownes of glory, as the others did. For 
Valentinian, who was afterward chofen Emperour, 
being at that time Captaineofthe Lance-Knights* 
whichferuedin the Court, did plainly declare hisfin- 
guler care, and ftudy in defence of Religion .For whe 
the wicked Tyrant/#//<*#, leading adauce,entred into 
theTempleof Fortune , &. the Wardens flood on both 
fides of the gate to purify ( as they thought) thepeo' 
pie that entred, with their purging water: then Valen¬ 
tinian the Tribune that marched before the Emperour 
( who purchafed a double Kingdome for this caufe 
which followeth) when he perceaueda drop of that 
water to be fallen on his cloake, buffeted the warden 
with lus fills, faying: that he was not puryfied , but 
polluted .When the accurfed Tyrant beheld this fadt, 
he banifhed Valentinian toacertayne Caflle in thede- 
fert , and therecommaunded him to lead his life.But 
Valentinian within one yeare, and fome moneths ob- 
tayned the Empyre,as his hire and meed for confefDng 
the faith. For God theiuft iudge doth reward hisde- 
noutferuants with glory and honour, not only in the 
other life , but alfo doth confirme with prefent gifts 
& graces in this world the hope of reward, which we 
looketo receaue in heauen . 

Moreouer the Tyrant deuifed another Height to 
affault the faith . For wheras there was an auncient 
cuftomc to diftributegould to euery band offouldiars, 
he therefore fate downe in his Chayre of State , and 
caufed an Altar with fire to be placed neere vn- 
to him ( a thing neuer wont to be done before) and 
commaunded Incenfe to be put on a tabid by . Then 
heftraitly charged, that whofoeuer were myndedto 

receaue 
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receaue the gould,fhould hrft offer Incenfe vpon the 
Altar, and then they fhould receaue their gould from 
his owne hand. There were dyuers that neuer fufpe- 
<fted this deceiptfull fnare: but they that were informed 
of the matter before hand, faygned themfelues ficke, 
and faued themfelues from being entrapped . Many 
there were, thatonely for couecoufnes of money ne¬ 
glected their fpirituail health:others were fo daunted 
with feare, that they falfely betrayed the fay th.

CHAP. XVI. 

A Fter that damnable diftribution of nioney, ; 
there were fome of them, that receaued the 
gould,happened to fit togeather at a banquet, 
wherof one amongfl the reft, taking the cup in his 
hand, would not drynke before he had blefleditwith 
the holfom figne of the CrofTe. And when as one of^ Ie ,f n q 
the guefls rebuked him for it, and fayd that the fame rtgn of [he 
aftionof his could not poflibly ftand togeather with Croire * 
the former doings: he demaunded of the other what 
difagrement he found in his adhons.He then put him 
in my nd of the altar, of the I ncenfe, and the denyall of 
his faith ;faying, thatthofe things werequyte contrary 
to the Chriftian profeffion. Many of the guefls hea¬ 
ring thefe wordes, began to weep and lament in piti. 
full manner: others tore their hayres, and ryfing from 
the table, they ranne into the market place, and with a 
lowdvoyceprofefTedthat they were Chnftians,ihat 

ff t they 
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they were.deceyued by the fubtill deuiles of the Empe- 
rour, that now they made their: recantation ;and wher- 
as before, they were by. meere ignorance put to the foyle 
now they would make amends by renewing thecom- 
bate. With thefe cryes and compalynts they, went a- 
Jong to the hmperours Count, and exclayming againft 
the treachery of the Tyrant, they heiought him to caft 
them into the fire,thatthey who had defiled themfelues 
by nre, might be purged by, fire againe. 

When they had vttered thefe and other like words 
they put the Tyrant in a meruailous rage . Therfore he 
commaunded that their heades fliould be Broken off. 
When they were lead outof the Cicty to the place of' 
execution., a great multitude of people followed after, 
who feeing their valiant courages, and their free liber¬ 
ty, offpeach in defence of their faith , fell into a great 
amaze and admiration- When they, came tothe place 
wheremalefatftours were putto death; then fpake the 
yonge/t of them .all, and befought' the executioner to 
f trike orr the head of theyongeft fir ft, leaft he bchoul- 
ding the flaughrer of his fellows, fliould faint for feare. 
He had no fooner kneeled downe, and the executio- 
xier v.nffieathedhisfwoord,, buta meffenger came in 
poll, to bring them tbeirpardon;. who long before he 
came to the place , cryed out with a Iowd voyce, and 
bad them hould their hands. Then theyongeft of them 
being heauy at the hart to fee himfelffaued from death, 
tpake a,S' folio wet h; Rommws > quoth he (for that was 
iiis^name ) was not worthy to.be called a-Martyr of 
Chnft But the malicious- Tyrant although he forbad 

toput chafe noble champions to death, becaufe he en- 
aied their glory of Mattyrdome : yet notwithftanding 

hs 
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he would not fuffer them to dwell at home, but bani- 
fhed them to the ■vttermoft bounds of the Roman Em- 
pire.

F urthermore the forfaid Tyrant did not 
onely take away lands and goodcs from Arte- 
miui \\\t Captaine ofthefouldiers in Fqypt, but 
alfo’bcrefthim of his life, for noother caufe but this-., 
that bearing the forenamed office vnder the Emperoiir 
Conftantius ., caufed many of the Panyms Idols to be 
broken in peeces. Thefe were the noble a&es (forfooth) 
of that moll: mild nr.d patient man (for Inch titles 
were giuen vnto him , by thofe wicked men.) In this 
place I will recount a.norableftory of-a woman worthy 
ofcternal) prayfe .For not onely men, but women al~ 
fo arming themfelues with zeale of religion-, fcorned 
and contemned this wicked Tyrant. 

There was in thofe dayes one Publia a. Noble Wo¬ 
man , and much renowned for her excellent verrues . 
She had bene for a cei tainefpace ly nked in the bandes 
ofwedlocke, and offered fuch frutes iherof to God, as 
was ftrangeand wonderfull. For Uhm> who for a long 
tyme was chief of all the priefts in Antmh> and was

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ofcentiaiesineleftionforche Apoftoticke Primacy of 
that Church, bucftill refufed the honour, fprang out 
of her worn be, as out of forne notable fertile foile. 
A p r j. 0 - Tllls woman fuuing with hera company of Virgins 
retfe with C * 1AC profefled perpecuall chaftity , did continually ling 
her Stines prayfes vnto God, the Creator & Sauiourof the world. 
And as the E mperor patTed that way, the Virgins be^a 
to (ing with a lowder voice then they did before: for 
that they thought the wicked Tyrant worthy to be def- 
pifed & fcorned ofal men. And they fong thofe Pfalms 
especially, by which the Idols of the Gentiles are noted 
of weaknes. And they faid with Dauid, Simulachra Gen- 
Pfal. nu tiimejre . The Idols of the Gentiles are gould and liluer, 
the workesofthehandesofmen. And hauing recited 
thofe verfes , which doe affirme them to be voide of 
fenfe and feeling, they added : Like vnto them Jet thofe 
he made , that 'toere the makers of them : and al fuch M put 
their truft t her in • 

lulian hearing this, with greatheauinesand trou,’ 
ble of mind, commaunded them to hould their peace, 
till fuch time as he were part. But Publia little regar. 
ding his lawes, cheered on her Quier of Vitginsfo 
f tnuch the more, and commaunded them tofing againe 
‘ l * 6 7*as he was to pafle . The verfe which they fong was 
this: Let God arife, and let his enemies vanish a^oay • 
Therefore the Tyrant in a great rage commaunded 
that the Mi lire fle of the Quier Ihould be brought vn¬ 
to him : artd feing her to be an old Macrone worthy to 
be reuerenced for her graue yeares, yet notwithstan¬ 
ding he was neither moued by her venerable old age 
to take pitty on her, nor by the vertue of her mind, 
to giue her honour / but he commaunded one of his 
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guard to buffet and beate her on the face. She taking 
this reproach as afinguler honour, returned home, 8c 
reproued the Tyrant with her fpirituall fongs, as'{he 
| was wont to do, euen as Dauid the writer of thofe 
Pfalmes did long agoe,whenhe charmed the wicked 
fpiritthatpoflefled Saul . For this Tyrant making the 
wicked Fiends to be his familyars, was incenfedhke 
vnto the enraged Priefts of Bacchus , and ceafed not to 
exercifehis fury againft the true worlhip of God. This 
wasthereafon that moued him to armeand vphould 
thelewes againft the true Chriftians. 

Firft therfore he aftembled them togeather, and 
demaunded of them , what was thecaufe why they did 
not kyll, and offer Sacrifice, when as their law com- 
niaunded them fo to do? When they anfwered that they 
werelymited vntooneplaceofSacnficeandno more: 
then prefently Julian the profeffed enemy of God, com- 
maunded their ruinous Temple to be builded vpa 
new : and thinking therby to make voyd the Prophefy 
of our Sauiour ,he rather confirmed the truth therof. 
The Iewes were meruailous glad to heare of this, and 
gaue notice therof to their countrey-men difperfed 
throughout all the world what the Emperor had coitn 
niaunded : who flocking thither out ofeuery conn trey, 
applycd both their money and good willes to build the 
Temple agayne. And for the better fetting forward of 
the worke, the Tyrant himfelf who gaue the comman¬ 
dment,beftowed many thinges neceffary,not to fhew 
his lyberality,but for fpyte and enuy againft the Truth. 
Thither he fent with the Iewes a Steward of the worke, 
a fit man to execute his wicked commaundements. 

It is reported that the Iewes made themfelues mat¬ 
tocks 
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tocks, fliouels, and baskets of filuer to worke withall- 
And when they began to dig, 8c carry out therubbift 
though many thoufands of men were occupy ed ail the 
day tn that labour onely yet in the night followin^ali 
the (aid earth 8c rubbiih was brought into the trenches 
agame. hdorcouer they threw downe to the ground 
all the remnants of the old buyiding, hoping tef frame 
it all anew. And when they had heaped togeatherin- 
flnite Ioades oflyme and chalke, fuddainly thewynd 
began to blow, and £uch (formes and tempefts to arife, 
that itlcattered abroad all the ftuffe 8c matter prouided 
for the building. But when they continued dill in their 

madnes, nor would not learne to be wife, for all this 

fauour which God had (hewed them , there arofe a 
terrible earthquake, that (ore aftonilhed all thofe that 
were not partakers ofthe Chridian Mydertes. And af¬ 
ter that fearc was pad, great flakes of fier arofe oat 

of the foundations, and many of the diggers it burned 
to aihe$, others it put to flight. And as many of theai 
as flept all night in a porch, neere to the place, the 
whole frame and the roofe falling downe , quelled 
them all to death as| they were afleep. 

The fame night and the next morning after , there 
Wasfeenein theaire, a glidering figure of our Siui- 
Tfcefigne ours crofle .And the very garments of the Iewes were 
of the marked with (ignes of Crofles, not with bright crof- 

Crofle. f es} but with blacke. Which thinges when the enemies 
of God beheld, they were fo terribly afraid of his heauy 
hand, that they fled away and retired home, plainely 
confeding him to be the true God, whom their El¬ 
ders had nayled to the Crode . Now though , thefe 
things came to the eares of Ittlian £ for indeed they were 
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trophefiy of a Schoolemafier • 

CHAP. XVIII. 

bdng ccrt ! fiecl °^o»ftmm his 
death, began toreuiuc their fpirits, 8c hauine 

proclaimed open warre, they inuaded the 
Com treys ofthe Romans. Therefore itfeemed a ood 

te^mn ofr°!r ith l ftandll,S thaC he wanted the F<>- 
I:f‘° n of G ° d > to leuy an army. But before he would 
kiJaimes, he fern his medengers fome to Dekkos 
others to Delos , and Dodona, as alfo to otherOrade? 
to earne of tne Prophets there, whether he fhoiild’ 
make warre oi- no. They commaunded him to goe 
forward m his warres, and promifed him thevidorv. 

One ofthe oracles I meane to cyte in this place,for 

.phyiier difeouery of their lying, which is this: 
IVeGods Wl allto Thcnsgoe, 
fecure toloinne the field-, 

/ Mars tyill guyde and guard the hofi 
at God of Jpcare and jbycld. 

Let them that call Apollo the eloquent God 8c Prince 
of me Mufes laugh their fill at thefe ridiculous verfes. 
ltoi my part hatuiig found this God to be a Iyer doe 
pu ‘y P oore IultMS cafe, to fee him thus f'owjy decea- 
G § ued 
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ucd . The CSod called the rimer Tigris Thetis 3 of Therb 
m > that is to fay., a beaftrofthe fame name. This riuer 
breaking out of the mountaincs of Armenia, runneth 
through ylfyria, and at length fallcth into the Perfian 
guff. ThefeOracles doceiued the miferable Wretch,&; 
made hind to dreame ofa victory : and after the end of 
the Perfian warres , he determined to fet vpon the 
Galileans, for.fohe called the Chriftians, thinking by 
that name greatly to difgrace them. But he fhould 
hatic coniiderGd with lumfelfe being trayned vp in 
learning , as he was, that the alteration of the name is 
not of force to impayre the credit of the man . For if 
Socrates fhould haute bene called Crit 'ms , ox Pythagoras 
bene called Phalaris, this change of name Tad neucr 
itayned their credit. And againe if Nereus had bene 
called Tberfifes , he fhould not thereby haue loft the 
beauty which nature gaue him . 

But Iulian newer pandered thefe matters in his 
mynd , although he knew it Well to be true , but he 
thought by giuing vs a nycke-namc, to diminifhour 
credit,and eftimation : and putting his trull inlying 
Oracles, threatned to put vpin the Chriftians Chur¬ 
ches the Idoll of the watoii Goddefle Venus* Although 
he gaue out thefe threatnings. as he went on his 
iourncy; yet notwithstanding at Berwa , he was foylccl 
onely by one man . 

This man althoughhe werefimonsformanyo- 
?rymc°to berthings (as hailing ruled the Common wealth of 
foHak the Beroea ) yet for his fingular deuotion , he was more fa- 


faith rece- molls , For w hen lie perceaued that his fonne wasfal- 
to'VoUow ' cn to wic'kcdnes as then raigned, he forbad him 
the tyme. his houfe, and v tterly renounced him for euer. Who 


com- 
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comming to the Emperour in his lodging neerq the 
Citty , tould him both of what opinion he was , and 
alfo how his Father had vied him. The Tyrant bad the 
yongman to be of good courage, promifing to bring 
him into fauour w.ithihis Father againe . Whcrfore 
w hen he was come to Beroea,, he inuited the prindpall 
of the Citty to a banquet, of which number the yonjcn- 
mansfather was one. The Emperour commaunded 
him to fit downe with his fonne at his owne table, and 
about the myddeft of dynner , he fpake vnto him in 
manner following . It is great imuftice in my opinion 
to force the confcience of any man that profeflech an- 
other religion , and by violence draw him to a con¬ 
trary . Wherefore compel! not thy fonne. againft his 
will j to yeld to thy. religion : forforouch ail do not 
offer any violence to thee, although I might well 
conn ray ne thee to be one of my profeffion . 

I hen the father of the yong man bein? encoura¬ 
ged through faith-.in God : What ( laid he) O £mpe- This >: 5 $ 
rour, doff: thou fpeakeof that vngracious varlet, who t ™ nS 
is odious to God , and preferreth fallhood before the learned 
Truth ? Then Iulian putting on a mylder fpirit I pray thatIe ffon 
thee my friend (laid he) hade patience and giuegood °f 0 Zt 
wordes . And turning his face to the youth U (faid the Ghof- 
he) wilbe carefull of thyne eftate, beeaufe I •cannot P c ' IU / v/ 7 
perfwade thy father Co to doe. This ftory is not rela- Z’Z * 
ted by me in vayne . For my meaning is to declare J ,Z,Zt 
lereby, both the wonderful! liberty of fpeach, vied itout&c. 

) thi„ worthy man, as alfo to ihew that there were 
duiers that fcorneci the Tyrants power. For at Antioch 
alio mere was a notable good man that was a School- 
mainer, who being fan e better learned then the com- 
G g s 
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nion fort ofMaiftersare, entred therefore into great 
familiarity with one Libanitu a famous Sophifter^and 
one oftheprincipaUDodorsofthatage: who bein<> 
a wicked man, and one that looked for the vi&ory^ 
asalfobearyngin myndthe threatnings giuen out by 
lulUn, asked of the Schoole-maifter in contempt of 
our Religion, W hat is the Carpenters Sonne a making 
now i But he being infpircd with the grace of God ° 
prophefyed euen as it fell out indeed . For (/laid he j 
God Almighty, whom thou fcornefully calleft the 
Carpenters Sonne, is making a coffin. Not many 
dayes after, newes came that the Tyrant was dead, 
who being inclofed in a coffin, and carryed to his 
graue, fhcwed his threatnings to haue byn vayne and 
foolilh : by which thing onely , the glory of God was 
greatly aduanced. 

G F THE PRO PHECT OF 
S . Julian the Monke . 

CHAP. XIX. 

M Oreovek Iulian furnamed S albas ( for 
fo he was called m the Syrian tongue ) whole 
life I haue wrytten in my hiftory called 
Philotheus, lead fuch a life here in this body, as Angells 
that haue no bodyes. When he was certyfied of the 
threatnyngs giuen out by Julian , then he fell to his 
prayers moreearneftly then before. And the very fame 
day that Julian was flayne,though this man was abfem 
more then twenty dayes, iourney from the army ■ yet 
he knew of his death, as he was at his pray ers. For it 

is 
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is reported that being in the myddeft of his earneft 
demotions, he ceafed his weeping on a fuddayne, and 
being filled with exceeding i 0 y, he began to looke 
with a cheerefull countenance, wherby he plainely 
fhewed what ioyhis mynd conceaucd. His familiar 
friends feeing him fo fuddainly changed, bcfouoht 
him to tell them the caufe of his loy .To" whom hean- 
fvvered faying: The wylde boare which wafted our 
I.ords vineyard, hath now fuffered due pumfhmet for 
his wickednes done againft Chnft, for that he bcin» 
dead, can betray the Chriftians no more. When this 
was knowne, they all tryumphed for ioy, and fung an 
hymne to giue thanks to God . And afterward they 
weic certified by him that brought the newes ofhis 
death , that the wicked Tyiat was difpatched the fame 
day and the fame houre that the bleffcd Julian had told 
and prophefyed of his death .

CHAP. XX. 

T il e folly and madnes of this Tyrant was 
proud moft plainely by hisdeath .Forhauing 
pafted with his army oner a Ryuer which 
detndeth the Roman and Pcrftan Empyres, he prefent- 
lyfee hisfhippes onfyre, wherby thefouldicrsmight 
fight with their enemyes, not encouraged by counfell 
but forced by neceflity . But euery good Captaynois 
Wont rather to cheere the nundes of his (ouldiers, 
and if he find that their harts doe faint, to encourage 
G g 3 them 
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them with good words , and put them in hope of 
good fuccefTe . But Itilnm quyte contrary fiering the 
ilnps which ihould feme to tranfport them backe oner 
theryucr at their returne, put them out of hope to 
fane their ly ues, Moreouer when as neceflary victuals 
were to beprouided and conuayed to'the army, this 
wifeEmperour neither tooke order to bryng it from 
home, nor when he had fpoyled the enemyes coun- 
treys , was able to ftirnylh them with flore of pro- 
uifion. For leaning the fertile and populous Countrey, 
he lead his army through a defert land, and vnma- 
mired . There the fouldiers being defticute , not onely 
of meat and drinke, but alfo of guydes to iliew them 
the way, and ftragling vp and downe in a folitary 
place , began when it was too late to efpie the folly of 
their Empcrour. 

While they were thus lamenting and moaning, 
they found their Emperour fuddenly wounded, and 
ragingextremely againg his Creator. They preccaued 
that the warlike Mars did neuer help him according to 
his promife, that Apollo had prophefied falfely : and 
finally that the thundring 1 tipsier did neuer throw one 
thunderbolt at him that flew him. Therefore the man 
who before thundred out cruell threatnings, now lay 
niyferably tumbling on the ground . And it was me¬ 
tier certainly knowne to this prefent day,who it was 
that gaue him that deadly wound which he deferued. 
For that foine fa id it was fome inuifible thing that 
gaue it him,others faid it was one of the I [mac ikes cal¬ 
led ?{omtdiS > orpalturers : others alfo faid, it was 
done by one of the fouldiers, who could not endure 
the paine of hunger and trauaiiing in the defert. But 

whether 
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whether it were a man, oran Angeli that gaue him 
the wound, this is certaine^ that he was the ex- 
ecutianer of the will of God . 

Moi eo.uer it is reported that the Ty rant as foone as 
he had receaued the wound, filled his hand with the 
bloud that guflit out, and threw it vp into the aire, 
faying: 0 man of G Ally that haft oucrccmc me now .And 
thus he both confefled the vitfory, and withall (as 
if he had bene vtterly diftratfed of his wittes) fhame- 
fully blafphemed againft God .

CH A P. XXI. 

A Fter the Tyrant was flaine,his Necro¬ 
mancy was plainly difcouered . Foratfuch 
time as he-pafled through the Citty of Caras 
(where many monuments of his wiclcednes doe ftill 
remayne) he left Edcfja on the left hand , for fo much 
as it was a Citty very famous for deuotion, and true 
religion • and entree! into aTemple which was had in 
great honour among the Pagans . And after that he 
and his companions had there finiihed rheir abho- 
mtnable myftcnes , he commaunded the gates not 
onely to be locked , but^lfo to be fealed vp,and pla¬ 
ced ccrtaine fouldiers to watch it continually , that no 
man fhould enter in, till his returne. But when newes 
was brought of his death , as alfo that a godly 
Emperour had fucceeded to a Godleffe Tyrant, there- 

were 
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werefome thatentring into the Temple plainely pets 
ceaucd the wickednes of Itdian. For there they found 
a woman hanged by thehaireof the head, and her 
hads ftretched abroad,whofe belly the wicked Tyrant 
had opened, for this purpofe perchance, to progno- 
fticate by her liner that he Ihould winne the vi&ory of 
the Vcrjians . And this was the horible fact which was 
difcouered at Caras .

CHAP. XXII. 

M oreover there were found at Antioch, 
many great Cafkes in the Paliace , full of 
mens heads, and many welles that wefe fil¬ 
led with dead mens bodyes : for the religion of thofe 
accurfed Idolaters required fuch wickednes. But the 
Citty of i^Antioch hearing newes, that the Tyrant 
was flayne, kept open and common banquets, aficm- 
bled themfelues togeather in great companyes, and 
Memories tr y um P hecl not only in the Churches, and memoryes 
of Mar- of the Martyrs, but alfo proclaymed the victory ofthe 
tyrs, CrolTe, in the Theaters, 6c fcolFed at the foolilh Pro- 
phefiesof the Tyrant. 

I will heere fet downe fufh words as the t ^Antio- 
chians vttered againfi: him, to the end the memory of 
them may continue to poflerity . For they cryed 
out all with one voice.- O Maxima, thou fimple foole, 
what is bjeomeofthy Prophefycs now ? God and his

'|, jlhc ; !c 8 ceil about the matter, the army gathering it felf togea- 
'*ariTa?e > . thcr , required louianus for their Emperour , who 
v|-; f w as ncythcr Captaine,nor next to a Captainc, but yet 
*■ c ‘ !• a man of a molt noble mind , of finguler fame . and 
renowned for his great cx ploits. For he was of a ftrog 
body , of an high and lofty mynd . Morcoticr he was 
wont to be the ioremoft man in the field, and when 
the fkirmilh was hoateft , he (hewed himfelf more va¬ 
liant then all the reft . Furthermore he freely rebuked 
wiekednes , he fcorned at the power of the Tyrant, 
and in mind lie was as forward as any Martyr. 

Therefore the Captaincs taking the armyes co¬ 
fen t, by Ibmediuine reuclation, brought forth that 
excellent man,and placed him in themiddeft, & cau- 
fed him in all haft to afeend vp into a chayre prepared 
f or the purpofe. At the length when cuery one had 
V ojiicn htrn fitch titles as weredueyntoan Emperour , 

calling him Auytftmt, and Ccfar , ttic wonderful! man 
If A f,,cad» vfing'his accuftomed lyberty of {peach, and neuer fca- 
igwortliv of neither magiftratesnor fouldicrs, lea ft their min- 
des’lhould be altered from better to worfe,fpake as

CHAP. II. 


r llE Emperourbeing well pleafed with this 
(peach of the fouldiers, began from thence 
forth to take counfellhow he might faue the 
common wealth :and liovv he might (afely conduft 
the army out of the enemyes Conn trey . But he nee¬ 
ded nogreat counfell for that matter) forlomuchas 
tiic fmite which he reaped by his deuotion, did now 
and him indeed .For prefently God that gouerneth 
=11 things, declared that he had taken care of him,and 
clerely acqtiyttcd him of the doubt wherin he feemed 
toftand. For the Pfr/M»King,aslooncas heperceaued 
tnat louianus W’.as Emperour , firft font his Embafla- 
ti°rs vnto him , to treat of a peace, then he commaun- 


ded that vnftuals Ihould be brought to his c 


campe, a: 
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that all manner of necedary orouilion lliould be fet to ■ 
fale in the wyldernes . Therefore when they were 
entred into leagne for the fpace of thirty yeares ,Io- 
uianM brought his army out of theenemyes countrey, 
being now'fomwhat drong and well refrefhed. And 
as foonc as he entred into the marches of his owne 
Empyre , fir ft he made a law , and comnnunded 
that all Bidaops thould returne out of banilhment, 
and that the Churches Ihould be reftored vnto them 
that kept found & vneorrupted the faith of the Nicene 
Councoil. Moreouerhefent his letters to Athamfm 
that mod valiant defender of the forefaid doftryne, 
and carneftly requefted him to fend vnto him in wry- 
tingamo.il exact and perfect forme of faith , There¬ 
fore Athanafim aflembling togeather the more famous 
Bilhops, wrote againe vnto 7tW4»»*.cxhortinghitn to 
llandfafl vnto the Nicene Creed , which did wholy 
agree with the Apoltolike dodtrine. I haue thought 
naceiTiry for the proht of the Readers to fet downe 
i i this place the Epiille of Athanafins , and the other 
: Bidaops, which is as followeth .

C II A P. III. 

T O the mod Religious and mercifull Gonque- 
rotir, louianm Emperour; Athamfm, widi 
the red of the Biihops, which met togeather 

in the name ofall the Bilhops of Epjpt, Thebaic , &-Ly- 

bit, 
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lia, fendeth greeting. It is the part of a Godly Em¬ 
perour to haueafpeciall defire of heauenly thino S , an d 
to be delighted to learne the fame. For by that meanes Iouianus 
youHaall truly haue your hart in the hands of God, Jh'/Sh 
and lhall quietly and peaceably gouerneyour Empyre °f the Bi- 
many yeares. And whereas your Maiedy defireth to & 
learne of vs the faith of the Cathohke Church, after "cribeda- 
rye had g.ucn thanks vnto God for the fame 5 we »y faith to 
thought it the bed and the wiled way , to put you in tIiem • 
m. v 'nd ofthat faith which was confirmed by the con- 
lent of the Fathers in the Nicene Councell • For many 
there are who haue quy re forfaken the fame, and haue 
contryued dyuers treacheryes againd vs, bccaufewe 
would not follow the feed of the Arians . A s alfo they 
haue brought dyuers Schj-fmesandHerefics into the 
Catholike Church. 

But the true and Godly faith in our Lord Iefus 
Chnd is manifed vnto all men, and by the holy 
Scripturesfufficiemly knowne.and acknowledged. 

For in the fame faith the holy Martyrs haue fhed their 
bloud,and now are refident with our Lord in heauen: 
which faith had euer remayned pure and found, had 
not the madnes ofcertayne gracelefle Heretikes labou¬ 
red to corrupt it. For Arm and his Complices dudied 
howto ouerthrowit, and to bring in their wicked 
herefy indeed therof: and faid, that the Sonne of God 
had his beginning of nothing; that he is a creature* 
that he was made ; that he is changeable: and many a 
man they blynded with this error: infomuch that they 
y o who fcenicd to be men of fome accompt. Were 

y thefe mens blalphemy feduced togeather with 
them. 0 
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Therfore our holy Fathers meaning to flop the 
courfe of this euill , repay red to the Niccnc Coucell (as 
we laid before) and denounced Anathema to th o'Arian 
herefy , 6t eftabldhed by their hand-wry ting the faith 
of the Catholike Church 5 for this onely purpofc, 
that the fame being difpcrlod abroad, the flame of er¬ 
roneous dollryne which the hcretikes had kyndlcd , 
might be vtterly quenched . And the fame faith was 
hncerely read and preached abroad in euery Church , 
But fome there were, who intending to renew the 
Arum herefy, nener feared to di fa null the faith con¬ 
firmed by the Fathers in the Nicene Councell: fome 
againe tooke vpon them to confent vntoit, but in 
very deed deny it vtterly by their falfe interpretation 
ol the word They alfo commit blafphemy 

againft the holy Ghofl :for they afflrme that he is a 
Creature, and that he was made by the Sonne . 

We therfore perceauing that the people rcceaued 
no fmall harme by fuch blafphemy, endeuoured with 
all our force, that the faith eflablilhed in the TAjcm 
Counceli,anight be deliuered to your Grace, that you 
may vnderfland both how cxa&ly the fame was pen¬ 
ned ,and how fowly deceaued they are, that teach the 
contrary .For vve would hauc you to be well allured 
( moil Godly Emperour) that this is the fayth which 
was preached euer from the beginning. This was 
confirmed by the Fathers of the Nicene Councell . To 
this all the Churches of the world haue giuen their 
confer, ts: as the Churches of Spayne, Brittayne, France , 
a’l Italy , 'Dalmatia , Myfia , Macedonia , and all Greece , 
All the Churches of A fake , Sardinia , Cyprus , Cnta % 
FamphyUa, Lycia , I fauna , and the Churches of Egypt, 
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lyhia , Tontu* , Cappadocia , and the Churches of the 
Count! eys adioynmg . A fid finally the Churches of 
the Eaft , foiiie-few excepted that fauour the Arlan 
herefy . For we are well a (Tured of the opinions of ail 
thofe Churches, and we haUe rcceaued letters from 
them • and we doe know for certaync ( moft holy 
Emperour) that although fome few doe withfiand 
this faith * yet for all that, no prejudice can* thereby 
anfeto all the world .For thofe being long fincein- 
fetfled with the canker of the Arian herefy , doe now 
xnofUagerly withfiand the truth. And although your 
Giacidus Goodnes doth perfectly vnderfland what 
faith was confirmed in the Nicene Councell, by the 
hundred and eighteene Bifhops: yet notwithftanding 
we for our parts haue endeauoured, that you may 
throughly vnderfland it alfo by vs, and therefore we 
haue layd it downe in this manner following. 

We belieue in one God, the Father Almighty, the 

maker of all things vifible and inuifible . And in one 

Loul leftis Chrifl, the Sonne of God, begotten of the 
Father, theonly begotten,thatis to fay, of the Fathers 
lubitance . God of God, Light of Light, very God of 
very God /begotten, not made, confubftamiall to the 
ataei, by whomenl] things- were.made,both in hea* 
uen and earth . Who for vs men, and for our falnation 
came downe from heauen i he was incarnate Sc made 
man : he fufFered , he rofe againe the third day : he af- 
ccnded into heauen ; hefhall come touidvie the lyuing 
a rhedead. And in thcHoly Ghofl But to them that 
lay , there was once a cyme , when the Sonne of God 
Vv is not, and that he was not before he was borne* rhat 
he had Ins beginning of nothing 3 that he doth cJnfiil 
i i and 
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and was created of another E/Fence or Subftaticc,then 
of the Father, or that he may be altered or changed. 
To them ( I fay) the holy CathoLike and Apoftolike 
Church denounceth t_ Anathema. 

In this faith ( moll holy Emperour) for thaticis 
Diuine and Apoftolicall. we muft of nece/IIty perfe- 
uere vntill the end .• neyther muft any man attempt to- 
fjilfify the lame, eytherby his plauliblefpeaches, or 
contentious reafoning, as the mad Brians haueeuer 
done : faying that the Sonne of God had his beginning 
ofnothing; that there was a ty me when he was not- 
that he was created; that lie was made; that he may be 
altered and changed . This was the caufe, as I hauefaid 
before, for which the Nicene Councell hath denoun, 
ced Anathema to the forefaid errour, and hath confir¬ 
med the true faith by common confent. For thofe Fa¬ 
thers did not /imply affirme,the Sonne to be like the Fa¬ 
ther, leaft men fhould limply belieue that he is like vn- 
to God,and not very God of God ; but they auouched 
by wryting, that he is of the fame Subftance with the 
Father, which is proper to a true and natural! Sonne, 
begotten of a true and naturall Father. Moreouer they 
deuyded not the holy Ghoft from the Father and the 
Sonne: but hauing one faith in the holy Trinity , they 
honoured him togeatherwith the Father and theSone, 
becau/e there is but one Godhead in the holy Trinity.

CHAP. IIII. 

W H en 4 the Emperour had read this Epiftle, 
it both increafed his knowledge in things 
dyuine , and inflamed his lone to fuch festakca- 
matters more and more. Therefore he ena&ed a Law,, way the " 
and comrriaunded that the /landing penflon of corne g oodes 
which Confiantine had giuen to the Churches, fliould church 
bereftored to them againe. For Julian who waged but’good 
warre againft God and our Sauiour Chnfl:,had forbid- Princes 
den the fame to be paid . But becaufe the whole pen- ^? ret ^ 
fion which Confiantine gaue, could not be paid to the a§ame * 
Churches, by reafon of the great famyne which 
through the wickednes of Julian then raig’ned in the 
Common wealth ; therefore Jouidniu commaunded 
onely the third part to be giuen vnto them for that 
tyme, promifing that they Ihould hauc the wholepen- 
fionasfooneasthe famyne waspafl . 

And hauing thus honoured the beginning of his 
Empire with fuch noble la wes, he departed from An¬ 
tioch > and tooke his iourney to Bofporm . But com- 
niing to Dadaftana\ a village in the marches of By thinia 
and Galatia, he ended this life. Who although he was 
for his^ ownepart furnilhed of goodly prouifion for 
his voyage to heauen ; yet notwithftanding he left be- 
hynd him no fmall diicomfortto them,who had tailed 
ofhisfweetand PrinceJike behauiour .Truly I am of 
I i a this

A T which tyme the fouldiers knowing the 
fuddayne death of the Emperour, bewayled 
his deccafe, as if he had bene their Father : 
and they created Emperour FaJentinian , the fame man 
who broke the Keeper of the Temple with his fife, &; 
was therforecomitted prifoner to the Cable. Fie was 
one that excelled not onely in valour , but alfo in wife- 
dome, temperance,iuftice, and goodly feature of body. 
He was of fo high and Princely a mynd, that when 
Ins army went about to ioynevnto him an afeociate in 
the Empyrcjaeis reported to hauevttered thefe words, 
which are now in eucry mans mouth. Once the matter 
lay in yourowne power ( my fouldiers ) when I was 
no Emperour, to giue me the raynes ofthe Empire in¬ 
to my hands: but now hauing taken the charge vpon 
me. it is my part,and not yours to prouidefrom hence¬ 
forth p that the Common wealth may be wifely go- 

uerned 
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uerned. } 

The fouldiers wondered at thefe wordes of his, 
and liked them weli,and framed themielues to his beck 
and fancy. lie fending for his brother out of Taenia^ 
who did not as yet diflem from his opinion , made him 
ioynt Emperour with himfelf ( which I would to God 
he had neuer done .) To him he commyttcd the rule of 
Ajia and Egipt y and referued to himfelf die gouernmenc 
ot Europe .And taking his journey into the Weft,he 
ruled thofe Countreys with holfome lawes, and made 
his entry by proclaymim? the true Religion . For 
when Auxcntius Bilhop of MMaine * that was fpotted 
with the Avian herefy, Sc depofed indy tiers Councels, 
was departed this life , this Emperour fending for the 
Biihops, fpake vnto them in this manner: It is not 
vnknowneto you, being trayned vp in the feudy of 
holy Scriptures, as you are, what manner of man he 
ought to be, that is to be chofen Bifhop: and that it is 
necefeary for him to rule his flocke , not onely by do- 
dryne,but alfoby notable example of life, to make 
himfelf a patteroe of vertue vnto them,and to con- 
firme his teaching by the teftimony of his life and man¬ 
ners. Wherefore I would h,me you to place in theBi- 
flioprike, a man endued with fuch kind of qualityes j^heir^ 
fo that we, by whome this Empyre is gouerned, may heades to 
truly and with all our hart,how downe our head vnto Billl °P s > 
him ;and alfo ( for that we are men , and nnife of ne- thaVre- * 
ce111ty fall into errour ) wee may willingly imbrace, hukes in 
and take bis rebukes in good parr, as a mofe holfomeS ood P arC ' 
medicine of our (oule.

CHAP. VI. 

W Hhn the Emperour had ended this 
(peach y the Coucell of Bifhops made ear¬ 
ned fuite vnto him , that he being a man 
endued with fuch rare gifts of wifdome and godli¬ 
nes , would choofe the Bilhop himfeife. But he an- 
(wered : Greater is that charge ( faid he ) then my 
ftrengthis able toperforme. Therefore you that are 
repleniflied with the grace of God, and lightned with 
the brightnes thereof , may difpatch that bufineffe 
farre better then I am able . Then they went a little 
afide , and confulted feuerally of the matter : but 
the Cittizens were deuyded amongft themfelues, la¬ 
bouring to choofe for their Bifhop , fome one, and 
fome another . For fuch as were infe&ed with the 
crrour of Aaxcntiut > gaue their voyces to fuch as fa- 
uoured their owne opinion *, but they that tooke part 
with the found and finccre do&rine , on the contrary 
part endeauoured to choofe for their Biftiop one of 
their owne religion. 

Amlrofe then Gouernour of the Citty, hearing 
of this diftention , and fearing fome tumult and alte¬ 
ration , repay red to the Church in all haft . They fur- 
cealed from fedition, and all with one voyce requyred 
that Ambrofc ( who had not as yet receaued the holy 
Sacrament of Baptifme ) fhould be ordayned their Bi- 
fhop . When the Emperour vnderftood of this, he 

com- 

i

eommaunded that excellent man to he baptized with- 
out delay, and to be ordayned Bilhop by impofition of 
hands. For he knew full well that his mind was as in- ^ uen r^ 
d.ffercrtt and right as any iyne, and hisfentence ase-X>d£ 
quail and ftraight as any fquare. And feeing that they 
ailo that followed the contrary dofli ine, confcnted to 
his eleaion , he conietfured that it was doubtlefle the 
worke of God, that they gaue -their voyces to him . 

But after that Ambrofe had obtayned the diuine 
gift of facred Baptifme, and receaued the Biihoplike 
Grace , it is faid , that the 1110ft noble Emperour f for 
he was prefent & partner in all thele matters himfelf ) 
did ling an Hymne to giue thanks to our Lord and Sa- 
uiour ,in fuchwordesas tbefe : Thankes begiuento 
thee our Almighty Lord and Sauiour, that wheras I 
had committed to this man the peoples bodyes, thou 
haft alfo comitted to him their foules; and therby haft 
declared myfentence tobeiuft . Not many dayes af¬ 
ter, when Ambrofe v ttered bis mind vnto the Empe¬ 
rour with great liberty of fpeach,and found fault with 
certayne matters which the Magiftrates had not had- 
led well: the Emperour an fwered. It is now a great 
while ftnce that 1 knew thy audacity, and freedome 
offpeach. And yetnotwithftanding being well aftii- 
red therof, l did. not only not hinder thee from being 
ordayned Bi(hop,but rather gaue thee my voice,& co¬ 
lent . Wherfore according a6 the law of God requireth, 
we would haue thee to heale the ficknes of our foule. 

Thefe things were done and fpoken by the Empe¬ 
rour at Miltaine . Moreouer when he heard, that in Afia 
and Phrygia there were certayne men that varied about 
matters of faith , he cotnaunded that a Councell Ihotdd 

be 
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be houlden in Illyria , and the Decrees and Canons of ; 
Bilhops , which there met and confirmed the faith of 
the Nicene Councell, he fent to them that were at va¬ 
riance about the faith. He alfofent his Letters vnto 
them 5 which Letters he imparted likewife to his Bro¬ 
ther , counfelling him to Hand fall to the Decrees of 
the Bilhops . I will Let downe in this place that law 
which plainly declareth both the godly mynd of Valen- 
tinian , and alfothe found opinyon which Vale ns had 
then in matters of Religion.

CHAP* VII. 

T He great Emperours, and alwayes moll vi- 
<Horious Cefars, Valent'wian > Valens and Gra - 
tian y to the Bilhops of theDiocefie of KAfia, 
Phrygia , Cyrophrygia y Placatia , fend greeting in our 
Lord . After great deputation had to and fro ,in a 
full Counccll houlden in Illyria^ about our Sauiourf/^ 
Word of God) thofe bleficd Bidiops proued by muin- 
cible reafons, that there is a Confubftantiall Trinity , 
the Father, the So ne, and the holy Ghoft .From which 
faith they would not depart one tote, but gaue due 
worlhip Vnto the religion of Almighty God . Moreouer 
Wei laue ftraicly commanded the lame to be preached 
euery where : yet is not this a fufficicnt realon tof'forae 
to fay, that they follow the religion of theJEmperour, 

that | 
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that goiiornech this world } when they doe withal! 
negleft thecommaundement of him that inftrudeth 
vs m our faluation . For this is the definytiue lenience 
giuen y ouj Lord himfelfe: Giue the thinges that are Marc, n, 
Cefars, toCefar, and that arc Gods, toGod. What fay you 
thereloie ( y ee Bilhops and Prelates ) of the fauincr uc * 20 * 
Word ? I or if you do decree the fame, then do you 
louingly imbrace one another, and do not abufeouc 
Ilighnes .Docnotyou perfect! te the feruams of God, 
at whole prayers warres are afTwaged on earth , and 
the violence of the rebellious Angels turned away. 

\Vhoalio by tneir prayers, doe labour to chafe away 
tne noyfome Diuels, and are content to pay tribute ac¬ 
cording to the law, and do not withftand the Empe- 
rours power : but do lincerely obferue the commaun- 
dement ofalmighty God , 8c obay our Lawes withall. 

But for you, it is well knowne, that you haue 
obftmately refilled againft thefe things .Weeuer vfed 
patience towards you from the begynning to the end . 

You on the contrary fyde, haue followed the violent 
paffions of your owne mindes.But we will be pure 
and cleane from your offence, like vmo Pilate, who 
wlicn Chrift,that then lined amongft vs men, was cal¬ 
led into queftion , would not put him to death : and 
being requyred by the Icwes to crucify him, turned 
lhmfelf to the Eaft, called for water , and began to 
\vafli his hands, laying withall: I am innocent of the 
hloudof this in(l man . Wherefore we haue euer com- 
inaunded , that no man perfecute another , nor no 
man quell downe another, that no man enuyat them 
that labour in the field of Chnft, nor offer iniury to 
the Stewards of the heauenly Ring, lead now in the 
K* k time 
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time of our raigne you reap fmall commodity thereby, 
and herafter you & your wicked counfeilours fall into 
the perills mentioned in Chrifles Teftament, as it 
happened in the bloudy death of Zacbarm . Therefore 
thole cruell bloud-luckers * like vnto the peftilent 
Diuell who was priuy to the murder as well as they, 
were deliuered to the punifhment of death, and at the 
comming of lefus Chrift our King from heauen,burft 
in funder, and fodied. 

1 his commaundement we gaue forth in the pre¬ 
fence and hearing of /migetiw, Chcromm > Damafm , 
Dcilampo and Brunduftnus . Moreouer weihauefent vn¬ 
to you the Ads of the Councell, that you may vnder- 
hand what this famous Councell hath decreed. For 
to thefe our letters we haue annexed the Decrees of the 
Councell ^ which briefly containeas followeth. 

According to the fentence of the great and Ca- 
tholike ISitcene Councell, we confefle the Sonnetobe 
Confubltantiall to the Father. Neither do we vnder- 
ftand the word Confubftant tall fo as fonie did expound 
it iongagoe, who fubfcrybed to the Nicene Counceli 
not with a plaine and well-meanyng myndtnoryet 
as others doe, who at this prefent tyme do call them 
Fathers , and yet do take away the force of this word 
Confubftantiall } and doe follow the opynion of them 
that teach , that the Word Confubftantiall doth fignifie 
nothing J but of litlefubffance. By which word it is 
fliewed, that the Sonne is like to the Father onely, and 
to none of the creatures by him made. They that teach 
this dodryne doe wickedly affirme, that the Sonne is 
nothing els, but a certayne Angular and noble crea¬ 
ture . But we do no otherwife beheue herin, then the

cfie nee of the Father, the S5ne, and the holy Ghoft in

he was borne, but do teach, that he was firft in the Fa¬ 
ther by venue and power, before that euer he was 
deed begotten. For that may be faid of all creatures 
hat are not euer with God ,as the Sonne is euer with 
he Father begotten by eternal! generation . Thefe 
things did the Emperour briefly lay downe in his Epi- 
[ e .. con cern,ng the arts of the Councell. But I w.ll

T il e Bilhops of Illyria to the Churches of God, 
and to the Bifhops of the Diocefle of Afm >

Lord . VVhenwe were gathered togeatherin one , 
aud had long deputed about the word, which is the 
caufc of our laluation; at length we determined that 
there is a Confubftantial Trinity,theFather,the Sone, 
and the Holy GhoB. Wherfore we thought it conue- 
ment to wry te our Letters ynto you , not meaning by 
any craft or cunning to deliuer vneo you fuch things 
as pertaine to the worfhip of the Bl. Trinity,but rather 
treating therof in humility , wehauefentyouthefeonr 
Letters by our beloued Brother and fellow in office, 
Jrlgidm* Pried-It is recorded not in any EpiBleofours, 
but in the Bookes of Iefus Chrifk ; 1 am Parties , / ApoU 
G ‘ * /0r ’ *' Ids, 1 Cephas's 3 I Chrifies . What 3 %>as Panl crucified for 
yon ? Or^oere ye baptized in the name of Paul* And cer¬ 
tainly this were inough for our modeily to wrytevnto 
you ^ forfomuch as by your preaching,wherby you de¬ 
luded the Holy GholT from the Father and the Sonne, 
yon haue Broken a great feare into all the Prouinces by 
you eouerned . Therfore we were conBrayncd to fend 
Plot'cl ties with Letters to you from Rome , the head of the 
Empire ,to the end he may learne whether your prea¬ 
ching be fuch or no. For whofoeuer doth thinke that 
the holy Trinity is not . Confubftantiall , accurfedbe

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they; 6c whofoeuer ffiaibe proued to cornunicatc with 
fuch, let them be accurfed alfo. But for the that preach 
the Trinity to be Confubftantiall, the Kingdomeof 
heatien is prouided. Wherfore we befeech you, Jo- 
uing Brethren, that you will not otherwife teach nor 
belieue, but al wayes to preach the Trinity to be Con- 
fubBantiall, wherby you may inhente the Kingdoms 
of God , 

As we were Writing thefeletters ynto you, we 
were warned to wryte further ynto you, what order 
is to be taken for the ordayning of our fellow-Biffiops; bifhops < 
that il it be poffible you admit fuch, as haue firB bene 
MagiBrates, and afterwards being chofen Biffiops, 
haue bene ofa found and approued faith: and iffuch 
cannot be found , let them betaken outoftheColled- 
ge$ of PrieBs .In like manner let PneBsand Deacons PnenSj 
be chofen from among the Ordcrsof the Clergy , fuch Deacons, 
as be innocen t and blame-Iefle in euery refpetf;: and let ^ders^F 
neuer any be chofen out of the Court, or out of the the ^ler- 

Campe . A nd therefore we were not minded to wryte §7* 
ynto you at large, bccaufe we haue fem vnto you one 
in the name of all, that is to fay , our Maiiter and fel¬ 
low in office h (pidim , that he may be fully informed , 
whether your preaching be fuch as we haue benetould 
by our fellow in Office l u fiat him . 

Although ( louing brethren ) yon haue this long 
tyme bene entangled with errour ; yet for the tymeto 
come, you nnift put of the old man,and put on a new . 

And our forefaid brother and fellow Elpidius will teach 
you the order of preaching the true faith 5 to wit, that 
the holy Trinity is ConfubBantiall, and God the Fa¬ 
ther, with the Sonne,and the holy Ghoft, is fanftified 
K Jt 3 and 
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and gloryfied , and clue the Father is in the Sonne,and 
the Sone in the Father, togeather with the holy Ghoft, 
for all eternity. Which thing being plainely declared 
we may truly confefle chat the holy Trinity is Gonfub- 
ftantiall, according to the tenour of the Greed fom- 
tyrnes publilhedin the Nicene Councell, which was 
alfo approued by our Fathers. Therefore if this faith be 
preached, we (halbeable to auoide the fnares of the 
wicked Diuell, and hauing once tryumphed ouer him, 
we fhalbe able both by familiar letters to inuite one an¬ 
other to peace, and alfo to lead a quiet and contented 
life. Wehauetherefore wrytten vnto you, to let you 
know the Artans whome the Councell hath depofed, 
who will neither confefle the Sonne to confiftofhis 
Fathers E{fence, nor acknowledg the holy Ghoft to 
be at all, whofe names we haue here layd downe,as 
folioweth , Polychromtis^Telemachus , Faujlus y Afclepia- 
des > Amantim , Cleopater . And thefe matters came thus 
to pafle to the glory of the Father, of the Sonne, and 
of the holy Ghoft, for euer and euer. Amen . We wi(h 
vnto you many yeares of health in God the Father, Sc 
his SonneourSauiour Chrift, with the holy Ghoft.

To this wickednes of his,he alfo patched certaine 
other opinions like to thefe . For fonwhat he borrow¬ 
er j errour Manichies , maintaynine that 

Cod the Gouernour of the world, neither created the 
hre nor the darknes. But his Sedaries do diffemble 
the(e and other fuch matters, who as it is reported, are 
banilhed out of the Church, becaufefome of them do 
pradife the accurfed trade of Vfury . Others do vfe the 
company of women, not according to the law of ma¬ 
trimony , but lewdly and dilhoneftly . And if there be 
any among them that are free from thefe vices • yet 
they do co mum cate with the other without any fem- 
plcat all. Therfore they giueout, thattheyliueapry- 
uae and fohtary life: wheras indeed they do it to co¬ 
if “leirblafphemons dodrine. And yet this diflem- 
bl ' n g t ^ ie ’ rs ls full of arrogancy, and rifeth of Pha- 
n aicall dodrine . For they do accufe the truePhifiti- 
an of ovir foules and bodyes, and do in a manner thus

fruth nothing reuerence thofe glorious beamesof 
his vertuous life , but baniffied him into Arabia Melt 
tms into Armenia, and Eujebiut ( who had endured 
many trauayies in enlarging the Apoftolike do^rine > 
into Thr acta. The fame Enfcbius Ynderftandmg that Clergy 
ere were many Churches thus bereft of their Pa- menJ dif.

CHAP. XIII. 

B V T now I think it necefTary to declare to them 
that know it not, what lnuincible courage and 
wifedome the fame Tnfiiim fhewed , when he 
receaued the Emperours Edi&, that commaunded him 
togoe into Thr&aa .For the meflenger that brought 
him the Edidt came vnto him about the twilight: who 
Znfcbiw commaunded,that in any wife he fhould keep 
his owne counfeil, and not be knowne to any. wher- 
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fore he came .For if the deuout people ( faid he ) (hall 
once vnderftand therof, they will furely drowite thee 
hecre in the riuer , and then thy death wilbe required 
at my handes.When he had fpokenthefe words and 
ended euenfong , as the manner was, about the tyme 
that men betake thetnfelues to fleep ,the good old Fa- 
theralone, commyttinghimfelf toafaithfull feruant 
of his, departed the Citty. Shortly after followed his 
man, carrying with him nothingbuta booke and a 
pillow . When they were come to the riuers banke , 
(for Eufhratcs vvafhed the wallesof the Citty ) he 
imbarked himfelfein a boat, and bad the rowers croffe 
the water to Zeugma ,. 

The next morning, he arryuedaf Zeugma . But 
the Citty of Samofata Was filled with mourning and 
lamentable compiaynts. For after that notice was gi- 
uenofhis departure by his feruant, who had touid to 
Euftbm friendes certayne things that his maifter com- 
maunded,as alfo whowereto beare him company, 
and what bookes were to be caried with them; all of 
them began to lament the lofieoffo good a Paftour- 
There a man might hauefeene whole fwatmes of peo¬ 
ple, fay ling along the ryuertofeekehim out. And whe 
at laft they came vnto him, and faw their Paftour 
whom they moll defired, Lord , how they complay- 
necj ,and mourned, and powred out ftreanies of teares 
to perfwade him to remayne with them, and not to 
fufFer the filly fheep to be deliuered to rauening 
wolues. But when they could not perfwade him vnto 
it, and when they heard him alleadge the commaun* 
dement of the Apoftle, charging vs in plaine words 
to obay the Magiftrates and Superiour powers, fome of, 

them j 
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them offered him gould ,fome filuer ,one offered him 
garments, another feruants to attend vpon him, for 
that he was to trauaile into a Arange and far countrey. 
He therefore receauing feme few of thofe prefets from 
hismoA familiar friends, and h.iuing armed them all 
both with ghoAly counfell and with prayer, and ex¬ 
horted them earneAly that they (hould manfully de- 
fend the ApoAohke dodtrme , went along the riuer 
IJter . They returnyng home to their Citty, began to 
cheereand encourage on* another,and Aoutly refilled 
the affault of the wolues. 

And a/Antiochu s 
the Vrkft , and E uolfius the Beacon. 

CHAP. XIIII. 

A Nd here I meane to fliew the feruent and 
vnfaygned faith of the forefaid people, for 
fo much is I thinke I fhould doe them wrong 
if Hhould not leaue the fame in wryting, for memo¬ 
ry to all poAerity .After that the Art ms had depri- 
ued that flock oftheir excellent fhcepheard, and pla¬ 
ced another in his roome, there was not a man of all 
the Cyttizens, neyther rich,nor poore, feruant or 
tnaiAer, man or woman, yong or old that would Cathoiika 
teforttothe Church as the manner was, but theBi- ^ ra y ne 
ihop remayned all alone ; for no man would either chesVf 11 " 
come into his prefence, or hauc any conference Heretikes. 
with him at all, notwithAanding that his conuerfatio 
is (aid to haue bene dull and honeA: of which thing, 

this 
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this that l will now tell you, is a plains and euidenc 
proofs . When he was myndsd to walli himfelfe in 
the bath,.his fcruants bolted thedores to keep out the 
prefle of people, bathe preceauing the multitude to 
ft and before the d oo re ,bad them to enter, and willed 
them all to be bould to vvalh m the bath with him , 
The like he did alfoin the inner bath that was vaulted 
ouer.For femg that the company gaue place vvhyle 
he was a bathing, he commaunded them to take the 
benehteofthe warme water, as well as he. But they 
held their peace, and ftood ft ill as they did before : he 
therefore thinking with himfelfe , that they did it to 
do him honour, arofe with I peed and went out of the 
bath. But they fuppoling the water to be polluted 
with the infection of the heretikes wickednes, loofed 
it out into the finite, and commaunded frefh to be 
ordayned for them • When this was knowme, the Bi- 
ihop forfooke theCnty, and went his way . For he 
thought it mere folly, or rather defperate madnc»,to 
dwell in that Citty,that was his enemy, and where 
he was (q hated of the common people . . 

Wherefore when E mornuu ( for fo was he cal.e t) 
had left Siim.cp.ita , although ihey thrufl into his place 
one Luatt <, that was a very wolfe indeed and traytor 
to the lheepjthe people being deftitute of a flieepheai d, 
did per forme the office ofa Paftour thcmfelues. Foi 
they kept the Apoftolike do&rine entire and found. 
But how deepely that Liu'ms alfo was hated by the peo¬ 
ple it fhall well .ippeare by the hiflory following. Cei- 
tayne boyes were playng at tennyce in the market 
place, for they tookegreatpleafurein that kind ofpa- 
ftyme. And as L:uius palled that away * ic forfuned 
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that one of the boyes throwing the ball out of his hid 
« chanced to hit againft the feet of the afle, wheron 
Lucm rode wherat the boyes made a great noife thin

C oncerning Barfes whofe glory doth fttl 
continue not only at Edejja (which Citty he 
couerned ) and in the Cittyes neere adioy mng, 
but aifo m Phoenicia , Eppt aaAThebats (for the fame ot 
his noble vermes had fpred it felfe ouer all thofe coun¬ 
trey es ^ firft Valent allotted him the lie of Judas for 
his dwelling place. But when he vnderftood that fuel* 
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infinite multitudes of people flocked vntohim (for he 
was endued with Apoftolieall grace, and cured difea- 
fes by his onely word ) he remoued him thence to Oxy- 
rtncmx Citty of Egypt. Againewhen his fame drew all 
m "™° infueh great multitudes, he Cent him to 
a Cattle called Pherns , feituate in the vttermoft bofids 
or that countrey, bordering on the fauage people that Honoring 
there inhabit. Thither transited this aged father , of Re ' 

who (God knowes) was far meetef to haue byn a Cit- i!& 
tizenot the Kmgdomeof heauen. It is reported that done by 
his bed remayneth in Arad**, euen to this prefent day, them • 
and is greately honoured of the people .

CHAP. XVI 

W H E n Vaiensh&A thus remoued the fhep- 

heard from the flock, he placed a wolfe in e * ll “ liks 
thelheepheards roome. And becaufe that Set 
all the people forfaking the Citty, made theirafleblies Hetetike* 
without the walles,he went therfore himfelfe toEdeffa Churches 
ftraitly charging eModeflm his Lieutenant, to mu- 
lter the Souldiers togeather that were wont to ga¬ 
ther the Tribute, 8c to take with him fuch ocher forces 
as were next at hand, 8c fo to fcatter abroad the mul¬ 
titude there aflembled, to beate them with rods and 
clubbs, andfo to chafe them away. Therfore as foone 
M m z . K 
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as the day appeared the Lieutenant did as he was com¬ 
ma unde d ; and paffing along the market place, he 
met with a poore filly woman , bearing a child . in 
her armes ,and running in all haft : for that without 
any regard of the fouldicrs , fliee brake violently 
through the firft rancke of them, her hart being fo jj 
enflamed with the loue of God, that {he neuer feared 1 
any violence of men, but rather accompted fuch their 
forces, to be nothing els but a meere mockery . 

Asfooneas the Lieutenant hadelpyed her, and 
learned what the matter was , he commaunded her to 
be brought before him , and afked her whither (he 1 
went ? She anfwered : I know (faid (he)that youhaue 
confpired fotne tjeifon againft the feruants of God. 
Therefore I am minded to go to my brethren and fel- 
lowesin faith, defiring to take fuch part as they doe 
in the (laughter by you intended . But what meaneft 
thou ( quoth he) to carry that infant with thee ? I ( 
mcane ( faid Ihe) to let him haue his part with me in a , 
moft wiihed and happy death. When the Lieutenant 
heard thefe words of the woman, and by her courage 
Catholiks wellperceaued therefolutemjndsofallher fellowes, 
by P at i en t j ie ma( i e relation therof to the Emperour, and tould 
ouercome hi™ * that it was but labour loft, to put them to death* 
the Perfe-For we(faid he)fliall gayne nothing therby but flume j 
cutors. & difer edit,and whe all is done, we lhall neuer make 1 
their courages quayle. 

When he had fpoken thefe words, although the 
multitude efcaped thofeprefent torments,yet notwith- 
Fnefts, flying their fpiritualgouernours, I meane thePriefts 
Deacons, and Deacons, were commanded to be fetched away, 
and were put to this choyce > either to communicate |

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with the wolfe, or els to be banniihed to the v ttermoft 
bounds^ofthe Empire. Asfoone therforeas the Lieu- 
cenanthad brought them togeather , he began toper-

And when none of them gauehim any anfwere, the l° Wa 
Lieutenant fpake thus to Enttput their chiefeft Prieft X 
a man worthy of eternal! prayfe. What ? doft not thou 
anfwere at all to that which I faid vmo thee ? Verily 
((aid he ) I thought it not my part to anfwere, when 
I was not afleed thequeftion .The Lieutenant replied: 

Inaue beJtowed many words ( faid he) to counfell 
you toyour owne good.Then faid Eulogmyo Hr fpeach 
vvasdiredbed vmo vs all, and therfore I thought it not 
good to barremy fellowes from anfwering, and to 
anfwere myfelfe alone. But ifit be your pfeafure to 
a(ke any thing of me, I will tell you my mind. There- E T fers 
fore( faid rhe Lieutenant ) communicate with thewfe* 
emperour. To whom Eulorius in pleafam manner medle 
bwyet pythily anfwered .What ( faid he) is my Lord ,h S 
E^c.r, bdid.s h, s E 4,e , A be 

The Lieutenant hearing this (harp anfwere fell 

into a meruailous rage, and reuylmg the Prieft,reply, 
ed as fo loweth.l faid not fo, thou foolilh fellow 
(laid he )but gaueyou counfel to communicate with 
tbem, with whom the Emperour doth communicate. 

And when the old man anfwered, that they had a Pa- 
ftour, whole beck they followed 5 the Lieutenant ap- 
M m 3 prehen- 
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prehended fourcfcore of them at once, and fetit them 
away into Thratia: who as they were led into bamfti- 
ment , had exceeding great honour and fernice offered 
Proceffio in the way. For the Cittyes and Townes came 
i wT in Proceffion to meet them, and gaue them very great 
tyrs. honour, as the inuincible Champions or Chrift. But 

their aduerfaryes arming themfelnes withenity, certi¬ 
fied the E mperour of all, and tould him, chat the thing 
which they imagined would bane bene the fliatne and 
confufion of thefe tnen, fell out indeed to their grea¬ 
ter glory. 

When V&ltws heard of this, he commaunded that 
they flioukl paffe along the Countreys by two 8 c two, 
and that they {hould be fcattered, fome into ThratM t 
fome into the vttermoll bounds of AYabU, and others 
into certainebafe Villages of Tbebais .And it is report q 
ted that at the procurement of certaine cruel! men,noc | 
only they whom© nature had linked togeather, were | 
parted afunder,but alfo natural! brothers werefeuered 
ech from other. But Eulogists the principall of all the 
Prieft $, and Protogems chat was next vnder him, were 
bajitftied into lyintinone in Thebais , whofe vertues I 
may not fuffer to be forgotten. For after they found j 
the Bifhop of chat place to be one of their owne Reli¬ 
gion , they did communicate with him in Ecclefiafti- j 
call affemblies ,but perceauing that there were but very j 
few that refer ted to the Church, and that moll of the | 
Cittys&ens were Gentiles, they tooke the matter hea-j 
uily as was meet they (hould, and fore lamented their! 
Infidelity. But they did notthinkeitfufficient,only| 
to lament the matter, but laboured as far as they coiildj 
to care their difeafed minds ^ For Eulogists inclofinp 
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himfelfe in a Cell, continued whole dayes and nights 
in prayer to Almighty God . 6 ' 

And Protogenes, that worderfull man, being tray, 
ned vp in learning by Eunom'tus ,and well pra&ifed 
in wry ting, when he had found a conuenient place * 
imployed himfelf to the teaching ofchildren, and kept 
open lchoole to all that would come: and he did not 
onely exercife them to wry te a fayre hand, but alfo in- 
ilruded them in the holy Scripture .For he read vnto 
them for their exercife the Pfalroes of Dauid, & taught 
them fuch fentences out of the Apoftles wrytingsas 
lie thought agreable to their capacities. And whenone 
of his boyes happened to fall licit. Protovents came, 
home vnto him & touching the right hand of the lick folTt 
chikt, he cured his drfeafe by prayer. When this was them that 
knowne abroad, the fathers of the other children li ? edinb » 
brought him home alfo to their houfcs.and befought nilfcmem * 
him to help their fide children . To whom he made this 
an (were , that he would neuer pray to God to cure 
thetrdifeafe, vntUfuchtymeas thedifeafed party were Baprtfm. 
torlt baptized . W her unto rhe fathers eafily condefcen- offchU- 
dea . For thedefireof their childrens health moued the dten • 
fo to doe r and thus they were cured in body and foule 
togeather. 

But whenfoeuer he perfwaded any lick perfonto 
receaue the grace of the holy Ghoft, firft he brought 
him to Eulogiui , who knocking at the dore of his cab- 
bin,prayed him to open vnto him, and to giue the feale 
of our Lord to theparty, whom he had brought to the 
faith . And when as Eulogiui began to be offended for 
beingdiftnrbed athisprayers.Oman(faid Protogenes) 
the loules health of thole that are out of the way , is a 

matter. 
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matter of greater importance. Therefore all men Won¬ 
dered at Vrotogenes , when they faw him to worke fuch 
itrange myraclss, and to impart to fo many the light 
of the knowledge of God , and yet to giue the place to 
lulogius , and tobryng vnto him thofe whom he had 
gayned by the word of God. Therefore they fufpe&ed, 
and not without a caufe, that he was of greater Yertue 
and excellency, \ 

But after that the ftorme of Perfecution was 
fom what aflwaged, and the Churches enioyed a more j 
quyetcalme, and that they wer-e both commaunded ] 
to returne home againe; all the people brought them j 
onward on their way, and greatly lamenting their de- ; 
parcure, powred out’ftreames of teares: but none fo 
much as did the Bifliop of the forfaid Church, becaufe 
he lacked their help in tyllingour Lordes field . 

"When they came home into their countrey, the j 
great Barfes was tranflated to a better life, and the go- 
uernmentof his Church was committed to Eulogius • ; 
But to that excellent man ?rotogents> commaundmenc 
was giuen to manure the rude and vncyuiil Citty of 
Curves, ouergrowne with Gentiles,as it were with 
thornes, and rcquyring great labour to reforme it. 
Thefe thingescametopafle after that peace was re- 
ftored to the Churches.

CHAP. XVII. 

B V T Valent , whJalmoft al the Church ofChrift 
was thus bereft bf her Paftonrs, tooke his iour- 
n l n ®y to Ca/areaoECappadocia. At which tyme Ba~ 
///that glorious light of the world was Bilhop there. 
To whom Valent fent his Lieutenant with this comma- 
dement, that either he fhould perfwad cBafil to comu-i 
mcate with Eudoxius , or if he would not yield to,that, 
tocaft him out of the Church. For the fame of that 
excellent man comming to his eares, ftayedhim from 
gluing the aflault himfelfe.becaufeleaft Bafilb ould vn- 
dertake the combat witha noble courage , 8 c warding 
the blowes might encourage others by Jus example" 
Butall his deuifes were like vnto Ipyders webbes. For 
the other Bilhops did both ftick raft to the old rules of 
rehgion^nd alfo like vnto certayne towers held vp the 
walles of the faith. When the Lieutenant came: to Ca- 
farea , he lent for Bafil the Great, and intertayiied him 
very honourably , and with curteous and flattering 
(peaches counfclled him to yield to the tyme, and not 
to deftroy fo many 8 c fo famous Churches for fo nyce 
a poynt of doitryne, and for fo (mall a matter as that, 
promising alfo that he would procure him the Empe- 
rours friendlhip, and moreouer tould him what oreat 
benefites would therby aryfe to others. ° 

To whom that dyuiae man thus anfwercd : Such 
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talke (faid he) is meet to be vied to children,for they, 
and fuch as themfelues do long to hcare ftich wordes 
asthe(e,:but they that are trayned vp in the ftudyof 
holy Scriptures, wiU ootfiifFer fo much as one fillable 
of the holy Decrees to perilh, but rather will gladly 
hazard their lines in defence thefof, if need require. 
And as cocerning the Emperours friendlhip ( faid he ) 

1 doe greatly efteeme therof, fo far as it may ftand with 
the fafety of my confidence, but otherwile l fay, th^t 
ids noyfome., and’dangerous. Than, .the Lieutenant 
was fore moued with thefe fpeaches, and tould him 
that he doted ,and was mad in fo faying. Then Saint 
Bafil replied: I pray God (faid he) 1 may. contynuein 
this madnes euer. But he being commaunded to goe 
forth, and to deuife with himfelf what courfe to take, 
and to declare his opinion theday following, and that 
with ma-tiy an vnciuile threat ; it is reported that the 
excellent man anfwored in manner following: 1 for 
my part will returne :to morrow the fame roan that I 
am to day: do not you alteryour opinion, but execute 
that which you baue threatned. 

After this conference, was ended , the Lieutenant 
repayred to the Eroperour , and tould what anfwere 
i?,i/?/had made, and informed him of his great venue, 
and of his manly and refolute courage .The fame tyme 
the Emperour retyred himfelf into his Pallace with 
iilence. But when hefaw that the plagues of God were 
fallen vpon his family ( for his fonne was vexed with 
a foro difeafe, and euen at the poy nt of death , his wife 
alfo fallen into great diftrefle and mifery) he acknow¬ 
ledged the caufe of thefe affli&ions., and now made 
hiunblafute by: his friends to chat man of God , whom 
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before he threatned to punilh , and requeffed him. to 
eomehome vntohim, Therefore!?^/ tte Great com- 
mingto the Court , and feeing the Emperours fonne 
euen at deathes dore, promyfed that he Ihouldbere- A gr«t 
itored to hfe, if he might be baptized by the true belie benefite 
tiers* Andwhen he had thus faid , be departed I But Scntbe 
the Emperour hauins bound himfelf by Oath, likevn- baptized 
to Herod, gaue the charge vnto certayne Brians then by Catho ' 
prefen t, to baptize the childBut the child prefentlv hkes ’ 
departed this life. Therefore when- Palews considered 
in hismynd, what great dowiage he receaued by kee¬ 
ping his oath, he began to repent himfelf, and com- 
mmg diredfly to the Church , he became a hearer of ^ . 

©&ryne, and offered his wonted grfeaypoa the 
altar. ft. hldafil bait him enter, within: the holy VeileVv tar, 
to the place wherehe fate himfelf,vnto whom hewade 
a long Oration touching matters; of faith, and Pt/em 
gaue diligent ea-re vnto his difeourfe . 

There was alfo prefet one Tkmftbtm -the Mi jfter 
°rthc Emperours kytehin, who rna yery: mafepart 
nianer , controlled Bafil the famous Dodour of the 
world. But Bafil (railingto himfelf, anfwered : Once 
in our lyues we haue feene a Demofthem , that knew 
not one letter ofthebooke. When- the other; fell into 
a meruailous chafe, and began to threaten: Good fel¬ 
low (faid Bafil the great) it is thy office to meddle with 
feething of pottage, and making of faufes : for hailing 
thyneeares Hopped with filth, thou canft not heare 
the holy dortryne of Chrift. And this was the anfwere 
chat Bafl gaue vnto him . But the E mperour began to 
haue Bafil in fo great admiration, that he gaue very 
faire lands of his neere adioyning to that place, vnto Church . 

N n 2 the 
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thepoore.peopleofwh,om2^f/had taken the charge, 
who were maymed and lame in all their body , and 
wanted help and relief. Thus did the great Baftl efcape 
the firft aflault of Vdlens . 

But the fccondtyme that he came to Cappadocia, 
hauiog quyte forgotten all former matters ( for his 
mynd was ouercome by the perfwafion of certayne 
crafty companions) he counfelled Bajil to recant,and 
cleauetothe contrary fide. And when he could not 
perfwadc him, he commaunded a Proclamation of ba- 
nyftiment to be publilhed againft him. Which when 
he went about to confirme by his hand-wry ting, he 
could not makefo much as one note,or tittle of a letter. 
For the pen which he held in his hand^ burft in fundqr, 
& that not once,but againe 6c againe. And as he la- 
boured earneftly to fublcribe to that wicked Edi&,his 
right hand was ftroken & fell into a meruailous trem- 
blmg.So as he being thus amazed for feare,rent the pa¬ 
per in pieces with his hands. Thus God Almighty that 
ruleth all things, did plainly declare th it the like befell 
both vnto others, by his permiflion, & alfothat by his 
help 2to//was delyuered from thefe confpiracies .And 
as in thefe affayres of Bajil,he fhewed his mighty pow¬ 
er, fo in that other a& of his prouidence,he made the 
Valiant courages of excellent men famoufly knowne 
to the world abroad. Thus was Valens foyled, when he 
gaue the aflault to Baftl > and vtterly defeated of his 
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o T THE DEATH Of 
Saint Athanalius. And bolt peter fuc~ 
ceeded in bis rotme. 

CHAP. XVIII. 

A Fter that i^Athanafiui had now fought ma- 
ny a combat, and alwayes obtayneathe vi- 
dtory ; and after that he had gotten fo many 
crownes for euery battayle, he was releafed of the la - 
hours of this prefent life, at the Citty of Alexandria, 
and tranflated to a life that knoweth no forrow. Then 
feter a very excellent man, obtayned that Prelacy. He 
was firft defigned theruntoby theele&ion of Blefled 
t^Athanafm himfelfe, wherto all the Prieftesand Ma- 
giftrates alfo gaue their confents. The common peo¬ 
ple alfo declared by their applaufes what ioy they con- 
ceaued therby. For Peter hzd bene Atkanafm his fel¬ 
low and companion in all his troubles, and with him 
helyued not only while he remaynedat Alexandria t 
but alfo in all his trauayles ,and ioyntly with him he 
endured many painfull labours. Wherefore the nea- 
reft Bilhops repayred thither in haft, and they that led * 
their* Hues in great aufterity , leauing their wonted ne ^ m,a " 
exercife 4 came to inftall Peter in Athanafm his feate . Monkes.

CHAP. X IX. 

B V T after that he was placed in the Seate of the 
Bifoopricke, the Lieutenant of that Prouince 
with a great multitude of Iewes and Gentiles , 
layd fiege to the walles of the Church, and comman¬ 
ded Peter to come forth: y ea, and threatned him fore> 
that vnlefle he would come forth of himfelfe,he would 
fetch him out by force . And this did the Lieutenant 

vnder pretence to pleafe the Emperour, and to moleft 

them that were not of his religion; but in very deed 
to fatisfy the fiiryous rage that boyled within him . For 
he was wholy addi&ed to worflvipping o£ Idols: and it 
was as aood as a feaft vnto him, to fee the Church of 
Chrift tolled and troubled. Therefore Veter that ex - 
I & ome cellent man ,feing that warre was ray fed on a foddaine, 
j was euer he fecretlv departed the Church,and taking ihip he 
S tl r e r re u^ e fayled to Rome . 

I Not many dayes after, Buzom brought Lucm 

1 fecuted. with him from Antioch , and came to Alexandria , and 
deliuercd that Church to him . How lewd a man this 
1 Lucm was, the Citty of Sam fat a had had fufficient 

tryall before. But the people being nurtured m Am- 
1 mfiUA his doarine, when they perceaued that other 

manner of food was offered vnto them , forfooke the 
Church. Wherfore Lucius by the help of thole Idola¬ 
trous perfecutors, tooke fome of the people, and beatw 
• r them 

a 
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them with rods, others he Ihut V p into pryfon, fome 
he forced to flee, and brake into the houfes ofothers in 
moft barbarous manner. But tliefe matters are more 
exaaiy penned in an Epiftlc written by that excellent 
man Pfterhmklf : which Epiftle I will fet dovviie in 

this my hiftory, after I hauefpoken of one notorious 

vijlany more by him commytted . 

There were certaine men in JS^who following 
the life and connection of Angels, were retyred from 
the tumult and noyfe of people, and betooke them-Monk.of 

(elues to lyue in thedefert. They made thofe barren E S‘P'- 
and iandy places to be very fertile, and offered to God 
moft pleafant & goodly fruites of venue, wherby they 
directed all their aflions. Whichtrade oflife although 
others had profefled before ; yet the great Antony . fo Sa,nt ^ n * 
famous ,n euery mans mouth , was the moft excellent boTof ,h. 
Maifter of all thofe CouemsofMonkes:and it was he Monk <* 
that made the wildernes afchoole of venue forreligi- of Egipt * 
011s men: whofe difciples ( for he himfelf was now de«- 
parted chishfe/urmfhed with goodly ftore of prouifio 
for that his voyage) were perfected by Lucm that 
«)} ferable & vnhappy wretch. For when hehad pulled 
out of their Celies thechidfeft of thofe facred Qtlyers, 

I meane the famous Macarius, as alfo another of the 
.true name, togeather with lfidorus, and dyuers others, • 
he bamflied them into a certayne liand inhabytedby 
Inhdels, which had neuerreceauedany teacher of true 
Religion. 

When the barke drew neere to the fhore of that 
hand, the Diuell, whom thofe lflanders worihipped, 
forfooke the Idol dedicated vmo him , in which he 
had lodged fo long a time > and brought the Priefts 

Daughter 
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Daughter into fuch furious madnes , that (he ran vnto 
the Ihore where the Barke arryued: and the Diuell v- 
fing her tongue as his inftrument ,(he thundered out 
with a roaring voyce, the very fame wordes which 
A& xo were once vttered by the podefied woman at Fbilifpa: 

X * infomuch that all that there prefent, heard the Diuell 
fay : O how great is your power , you Seruants of 
Chrift ! We are chafed by you from place to place, 
*ouc of Cittycs and Townes, out of hilles and dales, 

& out of the deferts where no man d wclleth: we flood 
in good hope, that lining here in this lland, we ftiould 
haue by n far inough out of the reach of your weapons^ 
but now that hope hath fayled v$« For your perfect 
tors haue fentyou hither, not fo much to afflict and 
trouble you, as by your comming hither , to driue 
vs hence • Therefore we will take our leaue of this 
lland, for we are pierced with the Aiming beames of 
your venue, as it were with darts • When they had 
fpoken thefe and other fuch word sin the woman, they 
threw her on the ground as dead, andfo leauing her, 
vtterly vanilhed away. But that diuine company or 
Saints ray fed vp the raayd by their prayers, & brought 
her wel recouered to her father againe. All that beheld 
this myracle, fell downe at the feet of thefe holy men, 
praying them to bellow vpon them the food of falua- 
tion ;fhey threw downe the temple of Idols, and after 
they had bene lightned with the beames of holy do¬ 
ctrine , they receaued the grace of facred baptifme. 

When thefe things were noyfed abroad at Alexan¬ 
dria , all the people began to reuile at Luc 'wa , and fayd 
that furely the wrath of God would fall vpon them, 
vnlefle that blefled company of holy men were fetat:

wickednes by him commytted . And leaft I lhouldbe 
tedious to the Reader, I will note only that which I

CHAP. XX. 

P A L L A d 1 v s the Lieutenant of that Pro- 
uince , by profeffion a Gentile, and euer addi* 
aedtotheferuiceofldols, becaulehehadmany 
tymes purpofed withhimfelfelfto fight againft Chrift 
at length gathering his forces togeather, as I fayd be¬ 
fore, labonred to fubdue the Church,as if he had bene 
to conquer tome barbarous nation. Then,I fay a 
man might haue feene moft horryble villanies com- 
mytred, which when I went about onely to report 
the remem brancetherof grieued my hart fo fore, that 
my eyes powred outan aboundancoof teares.-the’grief 
Wherof had long poffeffed my mynd, had I not afwa- 
ged the fame by thy nking vpon heauenly things. For 
the bands of fouldiers entring into the Church called 
O o 'Theonas 
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TbctnAs y indeed of grauafpeaches,and inch as befee- 
med theChurch,founded forth theprayfesof ihekl- 
dols , inftced of reading the holy Scriptures , they 
vfed vndecem clapping of hands,, with diflbluteand 
wanton words, and they neuer feared to abufe the 
Nunnes . Virgins of Chnft with great reproach;, which abufes 
my tougne is afrayd to vtter , becaufe they be too di- 
fhoneft to befpoksn. For can any man of found iudg- 
ment heare therof, that will not piefently ftop Im 
eares ?Nay who would not rather wifti that he were 
deafe*indcd,then that fuch beaftlines fliouldonce enter 
into his eares ? 

J3ut I would to God they had contented them- 
felues with difhoncft and villanous fpeaches, and of* 
fended only therm , that their naughty deeds had not 
far pa fled their faufy words. Fora reproach be it ne- 
uer fo great, may well be borne withall, efpecially by 
them, that vnderftand the doilrine and wifdomeof 
Chnft . Butthefe fdlowes being the inftruments and 
veffels of anger, prepared for deftru&ion, and vomi¬ 
ting out of their filthy tnouthes a loud and wanton 
noyfe, which burft out ( as a man may fay ) as it had 
Single bene from a conduct pipe> began to rend the garments 
life refem- Q f Chrifts holy Virgins, whofe godly order of life re- 
rl eth f A he fembled theconuerCation of holy Angels , and ftrip- 
eels “ ping them ftarke naked, led them in triumph ouer ail 
the Citty, and fcoffed at them in very fhameles maner, 
according as it pleafed themfelues . Finally fuch things 
as were then committed, were both ft range and cru¬ 
el] . And if any of the behoulders were fo> mowed with 
companion,, as to hinder them by force, or diffwade 
them by counfctt ,fiom doing fuck vdlany „ he neuet 
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clcapedwithout a wound* 

But now alas, many Virgins were deflowred by 
rorce,many alfo were brayned with clubs, and lay 
tor dead , and no licence would be graunted to bury 
their bodyes . And there were many of their bodyes 
which their Parents fought for witli heauy harts , and 
could neuer find them vntillthis day. But why doc I 
fpeake of fuch fmall matters, among fo many greater 
outrages i Or why dol day vponthefe, and doe not 
rather turnemy fpeach to fitch lamentable things as do 
in a manner draw me vnto them ? Which matters ( I 
am well allured ) will make you to wonder, and Hand 
amazed ,as well as we, muling with your felues,that 
our Lord Ihould Ihew fuch fauour, and not vtterly de¬ 
ft roy this vniuerfall world. For (as the Scripture faith) 
that which was neuer done, nor heard of in the dayes 
of our Forefathers, the fame did thofe wicked men „ 
commit vpon the very Altar. For as though they had ,3 
bene playing fome wanton Comedy'vpon a ftage;, *he Altar, 
theytookea boy that had feygnedhimfdfeawoman, 
who (according to the word of Scripture) had payn- 
ted his eyes with counterfait colours, and his face was 
walht with a fcarlct red, like vnto an Image, and put 
him into womans apparell, and made him leap and 
daunceeuen vpon the holy Altar (where prayers were 
wonttobemadefor the defeeding of the Holy Ghoft) 
bowing his body in manner of a ring, and moiling 
his hands hitherand thither with wantonuefture: & 
then breaking out into immoderate laughter, they vc- 
tered mod deteftable and villanous fpeaches. 

Againe thinking their former behauiour to be too 
ciuil,and their aftions part to be rather honed, then 

O o a wicked 
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wicked, they chofe out of all their troup a notorious 
beadly companion, whom they dripped darke naked, 
and left him as bare of apparrell as he was before of ho¬ 
ned y : him they placed in the highed pulpit of the 
Church, and called him the filthy Preacher againft 
Chrid. For indeed of the word of God , hepreached 
feurrility , for graue difeourfes wanton behauiour, for 
venue diihonedy ,for chaditylewd leachery , adulte¬ 
ry ,and the fin of Sodomy jhe taught the people amogft 
other things, that robbery and gluttony ,quaffing and 
carowfing was profitable for the life of man. 

When matters came to this paffe , and my felfe 
departed the Church ( for how could I there abide 
where thefouldiars made fomany inuafions ; where 
the multitude was hired to. rayfe(edition: where fuch 
greedy defire of money raigned .* where the vnruly Ge- 
tileswere byfayre promifes allured to do mifehief ?) 
then that honed man Lucius our Succeffour came thi¬ 
ther , who by his wickednes and lewd demeanour la¬ 
boured to play the part of a wolfe: who crept into that 
feat, not by the confent of CatholikeBiffiops aflem- 
bled togeather, nor by the voyces of true Clergy men, 
nor. by the requed of the people, as the holy Canons 
do appoint: but bought it for money , as if it had bene 
fomefecular dignity . Thither came in his copany (for 
Bithops, he could not enter into the Cttty alone) not Bifhops, 
Priefts. nor Prieds, nor Deacons,nor multitude of people, nor 
eacons t ^ ie ^onkes finging ofCacved hymnes andfongs, 

eacons. ta k en QUt t h e holy Scripture j but Buyouts , who ma- 
Monkes. ny yeares agoe, hailing bene Deacon inourGitty of 
^Alexandria z was depofed togeather with Arm in the 
holy Sc famous Nicene Councell, but now was made 
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Primate of the Church of Jntioch , which he hath coi*- 
rupted like a pedilentcanker; and onecftfa^/^alfo 
L i^ llt f{ laiUofthe Prouinciall rents, with a great band 

or loiildiars came in their company, a man fa m on fly 
knowne for his wicked behauiour, who in the time of 
Julian , burned the Church of Btry turn a noble Cicty 
in Phenicia^ but in the raigne of Ionian the Emperour, 
of godly memory, was forced to build it a new at his 
owne charges, and had much a doe to faue his neck 
from the blocke, had not many of his friendes made 
fuite to the Emperour to beg his pardon . 

You therefore, who are inflamed with the Angular 
zeale of religion, whofe help I craue to reuenge thefe 
fouleoffences, mud confider by this how greatand 
manifould mifehiefs hauebene committed againdthe 
Church of God, by the forefaid Tyrant Lucius , that 
offered violence vnto vs. For after that he had bene 
many a tyme renounced, not only by your Holynes, 
but by all Catholike Biffiops,yet he inuaded this Otty* 
which for many caufes was the iudly offended againd 
liim .Furthermore, he doth not oncly (ay in his hart 
like vnto the blafphemous foole in the Pfalmes, that 
Chrid is not truly God, but alfo is corrupted himfelf 
in his order of life, and corrupteih others,and is much 
delighted to heare fuch blafphemy as is vttered by them 
that worfliip the creature indeed of the Creator. And 
wheras he fauoureth of the fame opinio as the Gentiles 
doe, whylhould he not wickedly prefumeto worffiip 
God after a new and (hameles manner ? For the Gen¬ 
tiles hauc thus proclaymed his prayfes before his face . 
Blefled be the day of thy comtning to vs O Bifhop,thac 
denied the Sonne of God , Serapis cloth loue thee well, 
Oo 5 and 






and he b athfent thee hither. And thus when they re- 
cca^ed Lmm into -the Catty, they called on the name | 
of their Countrey God . 

But within few dayes after, Magmu before men¬ 
tioned , the v nfe parable com pa nion of Lucius in all bis 
lewdnes, a cruel! officer, and moll barbarous iperfeai- 
Prieas &tor gathered his forces togeather, and appi^hended 
Deacons nineteencIViefts and Deacons , of whom fome were 
arraigned a ^ oue f olire fcore yeares of age : and he began to art ai- 
for^religi^ ne t h em publikely at the bar re, as if they had bene 

taken in fome notorious cryme forbidden by thelawes 

of the Romans, not knowing the lawes ena&ed in 
defence of Chriftian Religion* and conftrained them 
to deny their Fathers tayth delivered to vs by fucccffio 
from the Apoftles. And morcouer he affirmed that 
Valens themoft mercifull Emperour would be much 
delighted w’.th their (b doing«Lad of ail, he fpake vn* 
to them with a loud voice, in manner following. Re¬ 
cant, Recant, yee mifcrable wretches, and yield to 
the Arians opinion. For admit that your religion be 
true; yet when ye doeforfake it not of your owneac¬ 
cord , but by meere conftraynt and neceffity, no doubt 
but God Almighty will graunt you pardon. For when 
a man is conftrayned to do Amy ffe , the matter is eafily 
eKcufed a but when an offence is committed voluntarily 
it cannot efcape vnblamed . 

Wherefore pondering thefe reafons in your mindes 
all excufes fet a part, fubmit your lelues ioyfully to our 
opinion , and fubferybe yee to the Artans doftrine, 
which Lucuta{ for he called him by his name) doth 
openly preach ; houlding your felues affured ,that if 
you will follow his doctrine, youfliall want neither 
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money, riches, nor honors which thcEmperouir can 
beftowypon you. But on the contrary fide, if you 
will refift againft him , then prepare your fdues to 
abidepFifons, torments, racks, whippings , drawings 
and ouarterings. Yottfttalbefporyledof your goodes, 
and rands, you ffialbe baniffied, your countrey,and 
condemned to dwell m vneonth „andi moft loathfome 
places. 

So this bafe Captayne tempering his threats with 
policy, laboured partly by conn fell, partly by compul- 
iion, to make tliemfallfrom their holy Jlpligion . But 
they thought with themfelucs, that it is a more lamen¬ 
table cale ( as it is indeed ) to betray the faiih,tben to 
fufferany torments whatfoeuer . Andatlength being 
forced by neceffity, they made him an anfwere in theft? 
wordes, and fa by cheir valour and manly courage of 
mynd, they triumphed both oner bis policy &. threats. 
Trouble vs no more ( fud they ) nor thinke to 
terrify vs with ftich words as thefe . Spare all thofe idle 
fpeaches that thou fpendeftin vaine . For we doe not 
meane to ferue any ftrange, or new found God . And 
although that thou , like a man tofled with the waues 
of the fea, doff foame andfroathat mouth,and like 
a ftormy wynd daft violently ru(h vpon vs; yet we 
Will ftand firmcly to our fayth and do&rine , as lone 
as we Hue. 

Keitherdo we belicue that God wanteth either 
power, wifedome , or truth , nor that he is fomtymes 
a Father, and fomtymes not a Father ( as the wicked 
opinion o-fthe Artans doth beare men in hand,) nor 
that the Sonne had his beginning in cyme* or that he i$ 
tranfttofy.Fof jf the Sonne,be a creature (as th^ArUns 

doe 
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doc dreame) and not of ecjuall fubftance with the Fa¬ 
ther , then it will follow that there mull be no Father, 
For if it be true (as they belieue) that there was once a 
tyme, when the Sonne was not, then alfo there was 
once a tyme when there was not a Father. But if he 
was euer a Father by reafon that there wasalwayes a 
Sonne , the true branch rifing from him, without na- 
turall feed (for God is fubieft to no fuch paflions, J 
why then is not that man worthy to be accompted 
mad , that thinketh the Sonne , by whofe grace all 
things were made, once to haue had no being hitn- 
felf. For our Fathers throughout all the world-, from 
whofe faith thefe fatherles men are fallen, meeting to- 
geather at Nice , denounced Anathema to the peruerfe 
opinion of Arm, which this our new maifternow 
defendeth; and they affirmed, that the Sonne was of j 
no other fubftance then the Fathers (which thou doeft j 
vrse vs to fay ) but confifted of the very fame : which I 
thin<* they well and religioufly conceauing, and com¬ 
paring diuers places of Scripture togearher, plainly 
concluded, that the Sonne wasConfubftantiall.tohis 
fsthsr • 

After they had vttered thefe 8c fuch like fpeaches, 
Mazhm clapt them vp in prifon for a long fpace, thin¬ 
king by thatmeanes to make them recant their Godly 
opinion But they like valiant Champions in the place 
of combat, all feare and fay nines fet afide, arming 
themfelues with the confederation of fuch noble ads as 
their forefathers had done before them , came with 
fuch valiant courages to defend the faith, that they 
efteemed torments to be nothing els , but an exercife 

of vertue. Therefore while they fought in this manner. 
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and according to the wordes of SaW p / / 97 

fpeflacletomen and Angels, the whole cZf^Tt

Therefore when they 
had neither brought any prouilion into the fliip, nor 
taken any thing with them to comfort themfeluesin 
their paynefull banifliment.hecommaundedthe Ihip- 
men to weigh ancor , and fo to depart. 

At the fame tyme the very fea it felfe (a ftrange 
cafe, and almoft incredible ) began fo to worke arid 
foame, as if it had bene fore offended at (b ihamefull a 
thing /and vtterly. refufed ( asaman may fay ) to car¬ 
ry away thofe men, leaft it fhould help to execute 
that wicked commaundement.Forit playnly difeoue- 
red to the fimple people , the barbarous cruelty of the 
ludge ; inlomuch that a man might truly fay, Hcaucn 
it felfe was amazed at the matter. 

Morcouer all the Cytty groaned.forforroWiSc fo 
continueth to this prefer day.For fome did make a ruful 
noyfe by knocking their brefts, others did lift vp their 
jhandsand ey es to heauen, calling God to yyitnefle for 
the injury done vnto them , with thelc or likewordes; 
Let heauen harken, and earth giue eare, what ftrange 
and horrible cry mes are now committed .Finally all 
things abounded with mourning, pittifull cryes, and 
lamentations founded through all tbe Citty ,and fuch 
a floud of teares feemed to arife on a fuddaine, that it 
did in a manner ouerffow the fea ft lelfe. And when as 
the Captaineftandingon thelhore commaunded the 
marryners to hoy fe vp their fades * then began a con- 
fufed weeping ofmaydes and women, old men and 
yong : then began lamentable plaintes .mingled with 
bitter teares; then all of them togeather gaue fo great an 
outcry .that it did almoft drowne the roaryng of the 
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lea, which the foamyngwaues did make. f

Where was euer fo foule a fin committed in former 
ages ? One.; Pharao comaunded that the male children 
of the Hebrewes fhould be flaine: but this he did partly 
of feare, and partly of enuy. But yet what difference 
is there bet wene this & that ? And how much milder 
is the one then the other ? How much rather to bede- 
fired , if there be any choyce in iniury ? HoW much 
more tolerable , if we will compare one wicked ad 
with another, though they be fuch as cannot be parted 
afunder ? 

Thefe things thatlhaue reported, are no doubt 
incredible , moftflrous , cruell, fauage, barbarous, 
mercilefleand bitter. But yet the outragious Arians 
did proudly glory thsrin, and were rc^dy tq daunce

then that, they ftudyed to be famous for their lewd be- 
hauiour. For behould againe when fome Clergy men 
oftheCatholilce Church remaining at Antioch >and 
fome vertiious Monkes with all, determyned to teftify 
to the world, their outragious wickednes; tliefe feL 
lowes powred out fo many (launders againft them into 
the Emperours eares ,that they caufed them to be ba- 
Xiifhed into Neocoefarea a Citty of Fonttts, where they 
Ihortly furrendred their hues , by realon of thofe loath* 
fome places. 

Thefe and fuch other Tragedies, thefe miferable 
times affoarded, which although they are meet to be 
forgotten and trodden vnder foot: yet they are putin 
wry ting, tochecke and controll fuch as doe reuileat 
our Lord with their faucy tongues* who being infer 
<Sted with the difeafe of blafphemy, do not onely enuy 
againft Cod, the Lord and Gouernor of all this world; 
but alfo doe rayfe deadly warre againft his Faithful! 
Seruants .

For the grace of the holy tying on 
Ghoft doth light vpon no man ac thy prayers 8c in- ^ nc,s> 
uocation . To whom Lucius anfwered : Why doft thou receaued* 
io comemire of me ? I do not conieduie,faid he, but therby. 

I know it for certaine.For thou fighteft againft the A- 
poftolike' dodrinc, 8c tcacheft contrary of tbineowne Good me 
head : and to words of blafphemy,thou ioyneft works refufe to 
of yilla'ny. For what wicked perfon halt thou not holy "or- 
eaufedtoraile at the Churches aflemblies i What ver- ders of 
tuous man hath riot bene banifhed by thee ? What bar- Herctifee ® 
barous cruelty may be imagined, which thy daily mis¬ 
demeanors doe not fane furpafle ? 

When he had fpoken thefe wordes with fo bould 
acourage, Luciua would fayne haue difpatched him 
out of the way, butfor fearc leaft he lhould renew a- 
gaine the war before appeafed,he commaunded him 
to be carryed to other Bilhops,, fuch as he would hitn- 
felfe .Finally when Mojfes had with wonderful! faith 
receaued the Bi/hoplike grace, he went forward to the 
that defiled him : and lead them to the truth, partly 
by his Apoftolike dodrine.and partly by myracles. 

Thefe were the wicked adions which Luiw did at 

Alexandria 
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Alexandria, and which by the prouidece of God, were 
ftrangely brought to nothing .

runs. Pnefts. When that was done, the Priefts after they had 
ftriued a while with fire and water, at the length funk 
into the deep, and fo receaued the crowne of martyr- 
? dome. 

But Valens hauing for long time liued at Antioch , 

S granted liberty of religion to Gentiles, Iewes, and all 

other that challenging the name of Chriftians, impu¬ 
gned the doftrine of Chrift . For they that were addi- 
, died to fuperftition, did exercife the prophane myfte- 
! of ryes of the Gentiles: and that blind errour vtterly fup-

1 rours, but gadding through the middeft of the market 

ted. place^aging as if they were infpired with a fury. On¬ 
ly the defenders of the Apoilolike do&rine , found 
the Tyrant their deadly enemy. ^ 
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Firft he chafed them out of the Church (for Io- 
uun thatraoft worthy Emperourgaue them a Church 
newly bmh from the ground.) When they were driueti 
out of the Churches, they affembled themfelues togea- 
therat the foot of the hill, they glorified God with 
Ilymnes, they expounded the holy Scriptures, they 
patiently fuffered theiniuries of wynd and weather, 
lomtymes they werefore beaten with rayne, fomtymes 
couered with froft and fnow, and foftietymes againe 
parched with the burning heat of the funne. But the 
Emperour would not fufferthemtoenioy that cafe 8 c 
commodity, although it were painfull inough (God 
kno weth) but fending thither a band of fouldiers, feat- 
tered, and deuided the company .

C HAP. XX III. 

B V T Elauianus apd Diodorus like vnto certaine 
rocks, brake the force of the waues that daihed 
againft them. For Meletius being fayne toliue 
in a countrey far diftant from his flock, thefetwo vn- 
dertooke his charge, and not only refilled the wolucs 
by their wifedome and courage, but alfo cured the 
fores and dileafes of the Iheep. Therefore when they 
were beaten away from the foote of the hill, they fed 
the iheep on the banks of the riuer neere adioyning. 
They did not hang vp their inftruments like vnto 
them that were captyues in Babylon , but fong prayfes 
Qjl to 
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to their Creator anti SauioUrineuerv place of his do- 
minions. Neyther would that cruel! enemy fufFer the 
company of Godly Paftours to be there aflembled, and 
to lino prayfes to Chrift in their wonted manner. 
Therfwe thofe two wonderfull Paftors gathering to- 
geather the lheep of God as it were vntoa campe , 
fhewed them paftures offpirituallherbes. 

And Diodorua a manofexcellent wit and courage, 
like to fome great and cleere riuer, did both water the 
mindes of his fellowes, by his manly courage , and 
drowned the blafphemyes of his adueilAries, by the 
flowing ft realties of his fond doArine, who as he made 
butfmall accompt of his noble parentage, fo he wil¬ 
lingly fuiFered any painfulUabour in defence of his 
faith . But Plant anw that excellent man, ^though he 
were lineally defcended of the noble race of the Sena¬ 
tors, yet he efteeemed religion to be the onely true No¬ 
bility , and as though he had bene niafter of the game, 
he armed the great ^Diodorui as a champion, well har¬ 
dened in cuery kind of exercife . For at that tyme 
though he himfelf neuer preached in the Ecclefiafttcall 
aflemblies; yet he furnilhed th«m that did witbftore 
of arguments and fentences taken out of Scripture. 
And as they did bend their bowes againft the Ariaii 
herefy , fo he plyed them with arrowes taken out of his 
mind , as out of a cafe or quyuer. 

Moreover he ealily brake the fnares of the Here- 
tikes, both by priuateand open deputation, & proued 
the arguments by them propounded to be like vnto fpi- 
aMonke! ders webs. With thefetwo, ioyned m combat one A- 
fhtMtet, whofelife 1 haue written in my hiftory called 
Fhilotbtm . For preferring the health of the iheep , be¬ 
fore 
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Fore his owne quiet repofe >a nd kauing his Cell wherin 
heexercifedamom fticalllife,he tooke the chargeof 
feeding the flock of Chrift. And although I thinke it 
needles to recount in this place, how rich he was 
growne in vertue, efpecially when I haue recorded the 
lame in another place: yet I meane to tell you one 
notable a* of hi s ,very incident to this prefent hiftory.

A T E S 
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T H e great ryuer Oroutes flydeth along on the 
north fide of the Pallaee: on the foutb ftan- 
“ et " a large and fayre gallery of two ftorye* 
high, hauing high turrets at euery end, and built on 
the very walks of the Citty. Betweene the Pallaee & 
the riuer is a high ftreete, which receaueth fuch as 
pafle out of the gate* of the Towne,and leadeth them 
along into the fields without the fuburbs. It fortuned 
that the man of God Aphrtuttes pafled that way , as he 
tooke his iourney to the campe of thofe holy "men, 
meanyng to doe them fuch conuenient feruice as he 
was able.The Emperour cafting downe his eyes from 
on high out of his Princely gallery, efpied him girded 
in an homely weed, and trudging forward apace for 
all his vnweldy age . And when one (aid to the Em¬ 
perour: This is the fame Apbraates at whofe beck the 
whole Citty dependeth . 

Then the Emperour calling Apbraates vnto him 
faid, tell me I pray thee, whither thou goeft ?To whom 

Q^q z he 
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he anfwered very wifely and well to the purpofe: I goe 
(aid he, to pray for thee 8c thy Kingdome. But faid the 
Emperour thou fhouldft haue taried at home, 8c pray- 
Monafte- ed within thy Cell, as the orders of thy Monaftery do 
ryes. require. To whom the diuine man ‘replied: Moft true 
it is, O Emperour, as thou fayeft,foit was my part 
to haue done indeed, and fo did I euer till this prefent 
tyme,fo long as the fhcep of Chrift remayned in quyet 
peace. But becaufe that now they are fore troubled, 8c 
great danger hangeth ouer their heades I muft there¬ 
fore of neccflicy make what (hift I can, not onely to 
keep them from wild beaftes, but alfo preferue them 
fafe and found .For tell me, I befeechyou O Empe- 
rour j put cafe I werefomemansdaughter ,and iliould 
fit within my chamber, or fecret clofet to looke to 
the affaires of the houfe: and fitting there, fhould efpy 
a great flame on a fuddaineand fee my fathers houfe 
fet on fire ouer my head. Tell me now I pray you, 
what were I bound to do in fuch a cafe as this ? Ought 
I to fit ft ill within the doores, and not care for the 
burning of the houfe? To ftay till the rage of the fire 
hath fpred it felfe far abroad and almoft deuoured all ? 
or els to leaue my clofet, to runne vd and downe, to 
carry water and to quench the fire? Certainly you will 
anfwere, that I ought to doe this later, and not the o- 
ther: for that is the part of a wife and prouident daugh¬ 
ter. It is the very fame thing (O Emperour ) that we 
are now in doing. For wheras you haue lately fet fire 
on our Fathers houfe, we trauaile and trudge vp and 
downe, labouring to quench the fire in tyme. 

When t^Apbraates had fpoken thefe wordes, the 
Emperour vfed certaine threatningsvntohim, andfo 
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held his peace • But one of his Chamberlaines gatteout 
forer threatnings againft this toan of God,and therfore 
fuch a plague fell vpon him as followeth. It fo fell out 
that the charge of the bath was comitted to him, who 
prefently after he had reuiled Aphraatts with reproach- 
full words, he went to prepare a bath for the Empe¬ 
rour. And as foone as he entred in, he fell fuddaynly 
befidcs himfejfe, 8c thruft hmfelfe headlong into the 
fealding water before it was cooled, and died pre¬ 
fently . But the Emperour fitting in his chayre, and 
wayting for his commyng to bryng word when he 
fhould enter into the bath ; a while after he fen t others 
to fee what was the caufe he ftayedfo long. They en« 
tring into the bath, and prying narrowly into euery 
corner, at length they found the man dead in the hoat 
fealding water, and his body difTolued with heat. 

When this was tould the Emperour, then all men 
knew by experiece, what force was in Aphraates pray¬ 
ers. But yet they ncuer relented from their wicked do- 
ftrine, but hardned their hartsdike as PharaoAlA .And 
the Emperour himfelfe thougfohe was fore amazed , 
to heare the myracle of thisholyman; yet was his fury 
againft the faithfull thereby nothing aflwaged.

CHAP. XXV. 

A B o v T this tyme the great renowned Julian 
ofwhom I made mention before^, was now 
conftray ned to leaue the Defert, and come to 
Q^q 3 Antioch 
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Antioch. For wheft tha Arians who were euer noufled 
vpinlying,and very forward in forging of (launders, 
did ftolitly affirme that worthy man to be a fauoursr 
oftheir (eft jthen thofe three lamps of the Truth VU- 
uiamti y Diodorus , ZttAphraates lent Acatias that valiant 
champion of vertue, who afterward with great wif- 
dome gouerned the Church;of* B(£vocu i \t\to the famous 
Itilistn , requefting him to take compaflton on fuch an 
infinite number of people , t6 difproue the lye that the 
aduerfanes had coyned againft him , and to confirms 
the doarine of Truth.The myracles done by him both 
Monke!, in going and coming, as alfo when he was prefent in 
that great and popular Citty, are recorded by me al¬ 
ready in my hiftory called Philothem , which biftory 
any roan may read that will* if he lift to know thefe 
matters more at large. 

/Thar fulian was the man that brought the whole 
multitude of the Citty to ioyne in comunion with vs, 
I thinkb that there is no man that will feeme to doubt, 
if he Will diligently o(>ncfider the nature of-man. For 
ftrange things and vrfoi^ders haue that force, that they 
draw all men vnto theifi. And that this man wrought 
very famous myracles the enemies of the Truth them- 
felues do beare vs wicnefie. 

The fame thing did Anthony the Great at Alexan¬ 
dria > long agoe in the'time o?ConJlaniius . For leauing 
theDeferthe went ouerali that Citty to teach the peo* 
pie, that Athanafm was both, a Preacher of the Truth, 
and that the Arlans alfo were enemies to the Truth, 
Therefore thofe holy men were not ignorant what 
things were coniienient foreuery time; when it was 
beft to retyre themfelues to the Defers, ajid when a^

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gsioc to prefer the common affayits before their foli- 
taryreft.

C H A P. XX VI . 

T H ere were alfo at the fame tyme certaine 

others that excelled in monafticall dilciplyno. Monkcs. 
For in the Defert of Chalets, there were Auittss, 

Martiamu , Abraames , and diuers others who in paflio- 
natebodies led a life free from all paftrons and per* 
turhations. Likewife at Apamium , Agapetus, Symeones, 

Taulus , and others were excellent-in that kind bffife\ 

In the Defert of Zeugma, Publius and Paulas chiefly ex¬ 
celled. / ' , 

Alfo in Cyrefttu the famous man Acepfimaslhut 
himfelf vp in a Ceil, andfpent his life in that manner Ancho- 
for threefcore yeares togeather, neuer feene by any rets, 
man, nor fpeaking a word to any . To thefe may be 
ioyned Zeugmatius a very wonderfull man , who 
though he had loft bis fight, yet he earneftly trauailed 
from place to place, both to encourage the (Keep, and 
alfo to driue away the wolues, and for his labour they Celles of 
fet his monafticall Cell on fire: but Traian, a moft Monke *' 
faithful Duke, built it vp againe, and bellowed vpon 
him other neceflary furnyture and prouifion. 

There were alfo in the defert of Antioch , Marianas, 
lufe'.ias , Atr.miams , Palladtus , Symeones, Abraamet 
that kept pure and vnfpotted the Image of God, to 
whofelikenes they were created * I (ny (elf haue put in 

wry ting 
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wrytin rr the 1-iues ofthefeand others. Moreouer the hill 
which ouerlooketh that goodly Citty , is garmftied 
with many fuch flowers as thefe. For there lined Peter 
the Galatian in great fame and renowpe, and another 
of the fame name borne in Egypt • as ' **j® Etmantu, 
Seuerus , Zenon , Moyjes , Malcbui and diuers others 
vnknowne to the world, but well knowne and mant- 
feil to almighty God.

CHAP. XXVII. 


T Here liued in Edefa at the fame tyme, one 
Ephraim a wonderfull godly man, and Diaymm 
alfo flourilhed at Alexandria . Ech of theie let 
out bookes againft the hereticall doftrin z. Ephraim 
■v fins the Syrian tongue,fpread abroad in that language 
the beamesoffpintuall grace. For although heneuer 
tailed pf the doctrine of the Gentiles s yet notwithftan- 
ding he confuted their manifould errors, and he lay 
open to mens eyes the weakenes of euery herefy . 
Moreouer when Hamon'm the fonne of 
had long before deuifed certayne fongs, in which he 
had fo finely enterlaced fome wicked fentences in the 
middeft of his melody, that greatly delighted the eares 
of the hearers ,and led many of them into thefnares of 
perdition. Ephraim taking occafion thereby, fet fort 
certayne vertuous fongs in the fame kind of mufick, 
and applyed to the hearers fuch amedycine,asw« 
both pleafantand profitable. With thofe fongs thefe-

CHAP. XXV III. 

T H e moft excellent ofall which number were 
oth the Gregories , Nazianz.cn and Nscene , of 
whom this later was brother to Bafil the Great 
S ? ther h * s fp eci ' l H friend and fellow in rtudyes. 

Ehefe two ftanding in battaiie for the faith ,n Cappa- 
doesa, wonne the prize from all the reft. Peter Mo The 
german-brother of Bafil and Gregory , had his part of 
ne fame praife,who although he were not fo well feen 
h lecular learning, as the other were , yet he was very 
^ r famous 
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famous for his vertuous life. Like wife Optimus in Tift- 
dia, and ^mphilochm in Licaonia fighting valiantly 
for their Fathers faith , blunted the forces and wea¬ 
pons of the Aduerfaryes. 

So alfo in the Weft, Damafus Bilhop of Rome, and 
^mbroje of Maine encountnng the darts of them 

that ihot at the Church, from a far ftroke chem againe 
with a counterbuffe. There loyned with thefe certaine 
othersbamfhed tqthevery ends of the world,whoby 
their wrytings both encouraged the mindes of their 
fellowes, and alio daunted the force oft heir enemyes. 
For God that gouerneth the world gaue to his Church 
fuch Pylots as°were meet for fo great a tempeft, and 
oppofcd moft valiant Captaines againft the fiercein- 
nalion of the enemies; and heapplyed to thefoare fuch 
foueraigne falue, as was fit for the iniquity of the time. 
And thus our loutng Lord did not onely prouide for 
his Church, in fuch manner as you haue heard, but 
alfoaffifted her otherwife. For he raifed the Gothtjh 
people to wane, to this end, that Valens who had lear- 
ned nothing els but to fight againft the true belieuers, 
mmht be drawne into Bojporus . 

°Therefore that Ample man perceauing his owne 
weakenes , when it was too late, wrote letters to his 
brother Valcnt'mian requiring an army of him . To 
whom his brother returned anfwere, that it were a 
moft erieuous cryme, to ioyne with fuch a man as 
waged warre againft God himfelf, whofe defperate 
maclnes defeated rather to be reftrayned. Which an¬ 
fwere , although it fore troubled Valens his mynd; yet 
he did not furceafe from his bould attempts, but con¬ 
tinually flood in battaile againft the Truth. For when 

as 
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as Terentm a noble Captayne,and endued with fin- 
gularzeale in Chriftian Religion, returned from Ar- 
rr ,difplaying his banners of vi&ory, and Valens 
bade him to aske fome gift at his handes in rccom- 
pence of his labours, and he naming fuch a gift as 
was worthy offo zealous a Chriftian ( for he craued 
not gould, nor filuer, nor goods, nor lands, but that 
one poore Church amongft fo infinit many might be 
allotted to the that aduentured their.lyues,for the A po- 
ftolike do&rine:) then Valens taking his Supplication, 
and vnderftanding the contents, fell into a great rage* 
rent it before his face, and bad him aske fomthing els 
then that. TSmTerentius gathering vp the broken pa¬ 
pers, fpakeas followeth . O Emperourffaid he ) now I 
haue receaued my gift at thy hands, and here I haue it, 
and nothing els I meane to craue. For what my mind 
and meaning was, I refer to the iudgcment of him that 
mall mdge the world .

CHAP. XXIX. 

V A L E n s, after he had palled Bojponw, & was 
come into Tbracia -,firft he flayed at Conflanti- 
nople a good while, becaufe he was fore afraid 
of warre. And he fern Traian his Generali with an ar- 
m y againft thole barbarous people . But when Traian 
letiredhome fore beaten and foylcd by his enemy, 
Valens all to berated him with reproachfull wordes, 
and called him cowardly wretch. But he with great 
R r a audacity 
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audacity, worthy of fo noble a mind, returned thisan- 
fwere: It is not I ( faid he ) O Emperour that haueloft 
the victory, but your felfe haue wilfully caft it away, 
Chriftians who ftand in battaile againft Almighty God , and pro¬ 
falling in* uo j^ e to j lc ip t he barbarous people againft vs, For 
become *a God being aflaulted by you.ioyneth himfelfe with the . 
prey to £.nd wherfoeuer is God, there is the vi&oryand it al- 
their cne- wa y es folioweth them , whole army is guided by God . 
™> cs * Do you not remember (faid he ) from what manner 
of men you haue taken away the Churches, and to 
whom againe you haue deliuered them ? Arintheus Sc 
Vittor who alfo were Captaines, did freely confeffe all 
this to be true , and counfelled the Emperour not to be 
offended, if he were rebuked for a matter of truth.

I T is reported that lfaac who in the fame place led 
a Monafticall life in his Cell, feing Valcns pafle 
that way with his army, cryed vnto him with a 
a Prophet j quc j VO y Ce ^ asfolloweth . Whither go you ( faid he) 
o Emperour, you that haue made wane againft God, 
and vcterlv loll his help arid fauour ? For wheras you 
haue whetted many mens tongues to vtter blafphemy 
againft him, and haue throwneoutof their Churches 
many a good man that was wot to prayfe himitherfore 
he hath ray fed the-barbarous people againft you . Gme 
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ouer therfore to make warre ag linft him , and he will 
appeafe the war that is rayfed againft you. Reftore the 
good Sheepheards to their flocke againe, and you fhall 
eafily wynne the victory. But if you make fmal accopt 
of thefe matters, and vndertake the warre, you Ihall 
proue by your owne experience, how dangerous a 
matter it is to fpurne againft the prick . For you Ihall 
neuer returneyour felfe, andbefides you ihall loofe 
your Army. 

To whome the Emperour in a great rage made 
this anfwere : I will returne, faid he,and I will put 
thee to death in punifhmet of thy falfe Prophecy.Then 
lfaac being nothing afraid of his threanings,fpake with 
a loud voyce : Kill me (aid he , if you proue me a lyar. 

Bretamon alfo a man indued with Angular giftes 
of venue, Bifliop of all Scythia.Sc inflamed with great 
zeale of religion , freely rebuked the peftilent do&rine 
of the Brians , and tbeopen iniuftice of Valens againft 
Say-nts . And he cryed with holy Dauid : I [fake of thy pp a j ^ 
teftimonyes in the prefeme of Kings , and ^as not abajhed .

C H A P. XXXI. 

B V T Valens fetting at naught thefe excellent 
Counfellours, fent his army into the field be¬ 
fore and he himfelfe ftayed behind,in a certayne 
village, looking to heare newes of the vhftory . But his 
fouldicrs not being able to abide the brunt of the ene- 

II r \ tiiies. 
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mies, retyred back, and wereflaine as they fled. For 
the one fide fled away with all poflible fpeed, and the 
other purfued as faft. And the enemies conaming to 
the Village, where Vale ns had thought to haue hidden 
himfelfe when he heard that his fouldiars had loft the 
field ..they fet it on fire, and fo they burned both Town 
and Tyrant togeacher.

which'be-to his owne religion; who when they came firfttobe 
ing Ca- lightened with the knowledge of God , had byn tray- 
“& ned v P* n *he Apoftolike do&rine.

c H A P. I. 

H e aft ions of the Emperour Valens t 
and the renenge that befeii vpon him, 
may (erne for a notableexampie to all 
pofterity , both of the clemency of 
God towards them that rage againll 
him, as alfo of his (euerity in pony¬ 
ing them that abufe his continual! patience. For our 
gemleand louingLordpoy ling theaftionsot men,as 
S f it 
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it were in the weights and ballance of mercie and iu* 
ftice, when he findeth any man toouerweigh the iuft 
meafure of his mercy by the heauy weight of fin, he 
chafteneth him with deferued punifhment, leaft he 
runne on any further to his owne deftruAion . 

Valcns was now deceafed, and Grattan who was 
Sonne to Valenttnian 9 and nephew to Valens , was in 
pofleflion of all the Roman Empire. For he had taken 
■vpon him the gpuernient of Europe* a good) while be¬ 
fore , euer from his fathers death : and he had bene 
ioynt Emperour with him during the tyme that he 
wasyetalyue. Wherefore Valens being dead r without 
iflue, he tooke the gouerment of Afta , and fach"parts 
of Africa , as were liibiea: to the Roman Empire .

CHAP. III. 

A Ltmo vgh theEmperourscommaund- 
mentwasput inexecution in all countrevs 
without refiftance; yet notwithftandine at 
Antmh, the chief Citty of all the Eaft, there arofe fuch 
diflentioijabout it, asfolloweth. They that defended 
the Apoftolike dottrine were deuided into two parts 
as Ifayd before. Wherof the one prefently after the 
confpiracy againft the great Euflathius, detefted the 
wickednesofthc Arlans, and made their feuerall af- 
femblies by themfelues, taking Paulinm to be their 
Bifhop . The other part, as foone as Euzoius was or- 
dained their Bifhop, feuering themfelues, togeather 
with Meletius that famous man, from the company of 
the wicked Arlans 9 and enduring all the dangers before 
mentioned, were ruled by the great wifdome & lear¬ 
ningsof Meletius .. 

S f z Againe 
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Againe there was one ApoUmris of Ldodite* , that 
made himfelfe Captayne of a third faftion, who al¬ 
though he put on a vizar of faigned holyncs , and 
tookevpon him to defend the Apoftolike do^rine; 
yet (hortly after he bewrayed himfelf to be an enemy 
vnto the fame. For reafoning about the dyuine Nature, 
he vttered very vnfound and heretical wordes, neuer 
doubting to make degrees of dignities in th?diuine 
Nature, and to affirme the miftery of Chriftes incar- 
nationto be im per fed ,as alfo to fay, that the reafo- 
nablc foule by whom the body is gouerned is nqt par¬ 
taker of the redemption purchafed for vs by Chrift. 
For by his opinion, God the Word did not take this 
foule ,neyther did he healeit, nor giue it any honour 
at all; but he taught that the earthly body is honoured 
by the inuyfible powers; but the foule which is created 
to the image of God, remayneth beneath, ftained 
with the fpotsof finne. 

Many other peftilent opinions he maintayned, by 
reafon that his mind was blinded with errour 8c igno¬ 
rance .For fomtimes hegraunred that Chrift took flelh 
of the B .Virgin j fomtimes he faid that God the Word 
brought downe his flelh from heauen with him: at 
other times he did not deny that the Word was made 
flelh, but he faid, that he tooke nothing at all from vs. 
Alfo he added to thepromifes of God other fables and 
toyes, which I thinke needles to repeat in this place. 
While he taught the people thefe and fuch other opini¬ 
ons, he did not only corrupt his owne followers, with 
the infection of them , but alfo poyfoned many of ours. 
Who notwithftanding afterwards feingthemfelues fo 
bafe and beggarly, and calling backe thyir eyes to the 


gionrofthe Church ;al]exceptafew,did' cSmunicate 
with the Church againe, but yet did not fhake off the 
heknes wherwith they were before infe<fted,but rather 
poyfoned the mindsof fuch as in times paft had bene 
found and ftrong in fay th, , 

Out of this root fprung that peftilet opinio which 
mamtayneth, that there is but one Nature of the flelh 
and Godhead of Chrift, which alfo taught that the 
Godhead of theonly begotten Sonneof God did fuffer* 
and many other things belides, that hath bred great 
diflention both among the Prieftes and people. But 
thefe thinges came to paffe a good while after. 

At the fame time, when the Generali Saports came 
ta Antioch, and pubjilhed the law of Grattan, Pauli- 
nuib outly affirmed that he was o fBamafus fyde . So 
fayd Apollinaris alfo, diffembling thefoareofhis er¬ 
roneous opinion. But thediuine Melctius behaued him 
felfe quietly, and neuer inrermedled with their .con¬ 
tention. And Flauiamu a man of excellent wifdome , 
being then a Prieft, fpake thus to VouHmu in the Ge- 
nerals hearing. Syr (fayd he) if you ioynein com- £ om« 
"’union with T>an:aflts, then Ihew vnto vs playnely mu P icate 
that your doarine doth agree with his. Forhe con- Pope w« 
relleth one eflence of the Trinity,, and preacheth o- 3 rule to 
penly that there be three Perfons,• but you quite con- ^ n ? w , 
trary do vtterly deftroy the Trinity of Perfons. Wher- lieft in' 
fore Ihew vnto vs wherin your doAnne-agrceth with 'hofeday* 
nis,and take the Churches>to you in the name of God 
according to the tenour of the law. 4 

When hehad ftopped his mouth with thisreprofe, 
be faid to Apoliinaris as folio weth: My friend (faid he) 

I do much meruaylentot onely tofeetheefaimpodctljr 
’ S*f | with- 
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whhftandthe Truth jwbenthou knoweftforcertaine 
that 3amafus ,that worthy man, doth teach that God 
the Word did pecfedly take our Nature vpo him: but 
Specially to fee thee teach a contrary opinion. For thon 
depriueft mans foule of his lahration. But if it befo 
that we charge thee with any vntnith. then do thou 
renounce that new do&rine, which was firft brought 
into the world by thee, imbracethe doftrineof Damn 
fm, and take the holy Churches vntothee, 

VVhen that fage and wife roan Flauiantu bad thus 
by found reafons rettrayned their bouldnes, the pati- 
ent UWeletiM CpakQ thus to Paulintu , in very myld and 
curteous manner. Wheras our Lord hath committed 
to me the charge of thefe Iheep, and you haue taken 
the charge of others, and the Iheep do agree togeacber 
in onetrue faith, and opinion among chemfelues: cher- 
fore ( faid he ) let vs ioyne our flocks togeather in com¬ 
munion, and let vs ftryue no longer for the primacy. 
And wheras we feed our fheep ioyntly andincoroon: 
fo let vs ioyntly endeauour to gouernethem well. But 
if this Seated© breed the contention, I will pacify the 
matter,as far as I am able.For let vsput in this Seat the 
Booke of the Ghofpels, and then I pray you let vs both 
fit downe oneytjier fide : and if that! do firft depart 
this life, then fliall you gouerne the flock alone : and if 
you '(hall happen to dye before me, then will I take 
charge of the iheep to the vttermoft ofmy power. 

But although CMe/etm vttered thefe wordcs 
with a my Id and gentle fpirit, yet Paulinas would not 
accept of the offer. ThtvfovuSaptres the Generali be. 
mg Judge of all that was faidhy both partyes, deliue- 
red the Churches to the Great Meldim. -And Taulinm

» ng . This man when the Church was toffed with 
g° l, «ned his fellowes in faith; and he 
ooke Stephen* moft excellent man to be his helper and 

ompamon .Butthe.dmmeow^j alfo fent him a- 

a y «om thence to-anocher confluft.For when he vn- 

derftood 
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derftood that Germanicia was infe&ed with the Jailer 
doitnne of Eudoxms , he Cent him thither as a Phihoaa 
to cure that dileafe. Forbefides his fecular iearn.ng,he 
had bene trayned vp intheftudy of holy Scriptures, 
eusr from a child . Neither did he fayle of bis hope: 
for by the help of his fpirituall do&rine, he changed 
the wolues into Iheep. 

Furthermore the Great Eufehus returning From 
banilhment otdayned Acatius, to much honoured by 
all men, Bilhop of Botroea -He alfo made Theodotus Bt- 
feop ofSerapolis, whole Itrift and religious life.is frelh 
in memory to this prelent day. He made Enfebtus^ Bi- 
Ihop of CatcedoA , and ifidorus Recreated Bifliop of .our 
Cittv Cyrus . Both of thefc were wonderfull men , apd 
endued'with lingular ziejale in religion. It iS alfo repor¬ 
ted rhat Enlogius, who fought lo valiantly for the A- 
poftolike doctrine, and was banilhed into t _Anttnone 
with TWoaenes , was by the fam sEufebins created 
paftour of Edeffa : for the diuine Bsrjes was lately de- 
eeafed. And Protogenes his companion in the conhift, 
was alfo preferred to the Bifhopricke of Carres,* Citty 
not found in doftrin#, that like a good Phifinanhe 
niiaht cure the errors of the people. And the laft Bhhop 
that the diuine Eufebius euer ordained , was. Marts, 
whom he preferred to the Bi Ihopricke of Dolicha, a iulc 
Citty then fore infeded with the Arran hercfy. 

And as the Great Eufibitts came to inftall CM arts 
that mod excellent and vertuous man in die feat of his 
Bi hopricke, when he entred into Dolicha , a certavne 
woman infeaed with the peftilent herefy of Arm, 
threw dnwne'a tyle-ftone from the top of an houle, 
and brake tushead,bf which wound he died Ihortlj 
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ft* changed this jife for a better. Who lying on 
his death-bed, bound all that were prefenVbv oath 

ypof that did the deed, And j^fodoing, he folio, 
Med bptihihe^xample^of fiis Lord , who prayed for 
.tfiumthar nayiedhiin.to the Crofle,layins:' Father for- 
gjuet'rm .for they foo%> not Mat they do. As alfo of Luc 
Steven h|s fellow-tcniam , who after lie was beaten to 
oeath With (tones that fell vpqn him as thicke as hayle 
cryed[put: ford impute not this ffine vnto them. This 
was the end of the great Eufebius, after he had endured A ° 
fo many conthrts for the faith: who though he efciped 
the cruelty of the Barbarians in thracia : yet he could 
not elcape the hands of wicked hereukes, but by them 
obtayned the crowne of martyrdome . Thefe things 
were done after the returneof the Bilhpos. ° 

But Grattan being aduertifed that the Barbarians 
who burned Vale us, had fpoyled Thracia, left Italy, and 
went into Pannonia.

CHAP. V . 

A T, the fame tyme Theodofius a man very fa¬ 
mous, both for the Nobility of his Anceltors', 
and alfo for his owne courage, find valour 
( and therefore hated of his equals) lyued in Spaync, 
where he was borne and brought vp. Therefore tne 
Emperour doubting yvith himfelfe what was bed 
to doe ( for. the Barbarian people were growne fo 
T t proud 
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proud with the viftory that it feemed a hard matter to 
conquer them (as it was indeed) at the length he was 
perfwaded, that if he made Theodofm Generali of his 
army , helhould ryd the Empire of the miferable State 
wherin it flood. Wherefore without delay he called 
Theodofius owl of Spayne , made him Generali, and lent 
him with the army which he had leuyed , who arming 
himfelfe with faith, vndertooke the voyage with a loy- 
full and valiant mynd , and entnng into Thracia , and 
perceauing the Barbarians comming againit him, he 
fet his army in battaile array, and was ready to fight, 
When they had skyrmilhed awhile, thebarbaious peo¬ 
ple not being able to endure the vehement affaultsof 
their enemyes, brake their array. And turning their 
backs,betooke themfelues to flight.- whom the Romani 
purfued with might and may ne , and made a great 
(laughter of the Barbarians. For they were beaten 
dow ne not only by the Romans , but alfo by their owne 
fellowes. 

When a multitude was flayne in this manner, and 
fome few that efcaped away , had paffed ouer ifter ,rhe 
moft valiant Captayne ,leauing his forces 

in the Cittyes next adioyning, rode in polt to the Era* 
perour Grattan , to bring him newes of his vi&ory. 
And when the Emperour did not think the report to 
be credible, and mernayled greatly at the thing, they 
that were pricked with enuy, tould the Emperour that 
he had forfaken the field, and loft his army. Therefore 
Theodofius required them that gaynfaid him , to fend 
meflengers thither, & learne by them what multitude 
of barbarous people were flayne: for it was an eafy 
matter to know the number by their fpoyles.To which

After hi mEufebius Patrophilm, 8c 
Aetna of Pale(lwe , Tmlirm and Gregorm of Pheni- 
cu , Theo&otm and George of Laodicea. After'them A? 
thamjm and Narciffus of Cilicia nourifhed the wicked 
feeds which ^Alrim had fowen . Then came Eufebm 
and Theogius of Bithynta , KjTLenophantus of Ephcfus > 
Theoiotm of Perinthm , Mares of Chalcedon > 8c certain© 
others of Thracia, famous only for their wickednes;, 
who for a long tyme watered and cherilhed the tares 
which the others had fowen . Thefe euil) Husbands 
were fupported partly by the lightnes of Confiaptm j

For this caufe Theodofiia comaunded the Bifhops 
of his owne Empire onely 3 to meet ?at Ccnjlantinopfa..

- y iVVhentlwidiuino had feene thj s man-

Do S2 i(h> (when he had Ihorneaway his Cinicke hayres) Biihop 
of Conftantinopk, infteed of the famous Gregory , 

This Maximus Was alfo blinded with the deceipt* 
full dodrine o? Apolimaris. But the Biihops then aflem- 
bled at CoHjiantinople could not abide fo odious a thing. 
For they were very excellent men, replenilhed with 
wifedome,and godly zeale . One of this number was 
Helladius thefucceflor to Bafil the Great. There were 
alfo Gregory and Peter foe. brothers of Bafil and Amfhi- 
lochitts Bilhop of LicxonU, Optimus Bilhop of the Ptjidias, 
and Diodorus of the Cidcians . There were prefent alfo 
PelagifM Bilhop of Lao dice a , and Eulogiiu of Ede/Ja , 
Acatius alfo,and ifidorus Bilhop of ourCitty ) Cyrillus 
of Ierufakm, and Gelujtus of Cajurea in Pale flint famous 
for life and learning , and diuers others Champions 
of vertue. Then all thefe feueringthemfelues from the 
Bilhops at Egypt , kdpt their holy alfemblies with Gn- 

gorythQ Great* n. j 

But Gregory that than of God, humbly requefted 
them , thatbecaufe they came togeather to eftablito 
concord a they Ihould morerelpeft the fame’, then the 
iniury ofany pryuate man . For I (laid he ) lhall ryd 
my mind from many cares, and recyre my felf to that 
quiet repofe which I moft defire, and you (hall enioy 
tnoft wilhed peace after fuch cruell and continual 

warr& 
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warre.Foritisvcry abfurd, that wewhp haue now 
efcaped the dartes of our enemyes, (hould goe akout 
one to wound another, and fo to infeeble our pwm? 
forces: for by fo doing, we (hould make our enemyes 
laugh vs toicorne. Wherefore you muft feekeoutfome 
notable and wile man, that may both vndertake fo 
weighty an office, and difeharge it well, and ordayne 
him Bilhop. 

By which reafons thofe excellent Paftours being 
perfwaded, chok Tictlarws , one that was defeended 
of a Noble houfe, ana endued with mamfould vertues, 
and made him Bilhop of that goodly Cuty . But Maxi* 
mus they degraded of his Bilhophke dignity as one in¬ 
fixed with the mad opinion of o/iwarfc t and caft 
him out of the Church . And when they had publi- 
flied certayne Canons about the due gpuernmentof 
the Church , and with all decreed, that the Creed of 


the 2\urtwConncell Ihould (land in force, they retur¬ 
ned euery man to his home. 

Thefommer following diuers of them returning 
againetothefame Citty,(for the ncceflary bulines 
of the Church did call them thither) receaued letters 
from a Councell of Bilhops aflembled in the Weft, 
which inuited them to come to Rome 9 where a great 
multitude of Bilhops was then gathered togeather. 
But they refufed to make fo long a iourney thinking 
it would be to no purpofe at all : yet they wrote 
their letters both to aduertife them of the ftorme, that 
Was ray fed againft the Church, and to note them of 
negligence in the matter; as alio they compryzed m 
few wordesthe Apoftolike forme of faith . But their 
owneEpiftle will more plainely declare the courage

of the fame .For neither doewe thtnke yourHaUnes 
to efteeme fo lightly of our affayres, that you want 
information, in that which you ought to bewaileas 
well as wee . Neither are thefe tempefts wherewith 
we are tolled ,fo fmalland flcnder,that the npyfe ther- 
ofcould not come vnto your eares. And : againe the 
tymeofperfecutionisfolatelv parted, that not onely 

they who had their parts therm, but alio their friendes 
who f irrowed with them for company , doe keeps 
it fre.lr in memory to this prefent day . For it is but yd- 
fterday in a manner , finee fome of them haue bene de- 
liuered out of pumfhment, and after infinite forts of 
R cliques torments . reftored to th. ir Churches againe. A nd ot

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haue bene brought home to-their Countreys. Soone 
after their returne out of Banilhment, falling againe in¬

Seeing therfore that y ou,to declare your brotherly 
charity towards vs, hauing by the permiffion of God 
aflembleda Gouncell at Some, did call vs thither as 
members ofyourowne body by the letters of the molt 
holy Emperour; leaft when as wealone haue in tymes 
paft endured the mifery , now that the Emperour 
hath confented to the faith, you ihould raigne without 
* vs, but rather as the Apoftle fpeaketh, that we might 
raigne togeather with you : Itisour onely defire, if it 
mightbepoffible,tolaaueour Churches all atones’., 
and to fulfill your defire, or rather to feme to the ne¬ 
ceflary good of the Church .For, <toho tyil/giue vs ^singes 
at a doue , that to may flee Mid alight 'ioitb you. But be- 
caufe the Churches lately reftored,lhould be left naked 
by that meanes; and befides fome of vs cannot poflBLbly 
performe it, by reafon that we prepared our felues to 
trauaileno further then Conflantinople , according as 
wewerecommaundedby letters, which your Reue- 
rencesfenttothemoft holy Emperour Theodofm ,the 
laft yeare after the Councell of Aquileia • And for this 
Councell onely, we brought with vs the confentsof 
the Bilhops whieh remayned at home in their Prouin- 
ces. Therefore we neuer thought that we Ihould haue 
needtotrauaileany further: Neither did we heareof 
any fuch matter at all, before we met at Conflantinople. 
And befides fuch was the Ihortnes of the prefixed 
tyme, that we had no fpace , neither to makefo long

For that faith ought to be approued, both by vs 
and by you and by all others who doe not corrupt the 
true forme of faith: forfo much as it is moft ancient 
and alfo conformable to the wordes of Bap t if me , and 
teacheth vs to beheue in the name of the Father and 
of the Soane, and of the holy Ghoft j that is to fay in 
oneDeny, Power and Subftance of the Father, and 

y & coeternall kingdome in three perfeft Hypoftafes , 
t(iatis,in three perfect Perfons :fo that no place bereft 
V 11 2 for 
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for the peftilcnt heri?fy of^M^wherby 4rePerfohs 
are confounded ,'that is, their, proper ties taken .away. 
Neither that the Blafphemy of the Jlunomims , Arims, 
or p£ them-.thftt,-fight ag ain ft ‘ke holy Ghoft, may 
fiandinfprce-.rvyliicb,indeed rencethanddepideth the 
EfleocejNature'^,Godhead'oftheTrinny.ancl doth 
attribute to him that<*snotcreated,butconfubfl:antiall 
and coeternall, a Nature later begotten ,or created , or 
confuting of fome other diene?. But we doe hould 
found andperfeit the dq#fine of our Lqi'ds. .Intarng- 

tion. ■ / . /■ 

Neither doe we affirmethe mytlery of his taking 
flelh tobe without foule,or mynd,or vnperfea.But we 
acknowledge the -Word to beeuer perfect before;all 
worldesj and to hauebecome perfba man in this, later 
dayes for our faluation. This haue we briefly difeour- 
fed ofthe faith which we preach freely and openly , 
wherofyou niay be better informed,ifit pleafe you to 
read the forme of faith fet forth in the Councell of An¬ 
tioch ,as alfothe fame that , was fet forth thelafl: yeare 
by the Generali Councell; wherin we haue both ex- 
pounded our faith at large, and alfo denounced Ana¬ 
thema. to the new dcuiled herefies, ynder our handes 
in writing. 

And asconcernyngthepriuiledges which belong 
to euery Church, wheras there is an ancient Law , as 
you know, and a Decree of the holy Fathers in the 
Nicene Councell; that the Bifhops of feuerall Prouin- 
ces, and (if they will) the other Bilhops neere adioy- 
ning do giue holy Orders in their Diocefle if the necef- 
fityof & Church require. According to which law 
‘^ Decrees, knowye,that many Churches arc fo go- 
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iiemed here with vs, and that the Prieftsofthe mod 
prmdpail Churches are fochofen. 

Wherfore in the Church of CcnftanUncple , being 
newly builded,asamanmayfay,and refeued from the 
blafphemy' of heretikes, through the mercy o£God, 
as it were , out of the Lions , mouth • we haue orday- 
ned Bifhop, the moft Reuerend and holy ?icc7arm m 
the Generali Councell/in prefence of Theodojm the 

moft Religious Emperour, with the confent of all the 
Clergy , and generall voyces of the whole Citty. 

And in the moft aficient and Apoftolicalj Church 
of Antioch in Syriu^here the honorablenameof Chri- 
ftians firft began,the moft Reuerend and holy flout 4 - 
nws wasofdayned Bifliop , by the Bifhops of the fame 
Prouince & DiocefTe of the E aft that met togeather: 
the whole Church giuing their voyces , as the Canon 
doth require , and as it wereall with one mouth highly 
commending the man . Which Orday nance of theirs 
wasapprouedas lawfully by the common confent of 
the Councell. 

Moreouer we giue notice vnto you , that the moft 
Reuerend and holy Cyrill is Bifhop of Icrujalcm , the 
mother of all other Churches , and that he was long 
fince created by the Bifhops of the fame Prouince., ac¬ 
cording to the tenour of the Canon $ and that he hath 
fought many a combate in diuers places againft the 
Arims. Thefethinges being fetled in due order, accor¬ 
ding to the Canons of the Church, we befeech your 
Reuerencestoreioyce with vs for company, feing we 
are bound one to another by fpirituall charity, and by 
the feare of God, which reftrayneth all humane affe- 
ftion, and preferreth the good of the Church ? far be- 
Vu j fore 
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fore that loue and kindnes which is betwene man and 
man. Forifthedo&rineof faith be thus furely fetled 
by common confent,and Chriftian charity confirmed 
in vs, we (hall hereafter ceafe from that fentence, 
condemned by the Apoftle, to wit, I amPaules 3 lam 
Apollo's , and Iof Cephas 3 and fo being all of Chrift, 
who in vs is nbt deuided, we (hall by Gods grace keep 
the body of the Church found and whole, and bouldly 
appeare before theiudgement feate of our Lord. 

Thefethirtgs wrote the Bilhops againft the mad 
opinions of Arias , Actios , and Bunomias > as alfo of 
Sabellius , Photinas , cflf arcellas > Panins Samofatenas, 
and Macedonia* .Moreour they denounced Anathema 
to the new do&rine of Apotlinaris . For we ( Laid they) 
doe keep entirely the dodrine of our Lords Incarna* 
tion, not affirming that the my ftery of his flefti wanted 
either mynd or foule, or that it was vnperfeft . 

But the renowned Damafas a man worthy of eter¬ 
nal! praife, as foone as he heard, that this herefybe- 
Damafus gan to fpring, he did not onely depofe and excommu- 
praaiieth nicite v^pollinaris , but Mo Timothy hisdifciple: and 
in °^i$ doings therin, he aduertifed the Bilhops of the 
Church of Eaft ,by letters. Which letters I haue thought necef-

GHAP. X. 

W H e r a s your Charity ( raoft honpura- 

bleSonnes) doth giue due Reuerenceto HecaIIeth 
the Sea Apoftolike, thereby you haueal- other Bi- 
10 done great honour to your felues. For although <ho P s hi» 
we houid the Principal place in the holy Church* 0 "" 68 - 
wherin the holy Apoftle fitting, hath taught vs how 

to rule the fterne therof,which we haue taken in hand; 
yet notwithftanding we confelTe our felues farvnfit to 
enioy fo high a dignity. Wherefore we labour by all 
nieanes poffible, that we may yet at length attayne to 
the glory of his bleflednes. We would haue you to 
know (my Brethren ) that we haue long fince giuen 
lentence of Excommunication againft that prophane 
Timothy , fchollcr of Apollinaris the Heretike, togeather 
with his wicked doarine. And therefore we truft that 
his dregs will doe no man harme hereafter. But if the 
old (erpent that hath bene wounded once or twice ^ 

(hall yet reuiue, to the increafing of his torments, and 
being caft out of the Church, as he is,doth continually 
lollicite many of the faithfull,and by his deadly poyfon 
leeke to deftroy them: then doe you beware of his ma¬ 
licious fraud,as you would flee from a peftilent difeafe: 
and remember alwayes what fayth youreceaued from 
the Apoftles j and efpecially what faith was publilhed 

in 
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in writing by the holy Fathers in the Nicene Councell: 

& taking fure footing on the fame, remay ne vrimoue- 
able, no°buffering hereafter eyther your Clergy of Lai¬ 
ty once to heare fuch darke and friuolous queftions. 

For we haue lay d downe fuch ia«forme already, 
that whofoeuer profeiTeth to be a Chriftiatijmuft hold 
that which was deliuered by the Apoftles . For the 
diuine Paul faytli as followeth: I fan) man f reach the 
Ghofbe/lvnto you, otherVtfe th'en you hatte meaued,l§i 
him be Anathema For our Sauiottr Chrift the Sonfte/bf 
God , hath by his paffion reltored to mankind trfoft 

full and aboundant health-.that he might vcterlydil- 
charge from finne the whole man, that was entangled 
with finne, whom if any man lhall affirme to haue had 
either imperfed diuinity, or imperfed huinanityha 
Romcthe j 5 poflefled with the fpirit ofthe Diuell, and proueth 
s ea A po- hnnfelf thefone of Hell. Why then Ihould you requyre 
ftolike. 0 p m g againe, the depofition of Timothy, who hath 
The bene heere already depofed, by the iudgement of the 
Popes lu- Sea Apoftolike ,8c that in the prefence of PrfrrHilhop 
rifdiaion Q p ji exa „J r iai He was depofed ( 1 fay ) with his mai- 
intofor- fter ApoUinans, who in the day of iudgement-Aral fuffer 
rayne deferued punilhment as well as he. 

Coutries. ]} ut if j is w ho hath chfiged the true hope in Chrift, 
togeather with the Confeffion of faith , and houlding 
as it were a certaine hope of faluation, doth draw 
fome ofthe lighter fort of people to his opinion: be 
it knowne vnto them, that they lhall perifh with him 
for company , becaufe they refilled the Canon of 
the Church. God keep you in health moll Honoura¬ 
ble Sonnes. Many other things did the Bilhops alfem- 
bled in the moll noble Cictyof Rome, putin writing

W H e a s fince the Nicene Conncell there 
is rifenfuchan errour as this, that there arc 
lomethat are neuer afhamed to lay with 
their prophane mouthes, that the holy Ghoft was crea* 
ted by the Sonne; therefore we denounce Anathema to 
all, whofoeuer doe not freely preach the holy Ghoft to 
be of one and the fame Eftence & Power with the Fa¬ 
ther and the Sonne. In like maner we denounce Ana¬ 
thema to the fauourers of Sabel&Hs his errour, who fay, 
that the Father & the Sonne is one and the fame. We 
alfo bid Anathema to Arim and Ennomins, who ageing 
in malicious meaning, though differing in wordes, do 
affirme both the Sonne and the holy Ghoft to be a crea¬ 
ture . Anathema alfo to the Macedonians , who budding 
out ofthe roots of the Arlans ,haue changed not the 
wicked opinion, but onely the name. 

Anathema to the Phctians in like manner, who re¬ 
newing the herefy of Ebion, teach that our Lord le- 
'fus Chrift tooke his beginning onely of the Virgin 
Mary * Let the curie of Anathema light alio vpon them 
X x who 
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who affirme that there be two Sonnes, one before ths 
beginning of the world,andithe other after the imxi?-* 
nation . Likwife we iudge them Anathema who teach 
that the Wore! dwelled.in humane flefh infteed of the 
reafonable foule* For the fame very Word did not jxof- 
fefle the place of a reafonable foule in the body, which 
he aflumpted , bud he tooke, and etier kept this reafo¬ 
nable and fenfible foule,of ours $ but yet (o, that it was 
free from finne • . 

Finally we pronounce Anathema to them that fay, 
that the Word is fef>arat.ed. from tfre Father onely in 
production or contraction , and doe preach molt 
wickedly, that he hath nofabftance,or chathe ij'6n^ 
tadye. And as concerning them who haue traftflaced 
themfelues to. other. Seas from the Chitrchef where 
once they ly ued , let them be feparated from our com¬ 
munion, till fuchty me as they returne totheCittyes 
againe, where they were fir ft aduanced to any Eccle^ 
fiafticall dignity. And if any man be preferred into tlie 
roome of him who changed his Sea, then let him that 
hathforfaken his Citty ,befolong feparated from his 
Prieftly dignity, till the other that fucceeded him lhall 
reft in Ghrrft. If any man lhall not fay, that thpFather 
is euer, the holy Ghoft is euer: let him be Anathema * 
If any man deny the Sonne to be begotten of the Fa T 
ther, that is,to fay , of the diuine Bfience, let him be 
^Anathema If any man deny the Sonne of God to.be 
true God, as well as the Father is true God, that he can 
do all things, and knoweth all things, and that he is 
equall to his Father, let him be Anathema . 

If any man fhall fay, that the Sonne of God, when 
he fuffered on the Crofle* did not only feele paynes 
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jod tormefitsinhisflelMnd reafonable foule, which 
herqceauedm the forme of a feruant, as is recouped

Ghoft, that they lyue for euer, that they comprehend 
all thinges vifible and inuifible , that they can doe all 
thinges ,iudge all things, giue life'to all thinges, that 
they made all things, and preferue all things, let him 
be Anathema. 

If any man fha.ll deny, that the holy Ghoft is to 
be worflvipped, by euery creature equally with the 
Father and the Sonne, let him be Anathema. If any 
man belieue aright of the Father, and the Sonne', but 
not fo of the holy Ghoft, he is an Heretike: forfomuch 
as allHeretikes that hould any wicked opinion ofthe 
Sonne of God,and ofthe holy Ghoft,doe proue them- 
felues as ■very Infidels,as any lew or Gentile. If any 
man (hall deuyde the Godhead,faying,that theFather 
is God, the Sonnets God ,and the holy Ghoft is God, 
euery one by himfelf: 8c Ihallalfo affirmethat they are 
called Gods ,and not God in refpe< 5 t of one Diuinity 
and Power , which we beiieue and acknowledge in 
the Father, in the Sonne, and in the hply Ghoft, when 
as there is one God in three Perfons.- or againe , fliall fo 
except the Sonne and the holy Ghoft, that he thinketh 
the Father onely is to be called God , or that we ought 
not to beiieue that there is one God, let him be Ana¬ 
thema. For God hath giuen both to Angels and all holy 
men the name of Gods. In the Father, and die Sonne, 
and the holy Ghoft , by reafon of one equall Deity , 

not the names of Gods, but the name of God is fpoken 

and fignyfied , that we may beiieue our felues to be 
baptized in theFather, and the Sonne, and the holy 
Ghoft, and not in the names of any Archangels or An- 
oels,"a-s Hcrctikes, Iewes, and Gentilsdo dote. There- 
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forethis is the faluarion of Chriftiaus that belieuine 
in the Trinity, that is to fay, in the Father, tti thl 
Sonne, and in the holy Ghoft, and being baptized in 

thefame, we alfo beiieue, that in the fame there is one 
Godhead, one Power, one Diuinity,andone,E fence.

CHAP. XII. 

T Hese thinges were done while Gratiot was 
yetahue .But when after many notable feates 
, 0 farmes, and after that he had gouernedhis 
Cmyes with great vertueand iufti C e,he was made a- 
way by Treafon, leauing behind him no Sonne, to 
inhente the Empire, but onely his brother,who was 
yet a tender youth, and called by his fathers name: 
then one Maxima defpifmg the nonage of VaUntinian 
( lor lo was he called ) inuaded the. Empire of the 
Weft by force.

CHAP. XIII. 

A T the fame time luflina the wife of Valentinti 
the Great, and mother to the yong Prihce, 
vttered to her Sonne the feeds of the i^Ar ian 
X x 3 dodnne 
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do&rinb, Which were rooted in her mind .For know¬ 
ing thfc zealb i- indffemenc faith of her Husband * Ihe 
fought t^conceale it all the time of his life . Bu t after 
when (he faw that the mind of her Sonne was therto 
tradable ., then flic more boldly difclofed her fecret er-, 
rour. The youth thinking, that it behotted him to fol¬ 
low his riiothers Cbiinfell (for filing' his eyes on the 
bay te which allureth nature by a trayne, he neuer per- 
ceaued the deadly hooke ) he firft conferred with Am - 
brofeabout thematter, thinking with himfelfe, thatif 
he might bring him to'his opitiion,thert he might ouer- 
come the reft: with eafe. But ^Ambrofe put him in re¬ 
membrance of his Fathers Religion , and gaue him 
counfell to keep found & entire the inheritance which 
he had receaued from him . Moreouer he expounded 
vnto him the difference of the dodrines,and (hewed 
vnto him, that the one agreed with the do&rine of our 
^ hc , Lord , and the Apoftles preaching $ the other fought 
t hT S ° diredly againfl: thelawes of the Church made >y the 
Church infpirationoftheHoly Ghoft. ? ‘-:Vi

A Great while after , when Maximum was certi¬ 
fied of the ryot which Valentinian made a- 
gainft Ambrofe the moft famous Preacher of 
the Truth,he wrote letters to V*ie»tinu», aduifing him 
to furceafe to make any further warre againfl: religion 
as alfo that he fhould not betray his Fathers faith. And 
laftly,he chreatned open war againft him, if he,vyoiild 
not be ruled. And that which he fignified by Letters 
he performed in deed. For hauing leuyed an army, he 
inarched towards Milkine,,w\tzxp : Valentinkn thenre- 
fided.’,'W>henrneisd%^ t bi:oughti 9 fhis cotnming, fa.

CHAP. XV. 

B V T rheodofm , aiiEtnpefour worthy of eter- 
nail prayfe,being certified, both what yong 
Valentinian had done, as alfo what Maximus the 
Vfurper had written vnto him, he fent his Letters to 
Valentinian , who was fled into Illyria , to fignify vnto 
him, that he fhould not meruaile to fee himfelfe, being 
Ernperour, brought into fo great a feare, and the V- 
furpers forces fo much increafed . For (faid he ) you 
impugne the faith, and the Vfurper defendethit * You 
hauing betrayed it, are forced to flee away naked and 
vnarnied, and the Vfurper hauing as it were put on the 
armour of faith, foyleth you,that are deftitute of the 
fame faith : for Religion is alwayes fauoured by her 
founders. 

Thus wrote Theodojius when he was far diftanc 
from Valentinian . And as fooneashe heard of Valenti- 
nians flight, he came to refcue hitfr: and feing him now 
caft out of his owne Empire, a^comminginto his, 
firft of all he cured his difeafed mind , and the foare of 
'his falfe faith that was rooted Within him, & brought 
him back to his Fathers found Religio againe. Then he 
bid him take a good hart, and wage warre againft the 
Tyrant, and foat length he rellored the yong Prince 
to the Empire againe, without any bloudlhed of his 
people,and flow the Vfurper. For he thought he ihould

CHAP. XV III. 

T H i s Emperour had alfo another help, wher- 
by he receaued no fmall commodity. For his 
wife neuer ceafedto put him in mynd of the 
lawesof God : and fhe had firft ftudied them fo well 
herfelf, that (he had them at her fingers end . The fo- 
uerai^ne dignity of the Empire did not caufe her to 
behighmynded , but (belabouredalwayesto increafe 
in hor felf the defire of heauenly thinges. For the great- 
nes of the benefite receaued > more enflamed her cha¬ 
nty andloue towards God. Therefore (he fpared no 
paynes nor trauaile to eafe & comfort them that were 
cither maymed, or lame of their body; and in that 
bufines, (he vfed not the feruice of any, that attended 
\pon her, but was content to do it her felfe, to goe 
home to their lodginges, and to feme them with all 
things neceflary. 

In like manner (be alfo vifited the Hofpitallsof 
Churches,(he miniftred vnto them that lay fick in 
Hofpitals. their beds ,(behandled the pots, rafted the pottage, 
brought them their difhes, cut them bread, kerued 
them meate,wa(hed the cuppes, and finally (he did 
all fuch offices, as feruantsand handmaydes are wont 
to doe. And whenfoeuer any went about to call her 
from this feruice, (he anfwered, that it was the part of 
the Emperour to diftribute gould: but 1 ( (aid (he )

doing he thought to reuenge himfelf vpon the Antio- 

chians, becaufe there was an old grudge betwene them 
and the Laediceans. Laftly he threatned that he would 
burne their Citty , and raze it vttcrly , yea, and that 
he would leaue it a poore and bale village. Further¬ 
more they bad killed certayne Magiftrates, whom they 
apprehended in the tyme of the outrage, before that 
the Emperour was aduernfed of that nnferableTrage- 
dy . But although the Emperour had commaunded all 
his threatnings to be put in execution, yet notwith- 
ftanding,it could not be done, by reafon of the law 
which great Atnbvofc counlelled to be made* And whe 
meffengers cams to denounce the Emperours threates 
to the Citty ( for thither came Elebechtu then Generali 
of the army , and Ccfarrn the Prefident of the Pallace, 
whom the Romans call Magifter Aula: ) then all the 
people remay ned in great feare of thofe terrible threat¬ 
nings • 

But the Champions of vertue that dwelled at

When thofe worthy men had heard this fpeach, 
they told the fame to the Em per our, by meanes wher- 
of when the flame of his anger was quenched , infteed 
of the threatnings which he had thudred out,he wrote 
letters in his owne excufe, and therin he declared the 
caufeofhis anger . There was noreafon ( faid he) that 
for any offence of mine, my Wife, who iuftly deferued 
eternall pray[e, fhould after her death endure fo great 
reproach : but they who were angry with me, fhould 
hauereuenged thernfeluesvpon my Perfon . He added 
further, that when he vnderftood , that certaine of the 
Magifirares wereflaine, hetooke it heauily, and was 
greatly tormented in mind.Thefe things I haue rehear- 
fed, becaufe I both chought it an iniury tofuifer the 
Macedo- liberty of fpeach vfed by CMacedomm an excellent Re- 
nius ? ligious man, to be forgotten: and alfo becaufe I would 
on c * put before all mens eyes that profitable Law ena&ed 
by the counfell of K^imbrofe the Great.

CHAP. XXI. 

A Mongst the number of Bilhops, there 
was one Marcellm a man moft excellent in e- 
uery thing, who vfing the Law as a wailike 
engyne, vtterly deftroyed all Temples of the Citty 
wherofhe was Bilhop. In which aftion he was more 
a (lifted by an allured faith in God, rather then by the 
hands of men. 

And in this place I will alleadg a famous a<5t of his 
worthy to be kept in memory foreuer. After that lohit 
Bilhop of apamea { mentioned by me before) was 
departed this life, the diuine Manetlua , a man of tuch 
Rom.it. a feruent fpirit as the Apoftle rcquireth, fuceeded m 
his roome. By chance there came to Apamea, the Lieu¬ 
tenant of the Eaft, accompanied with two Dukes and 
two thoufand men . Whofeing the people quiet for 
fcjre of the fouldiers, went about to throw downe 
the Templeof/«pi/rr,that was wonderfullgreat,and 
decked with many goodly ornaments. But when he 
fa w the building therof to be found,and ftrongly c °m- 
paaed, he thought that the ioy ning of the ftones could 
not polEbly be diffolued, for that they were fo huge, 
fo clofely ioyned togeather * and fo fee one into another 

with lead and barres of Iron. 

When Maycellm faw the Lieutenant dilcou* 

raged therat. he fenc him away to other Cittyes, & 
* earne- 
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earneftlv prayed God to teach him how he might ouer- 

throw that Temple .Therefore the next morning thi¬ 
ther came a man, that was neither carpenter, nor ma- 
lon, nor fkilfull in any other fcience , but was wont 
to carry ftones and wood on his Ihoulders, who pro- 
myled to ouerthrow the Temple very eafiiy, ind re¬ 
quired nothing, but wages to hire a couple of work- 
menj which as foone as the holy Bilhop had promifed 
to giue him, the man deuifed fuch a Ihift as followeth. 
TheTcmplc had a fquaie Porch of a great height ioy¬ 
ned faft vntoit. The fame was vnderpropped with 
pillars proportionable to the Temple it felf, euery one 
of which pillars was iixteenecubites about. The Hone 
wherof they were made was moft hard by nature, & 
would not eafiiy yield to the Mafons inftrument. 

When the man had vndermyned them all, one af¬ 
ter another, and vnderpropped the buildings that lav- 
ned theron with ports of Oliue, he then fet fire to the 

ports. But there appeared a certaine black diuell,who 
would notfuffer the poftes to be confumed with fire 
according to their nature,but ftayed the force of the 
names. When they had done thus diuers tymes, and 
perceaued that engine to be to no purpofe, they came 
and tould the Bilhop as he was taking his reft about the 
mtddeft of the day . He prefently gate himfelf to the 
oly Templeof God, and commaunded water tobe-rhoAi. 
brought vnto him in a veiTell, which he fet vnder the 
holy Altar. Then falling with his face on the ground 
he befoughc our mercifull and louing Lord , not to 
fufter the diuels Tyranny to proceed any further, but 
that he would both difeouer his weaknes, and alfo 
fhew his owne power , to the end that the Infidels 
A a a lliould 
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fhould take no further occaiion of their blindnes. 

When he had fpokenthefe and other fuch words, 
wuhthe buffed thawater with the figne of the Crofle , and 
(Ign of the bad Fquitrn one of his Deacons ,a man of great faith 
Crofle. and deuotion , to take the water, 6c run with fpeed to 

the Temple, and with faith to fprynkie it , and lo to 
Holy wa- f et fi 

re to the poftes .When this was done, the Diuell 
c * not being able to abide the vertue of the fprinkled 

, water , prefan tly departed thence . But the fire being

done by red with the water, which is molt contrary to na- 
hnly wa- ture, as it were with oyle , tooke hould of the pofies, 
ter ’ and con fumed them all in a moment. Therefore the 
propps being taken a way , the py liars fell down to the 
ground , and brought downe with them the other 
tw clue .Moreouer the fide ot the Temple , which ioy- 
ned to the py liars fell downe wuh the violent fall of 
them .All the Cttty did fo found with the terrible 
crack, that the people fiocked togeathet to behould 
Holy wa that Temple« And as foone as they did vnderftand 
dmdTto 16 l ^ at l ^ ie nia bcious was chafed aw ay , then all 

. with one voyce fongHynines of pra)fe vnto God. 

° In the fame manner did this holy Bifhop ouer- 

throw other Temples of Idols befides. And although 
I could declare other things done by this man , to the 
great admiration of all men ( for he fent letters both 
to the victorious Martyrs of Chrift,arid receaued from 
them againe, Sc laftly was crowned with Martyrdom) 
yet I will (pare them at this prefent, leaft I trouble the 
Reader ouermuch by being too tedious. Wherefore I 
will turne my fpeach to another action that hap- 
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happened there in thep„fiJ 
dotone of Idols . 

CHAP. XXII. 

A FTER that the renowned Mhmfut wa. 
man iucceeded him. After Peter r,.^- a j

Pnefts For thofe Pnefts had fee vp certayne Wes 
partly of wood , and partly of braffe , which theyTud 
made hollow within, and faftning their backs to the 
walles , they had made certayne pnuy and dark waves 
mto them through the myddeft of the walles. Then 
entnng mto thofe wayes through the fecret places of 
the Temples , they hyd themfelues within thofe Ima¬ 
ges, and as it were out of the Idols mouth they com- 
maunded what they lifted : wherewith the hearers 
eing deceaued, did etien as they were bidden . Thefe 
the molt wife Biihop ouerthrew, and difclofed the 
cunning o the Pnefts to the people, by the deceaued.

Which ( as it is reported ) was the fayreft and largelt of 
A a a a aU 
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all the world * he faw an Image of fuch monftrous 
bignes, that men were afrayd to looke vpon it/ And 
belides the greatnes ofit, there was bruited a falfe re- 
port,that if any man fliould come nere vnto itja * 1 
earthquake would fuddenly aryfe, and deftroy the 
people. But the Bilhop knowing this report to be no- 
rhino'els but the talke offome doting foole,and letting 
at naught the greatnes of the Image, as a thing voy a 
of life , gaue commaundement to a fellow, that he 
Ihouidtakea good courage,and with an axe giuea 
ftrona blow to Scrapis . As foone as hehad ftroken the 
Image , all the people eryed out for feare of the rumor- 
which was fpread abroad . But when the Idol had 
receaued the blow, it neither felt any payne ( for it 
was made of wood ) nor yielded forth any voyce, for 
it had no life. After that the head was cut of, a com¬ 
pany of myce ran out of the inner part of the body.For 
the Egyptians God was become a neft of myce. But 
when the body of the Image was hewen into pieces ,it 
was caft into the fire, and the head was drawne about 
the Citty,fo as they who had before adored the Image; 
did now behold, and laugh at the feeblenes of their 
God. Thus were the Temples of the Diuels ouer- 
throwne in euery place.

B V T Flauianus , who togeather with Diodorus 
had endured many a fore combat for the fafcty 
of the Iheep of Chrift, fucceeded to the great 
Metetim , in theBilhopricke of c Antioch. And when 
Faulinus would haue taken vpon him the gouernment 
of the Church, the whole company of Priefts refi- 
fted him , faying that he who defpifed CWeletiu* coun- Pncftes • 
fell,ought not after his death to inuade his Seate: 
but rather fuch a one was to be made their Paftour, as 
was renowned for his famous Ads, and had offered 
himfelfto many dadngers for the (beep : which thing 
made both the Romans and Egyptians fall at great vari¬ 
ance with them of theEaft. For neither was the dis¬ 
cord appeafed now after Paulinus his death, but when 
Euagr 'm obtayned that Seate after him , they ftill con- 
tynued their difpleafure conceaued againft the great 
J/rf/y/*f»«*:yea,notwithftanding that Euagrius had bene 
ordayned againft the law of the Church .For Paulinus 
onely had ordained him Bifhop : in which ad he brake 
many Canons at once. For the Canons do neither giue No 
any man liberty, when he is ready to dye,to choofe an- ^ c n ra b t ^°" 
other in his roome: and they doe commaund all the BiQicp 
BiQiopsof that Prouinceto be called togeather about but b Y 
the matter .They doe alfo forbid any man to be con-j{^ e B £

O Emperour ((aid he ) if 
there be any that doe accufe me , as one that profeflech 
no found and fincere faith; or if they fay , that I lead 
Prieft- a life not worthy of my Pnefthood , I will both ftand 
hood, to their owneiudgment,and will gladly fubmit my felf 
to fuch fentence ,as they fliall pronounce : but if they 
ftriue with me for my Seat and Biihopricke, 1 will nei¬ 
ther contend with them in ludgement, nor ftanda- 
gainft them that afpire to that dignity; but will gladly 
giue place } and refigne my Biihopricke of my owne 
accord. Wherefore glue the feate of Antioch to whom 
you will. The Emperour meruailing greatly at his 
wifedome^and his rdolute mynd , conunaunded him 
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A great while after the Emperour returned to 
Rome, and being importuned againe by the Bilhops 
for not abating the Tyrany of Ttauianm-^n the Em-

T Hy s was peace fetled in the Churches, by the 
help of the moft faithfull Emperour. Before 
which tyme the fame Emperour hearing of 
the death of Valentinian , and the rebellion of Eugenius , 
fent his army into Europe . At the fame tyme there was 
Iohn a one John that lead a Monafticall life in Egy^t, who be- 
p ° n h C & in g inf P ired with the grace of the holy Ghoft , fortould 
SeeS.Au- many things to come ,vntofuch as came toaskehim* 
cuftine /. To him the Emperour fent a meflenger, to inquire 
5e curt w hether he Ihould make warre againft the Tyrant, for 
tils agm- hefaidj that John could aduertife him what was to be 
da . done .Who as he prophefied that in the firft battaile,he 
fliould wyn the victory without bloudftied *. fo alfohe 
fignified vnto him, that in the fecond he fliould get the 
vpperhand, after great flaughter and death of men.

When he had by this fpeach much. encouraged 
thehartesofhis fouldiars,he conueyed them downe 
from the hill.The Tyrant perceauing a far off the foul- 
diers prepared to fight, he alfo made his army ready, 
and fet his fouldiers in battaile array. But he himfelf 
whenhehad taken the top of a certayne hill, faid to 
his fouldiers ,that the Emperor was now weary of his 
life,and he meant to fight the battaile , onely fora 
defire he had to dye. Therefore he commaunded his 
Captaynes, that they ihould bynd him hand and foot, 
and bring him ajyueto him . But after that the fqua- 
drons were placed in order , then a man might eafily 
haue perceaued , both how great were the forces of 
the enemyes, and how few they were that ioyned 
with the E mperour. And when the darts began to flee 
from fide to fide, then did the Emperours Standard- 
bearers truly performe their promife. For a violent

He alio rebuked him about the I- 
mage of Hercules, that putting his truft therin,he dared 
to attempt fuch a bould and defperate a&ion. Laflly 
he pronounced againft him a luft and Iawfullfentence 
of the punifhment which he was to fuffer. Thus did 
Theodofm behaue himfelf both in peace and warre; for 
he alvv ayes defired the help of God , and alwayes ob- 
tayned the fame. 

OF THE- DEATH OF

CHAP. XXV. 

A Fter this •viflory was gotten, Theodofuu 
falling into ficknes, deuyded the Empire 
amongft his fonnes: and to the elder he com¬ 
mitted the gouernment of that part which he ruled 
liimfelf, and Europe to the yonger. He exhorted them 
both , to the true fcruice of God . For by the fame, he 
faid,that peace was niayntained , wanes afTwaged, 
the enemyes put to flight, banners of viftory difplaied 
and finally the vidiory it felf was euer obtayned. After 
he had giuen this counfell to his children , he dyed, and 
his glory remayneth to etcrnall memory .

T he Sonnes of this Emperour, a* they were 
fucceflors of their FathersEmpire,fo were they

CHAP. XXVII. 

A Fter the death of Nefitariuswho gouerned 
the Church of Conflantinople y Arcadius , to 
whom that part of the Empire befell, vnder- 
ftanding that Iohn the glorious light of the world, was 
orday ned Prieft at Antmh\ Cent meflengers for him, 
and in treated the Bilhops aiTembled togeather to make 
hiraBiihop>and to orday ne him Paftour of that; famous 
Citty. This onely example doth well declare how 
great the zeale of this E mperour was* At the fame tyme • 
Flauianus was Bifllop of CAnttocb^ and Elptdius of Lao* 
dicea , wholyued togeather with the great Me/ettus 
morehuely refembled his trade of life , then any wax 
reprefenteth the impreffion of a feale. He fucceeded the 
great Pelagius : and after Marcellm fucceeded Agapetm j 
a very excellent manwho , as I haue lhewed before^ 
during the ftormesof herefy, was become very famous 
for his exercife of monafticall life . {JAax'mm the 
fchool-fellow of that famous Iohn wasBilhop of Se « 
leuc'ta , which lyech at the foot of the moutayne Taurus: 
zn&lheodorm was Bifhop of Mopfueflia . Both of thefe 
were famous Doctors.
